Dear Mr Hoover: 

I am writing about a possible heavy concentration of 
communists in our churches. 

In the past year there have been two articles in our 
Presbyterian Life magazine denying that Cuba was infiltrated 
with communists* I brought it to the attention of our church .

view of the recent exposure of the Air Force manual (communism 
in our churches). It wasn't denied but looked upon as so much 
talk. 

Another local person of another church, suspicious 
of the literature of her church got no satisfaction when writing 
to elected officials in Washington, so for that reason I am 
writing to you hoping you can set me straight. Is there or 
is there not communist infiltration of churches? If there is 
communist infiltration, why was the information in the Air Force 
manual hushed up? Haven't the people of this country a right to 
know whats going on? 

I don't want my child attending church where subversion 
exists. If our congressmen and representatives are subversive or 
are threatened with harm if they don't cover up, its high time 
the people know the facts.

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COMMUNIST INFILTRATION IN THE CHURCHES

Once again a furor has been raised in this country by the 
National Council of Churches and the slanted press of the nation 
because it has again been declared that there are Reds in the 
churches* The TJ. S. House Committee on Un-American Activities, 
the F. B. I. and many others have been warning the nation of 
this shameful fact for many years- This time it was the TJ. S* Air 
Force which made the charge in its Manual on Security, which 
it was forced to withdraw. The statements objected to in the Air 
Force Manual, particularly by the National Council of Churches 
and the slanted press, are as follows: 

"Comimtnism in Religion. From a variety of authoritative 
sources, there appears to be overwhelming evidence of 
Communist anti-religious activity in the United States 
through the infiltration of fellow-travelers into churches 
and educational institutions/' "The National Council of 
Churches of Christ in the U, S* A. officially sponsored 
the Revised Standard Version of the Bible. Of the 95 
persons who served in this project, 30 have been affiliated 
with pro-Communist fronts, projects, and publications."- - 
"Another rather foolish remark often heard is that 
Americans have a right to know what's going on. Most 
people realize the foolhardiness of such a suggestion. If 
a football team should start telling the other side the plays 
it planned to use, their opponents would sweep them off 
the field. It's the same in war — hot or cold; if we tell 
our secrets, we are likely to be beaten, and beaten badly." 

Since this Manual was dealing with security matters these state- 
ments being true were perfectly proper and in order. These state- 
ments were horribly garbled and twisted in some papers. That 
Reds had infiltrated and worked in high positions and he had 
worked with them, knowing their Communist affiliations, Bishop 
G. Bromley Oxnam, Methodist Church, and former President of 
the then Federal, now the National Council of Churches, was 
forced to admit, as will be cited below, in his hearing before 
the House Committee July 21, 1953* We were there, sat right 
behind the Bishop and heard him make this frightful admission. 
So why all the outcry? 

United States Navy Intelligence made a similar statement 
in 1935 concerning the then Federal Council, now National 
Council of Churches which pressured President Roosevelt to 
squelch Navy Intelligence, and he did, and sternly warned Navy 
Intelligence never to divulge such things again. In the present 
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instance the powerful, totalitarian, National Council of Churches 
once again pressured the Administration to repudiate the proven 
statement that Communism has infiltrated some churches- In 
obliging them the President, the Secretary of Defense and the 
Secretary of the Air Force went back on their own intelligence 
and security forces and also indirectly discredited an arm of 
Congress and the Attorney General's office which together had 
investigated and found such charges to be true. The President 
has wined and dined Khrushchev the Red Butcher and head of 
Godless Anti Christian Communism and this at public expense. 
Now the Administration is covering up for known Reds operating 
in the churches. By doing such things the Administration with 
ample help from the Supreme Court has given Communism one 
of the greatest boosts that it has ever had in this country, .made 
it to appear respectable, granted it certain immunity, given it 
a new lease on life, with the result that it now no longer needs 
to work underground and is flourishing at home and abroad. The 
head of this despicable anti Christian system is welcome in the 
White House, as are those who aid and abet the Communist-line. 

The slanted press of the nation in coming to the assistance 
of the National Council of Churches, instead of honestly facing 
and answering the charges, resorted to name calling, ridicule, and 
abuse, was guilty of some very careless, inaccurate U. P. I. re- 
porting, attacked the fundamentalists, dragged in utterly irrele- 
vant things and by so doing sought to "divert attention from the 
guilty National Council in which there have been many proven 
cases of Red infiltration and sought instead to discredit the 
fundamentalists groups which wouldn't tolerate Reds in their 
midst. The fundamentalists have given government agencies in- 
vestigating Reds no matter where* found every encouragement 
and assistance. The National Council to the contrary follows the 
communist line in its effort to smear, discredit and disband the 
House Un-American Activities Committee, and the Commies are 
also conducting a campaign to discredit the F. B. I. The type of 
reporting we are getting in the press often leaves a great deal 
to be desired. The editor of the Pittsburgh Press, a Scripps-Howard 
Newspaper, for February 18th, 1960, called those who tried to 
warn Air Force trainees that there were Reds operating in the 
churches, "bungleheads", "oafs", and referred to their charges 
as "unbelievably asinine" and as "idiocy". Louis Cassels, in the 
Pittsburgh Sun Telegraph for Feb. 20, 1960 dragged in a lot 
of completely irrelevant material intended to discredit fundamen- 
talist groups in the eyes of the public, but he failed miserably 
to do some true reporting, look up the available facts and see if 
there was evidence that Reds had infiltrated the churches, and 
report what he found. Similar statements no doubt appeared in 
papers all over the country. This goes to prove how shoddy, 
unfair, biased and slanted the subservient press of the nation 
has become, and how it has joined with the infiltrated, arrogant, 




dictatorial, National Council of Churches in its efforts to mis- 
represent, crush and suppress separated fundamentalist groups. 
One thing is evident and that is that fundamentalists and those 
who are fighting communist infiltration cannot expect fair treat- 
ment at the hands of slanted newspapers. Papers that were form- 
erly conservative like the Pittsburgh Sun Telegraph have departed 
from their former position. America is pretty far down the 
road to slavery and Communist domination, and the press, the 
Administration, the infiltrated National Council of Churches, 
certain labor unions, schools, T.V., the movies, and Supreme Court 
decisions, have all helped bring it where it is. 

Now suppose we examine just a little of the available evi- 
dence, which the press of the nation should have examined, and 
see if it is true that Communism has infiltrated "some churches". 
What are the facts? The tragic facts that we are going to examine 
did not originate with the fundamentalists as Dr. Edwin T. 
Dahlberg, President of the National Council claims, and they are 
not groundless charges, as press accounts seem to infer. 



FIRST, VARIOUS REPORTS ON UN-AMERICAN ACTIV- 
ITIES, HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES 

For many years, this very important though much maligned 
but very necessary Committee of Congress, which the Reds hate 
and would disband has most courageously exposed communist 
infiltration, subversion, sabotage, espionage, etc. wherever found. 
It has rendered a magnificent service to the country in exposing 
the enemy working within. Particularly has it exposed the Moscow 
directed Communist apparatus as these Reds have worked witbin 
the government, the military, labor unions, the schools, and our 
churches, in an attempt to destroy free America, and make it the 
slave of communist Russia. 

1944 REPORT 

In its 1944 Report a vast number of Communist Party and 
Communist-front members are mentioned by name. Many of 
those who are cited for being members of Communist-fronts are 
leaders in the National Council of Churches. Included in this list 
are past presidents, secretaries, of the then Federal, now National 
Council of Churches. Eight of the prominent churchmen cited 
were translators of the National Council's inaccurate perverted, 
unitarian Revised Standard Version of the Bible, but later revel- 
ations increased the number to 30 translators. Listed in this 
report are such outstanding church figures, as, Dr. W. Russell 
Bowie 16, Dr. George A. Buttrick 2, Dr. J, Henry Carpenter 3, 
Dr. Samuel McCrea Cavert 1, Mrs. Cavert 6, Dr. Henry Sloan 
Coffin 10, Dr. Jerome Davis 40, Dr. Sherwood Eddy 10, Dr. E. 
Stanley Jones 2, Dr. Henry Smith Leiper 7, Dr. John A. Mackay 
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4, Bishop Francis J. McConnell 56, Dr. Ralph W* Sockman JL, Dr. 
Wm, B. Spofford 39, Dr. Harry .F. Ward 64 and many others. 
The number after each name indicates the number of times they 
were cited for belonging to various Communist-fronts. Every true 
American and true follower of Christ was shocked no end by 
this revelation. But even more shocking is the fact that subsequent 
exposures indicate that many of these clergymen have not lessened' 
but greatly expanded their Communist-front connections. 

The clergymen involved, greatly resented being exposed and 
have ever since steadfastly fought for the abolishment of the 
Committee which exposed them. 

It needs to be particularly pointed out that this exposure 
was not made by the fundamentalists but by a Committee of 
Congress seeking to preserve our nation and way of life. Dr. 
Dahlberg ought to procure this report and read it. Then perhaps 
he wouldn't make such unfounded charges. 

As far as we know every man cited was a modernist, who 
in various ways denied the fundamental, cardinal tenets of the 
historic Christian faith as taught by Christ and the Apostles. 
They were some of the most outstanding leaders in their Council 
of Churches. It was because they were traitors to the Lord Jesus 
Christ, as well as members of traitorous Communist-fronts that 
separated fundamentalist groups withdrew from them, in accord 
with the Commands of God's Word, II Cor. 6:14-7:1, Eph. 5:11, 
II Tim. 3:5, II John 7-11, etc. Many in their Council were pacifists 
who sought to undermine every preparedness measure and leave 
America weak and helpless in the face of her Communist foes. 
Never once did we ever know of them criticizing Bloody Joe 
Stalin and his Red butchers. Instead they sang the praises of 
Communist Russia. The Administration, and the press of the 
nation needs to refresh its memories on some of these facts. 

EXPOSURE OF THE METHODIST FEDERATION 

FOR SOCIAL ACTION 

February 17, 1952 

The next expose that we shall mention that the House Un- 
American Activities Committee made concerned the notorious 
and infamous Methodist Federation For Social Action, an 87 page 
pamphlet thoroughly documented. In 1937 Bishop Francis J. 
McConnell was President of the Federation, p. 4. 

Editors of their Social Service Bulletin, as per page ^3, and 
who were later on cited as being Communists, were Dr. Harry F. 
Ward, Bishop Oxnam's close friend, teacher and associate, and Wini- 
fred L. Chappell, a leader in Epworth League who encouraged 
Methodist youths to commit acts of sabotage. On Page .#6, it is 
stated that, "Bishop Oxnam, who as a student got his training from 
Dr. Harry F. Ward" and it is declared "Bishop Oxnam said he thor- 



oughly endorses the Methodist Federation of Social Service and 
the things for which it stands" Bishop Oxnam was one of its 
Executive Secretaries. 

Now what according to this pamphlet are some of the things 
for which the Methodist Federation For Social Action stands: 
"Alliance of the pulpit with Communism", p. 4, Supported 
preachers dismissed from their pulpits for making "radical utter- 
ances", p. 4 "- - seeking the overthrow of the profit or private 
ozonership system/' p* 4. "The Federation terms the Soviet system 
as the most perfect yet devised by any nation" p. 4. " - -overthrow 
of the present capitalistic system in the* United States - -." p. 6. 
"Private property, according to the pamphlets, is to be taken I 

over without compensation to the owners and operated by useful i 

social workers." p. 6. "Soviet Union is again commended" p. 6, J 

It is interesting to note in this pamphlet the radical differ- 
ence between what Scripps-Howard papers were then and what 
some are now. Then they didn't try to cover up the Red infiltra- 
tion in the churches but courageously exposed the same. A series 
of 1947 articles by Frederick Woltman, World-Telegram Staff, 
Writer are quoted therein in which Mr. Woltman makes the 
following charges against the Methodist Federation for Social 
Action (now Social Service) : - - "has closely followed the Com- 
munist party line on many issues." p. 7; "The federation favors 
Gen. Feng's solution for China" namely "the overthrow of Chiang 
Kai-shek and a coalition with the Chinese Communists." p. 7; 
« _ _ the greatest event of the 20th century thus far is the Soviet 
Revolution and all that it has meant to the human welfare." p. 8; 
"America's always wrong; Russia's always right/' p. 8; "--attack 
on America's foreign policies and a glowing defense of the Soviet 
Union—/' p. 9; "The Keynoter was Jerome Davis, long an ardent 
Soviet apologist." p. 9; "Rev. Jack McMichael executive secretary 
and sparkplug" p. 8, " - - was once active in the Young Communist 
League and has been a diligent supporter of communist fronts to 
date-" p. 9., Jerome Davis was depicted as defending Russian 
slave labor camps and the seizure of Estonia, Latvia, and Lithu- 
ania, p. 10; "The threats of Russian imperialism, of the revived 
Communist International and of Communist infiltration tactics in 
America were ignored completely by the Methodist Federation 
of Social Action at its annual conference just ended here." p. 10; 
Against loyalty tests and listing of subversive's, p. 11; "It opposed 
compulsory military training and demanded we stop manufactur- 
ing atomic bombs." p. 11; "Dr. Ward has worked closely with the 
Communist party and its leaders for many years. He has "written 
for the party's official organ, the Daily Worker, praising Marxism/' 
- - "His cospeaker was Carl Marzani, recently sentenced by a 
federal jury to a year in prison for concealing his Communist 
party membership in order to retain a key post in the O. S. S, 
and later the State Department." p. 11. Mr. Woltman also declared 
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that this frightful pro-communist Methodist Federation For Social 
Action-- "--speaks in the name of 17 Methodist bishops and 
4,000 Methodist clerics and laymen." p. 7. Jack McMichael its 
Executive Secretary was later on cited as a Communist. 

We have only covered 12 pages of this shameful revelation 
of treason against God and Country, but surely this is sufficient 
to show the alarming extent to which the Methodist Church alone 
has been infiltrated by Communism. 

The Methodist Church should hang its head in shame that it 
has tolerated such things. True Christians who are members of 
that church ought to ask God to forgive them for having sup- 
ported such men by their contributions* 

THE OXNAM HEARING JULY 21, 1953 

At this hearing held before the House Un-American Activities 
Committee, July 21, 1953, in Washington, it was definitely estab- 
lished that Reds had infiltrated the church and were in very 
influential places, and that Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam had 
knowingly worked with them, perfectly aware of their communist 
party connections and subversive activities. This hearing was held 
in the very same room where Alger Hiss was tried* Alger Hiss 
was Chairman of a Committee of the Federal Council of Churches 
on limited United Nations. We sat in the front row, directly behind 
Bishop Oxnam and clearly heard everything that was said and 
took down 48 pages of notes. The meeting lasted until midnight 
and 49 exhibits were inserted in the record, much of it unfavor- 
able to the Bishop who had gone to the meeting intending to bait 
the Committee. 

In remarks made by Committee members at the hearing the 
following were named as having been declared Communists in test- 
imony taken by the Committee formerly: -Dr. Harry F. Ward, pro- 
fessor at Union Theological Seminary, New York, and a most active 
official in the Methodist Federation For Social Action; the Rev. 
Jack McMichael, executive secretary of the Federation; Winifred 
Chappell, connected with the Federation and with the Epworth 
League; Jerome Davis who wrote Behind Soviet Power, a pro- 
communist book Bishop Oxnam sent to every pastor of the Metho- 
dist Church, and who wrote the article glorifying bloody Joseph 
Stalin as the servant of God and the common man which appeared 
in the official Methodist Sunday School publication, The Classmate, 
for July 20, 1947; and Kirby Page, a national figure in the National 
Council of Churches. 

The Committee in presenting its evidence revealed that Harry 
F* Ward "with whom Bishop Oocnam had worked for many years had 
been a communist* since 1919, and that Oocnam knew of Ward's 
communist position years before he broke with him. It also reveal- 
ed- that Prof* Ward sent Union Theological Seminary students to 



churches to serve not only as pastors but as agents for the Com- 
munist Party. Bishop Oxnam admitted that Prof. Ward had been 
a great "inspiration" to him and a dear friend. He admitted that 
he knew that Ward took the communist position. It was brought 
out that, throughout all the time that Oxnam was associated with 
Ward and Ward was having such an influence on his life. Ward 
xvas an active communist. He claimed, however, that he eventu- 
ally broke with Ward in 1936 because of his communist position. 

The Committee then confronted him with the fact that, when 
the Methodist Church had its big merger meeting in Kansas City, 
on May 15, 1939, Bishop Oxnam "paid" Harry IT. Ward "a high 
tribute" of praise. The Bishop had to acknowledge that he had 
done so, claiming that he did so because of "all" that "Ward did 
for the Methodist Church." The Bishop was censured for paying 
Ward such a tribute when he had known for some years prior to 
this that Ward was a communist* 

The Bishop was asked in the course of the hearing it he 
knew Winifred Chappell and he admitted that he did, and in 
response to questioning stated that in addition to being connected 
with the Methodist Federation, she served the Epworth League. 
The Committee then revealed that Winifred Chappell during the 
war years, writing in the Epworth Herald, had encouraged Metho- 
dist youth to go into the armed forces, the munitions factories, etc., 
and not only sabotage the war effort but do so with the intent 
of overthrowing our economy. This "was treason. 

Bishop Oxnam not only admitted that Winifred Chappell did 
this, but he admitted that the Methodist Church did nothing about 
it, stating that the Methodist Church did not discipline its mem- 
bers for making statements. What is more, he also admitted that, 
when he discovered that Ward and McMichael were communists, 
he did not inform on them and that the Methodist Church took 
no action to discipline them. His weakest and most pathetic de- 
fense was at this point. Repeatedly in the testimony, when con- 
fronted by the Committee and asked why he did not do something 
to expose these people and rid the Church of them, he weakly 
pled that the Church was not in a position to do so. He suggested 
that the Committee appear before the proper Methodist authori- 
ties and testify against Ward and McMichael. The Committee then 
confronted him with his recent article in the Sunday papers, 
"How to Uncover Communism," in which he had declared that 
the work of dealing with Reds in the churches "should be left 
up to the clergy, " a work which he and other Methodist leaders 
had, as the testimony brought out, failed to perform. The failure 
of the Methodist Church to act more than justified the Committee 
in its present investigation. 

Altogether, "49" exhibits, we are told, were filed in the 
on a heated controversy with the Committee before the hearing. 
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He had requested this hearing to protest what he claimed were 
certain inaccuracies which appeared in particular in a certain 
newspaper account in the Committee's file, and one of the re- 
leases which the Hon, John Rankin, a former chairman of the 
Committee, had made. He demanded that in the future every 

p> single newspaper account on any matter the Committee was in- 

r terested in be verified before being released. 

} He received most unusual consideration at every turn. The 

|* newspapers, too, were exceptionally lenient with him in their 

i accounts, omitting much that reflected on him. He was permitted 

to begin by reading a statement. He came apparently expecting 
to deal only with the few incidents which were supposedly in- 
accurate. It is possible that he hoped to discredit the Committee 
by so doing and thereby undermine its work. In past years and 
since, he has joined with those seeking its abolishment. The 
Committee, however, surprised him by confronting him with a 
lot of evidence he only too obviously did not know that they had 
in the record, and he was quite indignant. As they say it in 
common parlance, the Committee really threw the book at him 
before they were through. 

Oxnam began by attacking the Committee for not only alleged 
inaccuracies but for placing the material in its files, as a "wicked 
tool" in the hands of "irresponsible" persons, and he named the 
American Council of Christian Churches and the American Council 
of Christian Laymen, both of which he said were seeking to 
"destroy" him. It was very evident that the documented exposures 
these organizations had made of him were really hurting him 
and the National Council of Churches with which he is connected. 
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Before the hearing was over the Committee was really putting 
Oxnam in his place. Never have toe seen a Christian leader's con- 
nections and his knowledge and judgment more thoroughly dis 
credited or made more ludicrous than were his. Time and,' again 
instead of giving a direct reply, he tried to make a speech, or he 
remarked, "I don't remember," or, "I don't recollect," etc. Several 
times the chairman remarked to him that if he did remember 
later on would he please be kind enough to let the Committee 
know. 

It was pathetic when Congressman Clardy asked him to 
explain how his name found its way on the letterheads of so many 
fronts and wondered if it were possible that the communists had 
put him on their "sucker list/' He readily admitted that this might 
be true, apparently not realizing the reflection this was on his 
intelligence. Congressman Walters asked him, "Don't you think 
you were very careless?" namely, in permitting so many fronts 
to use his name. Chairman Velde remarked to him, "It is per- 
plexing to the Committee how you could be a member of all 
these organizations "without knowing what they were" Velde call- 
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ed the Bishop twice on this point during the hearing and received 
no satisfactory explanation. 

Congressman Walter took the Bishop to task for having 
declared in a report that the immigration law of the land was 
"asinine," asking him, "What useful purpose did you think you 
were serving by making an attack on the law of the land?" 
Chairman Velde in commenting on other remarks the Bishop had 
made accused him of saying "something about the law which is 
not true." Congressman Clardy remarked to him on one occasion, 
"I want the truth, but you are making it 'hard to drag it out of 
you/ " Toward the close of the hearing Congressman Clardy told 
the Bishop, "I do think you are muddled in your thinking and in 
your understanding." And again when the Bishop spoke highly 
of Miss Vera M. Dean's book which he had recommended Metho- 
dist ministers to read he was told by Congressman Clardy that it 
was "one of the most arrogant bits of communist propaganda" he 
had ever seen. The Bishop explained that his "purpose" in recom- 
mending this book and Behind Soviet Power by Jerome Davis 
was to "acquaint our people with the challenge that lies in com- 
munism to the people of our faith." He was also charged with 
being "uncharitable" and "unchristian" in his speech. All of this 
will be in the printed record. 

Many other revelations took place at the hearing which were 
equally disturbing and distressing. One organization he joined, 
the National Council of American-Soviet Friendship, he did so 
upon invitation of Prof. Dirk J. Struik, whom the Committee 
declared was a Russian spy. In other testimony it was declared 
that "Marxism and religious liberal theology are one/ 9 a declara- 
tion that should cause the members of liberal churches to do a lot of 
pondering. The Bishop had not only close friends who were com- 
munists, but another "dear friend" with whom he delighted to 
fellowship turned out to be a "Unitarian," Dr. Stephen S. Fritch- 
man, who as such denies the deity of our Lord, His virgin birth, 
and His substitutionary blood sacrifice as payment for the penalty 
of our sins. In defending himself from the charge of anti-Catholi- 
cism he read from his Episcopal Address of 1948 to show that 
his and the National Council's aims were the union of all so-called 
Christian groups into one body, the "Holy Catholic Church," 
•which necessarily will be made up of the denominations making 
up the National Council, all the branches of Orthodox Catholicism, 
the Roman Catholic Church, modernists, Unitarians, Universalists, 
Dowieties, Pentecostalists, Mormons, Seventh Day Adventists, 
Christian Scientists, and all the hundreds of cults. A union of 
true Christian believers we can see and understand, but a nau- 
seating, Scripturally forbidden admixture of believers and un- 
believers is impossible. The Bishop and the National Council may 
be willing to go into such a union, but we do not think that the 
Roman Catholic Church would. We are certain that the American 
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Council of Christian Churches will not. 

We could not help but anticipate what would happen next 

( in this investigation. The Committee voted to hear Dr. J. B. 

Matthews present much documented evidence concerning Reds in 

, the churches* That should have been interesting and most informa- 

'{* tive. 

h To save himself, the Bishop turned on his close friends 

I of the years past and viciously attacked them in his testimony, 

|* namely, Prof. Harry F. Ward and the Rev, Jack McMichaeL His 

denunciation of them will appear in the printed record for them 
and the nation to read. It was a denunciation which came years 
too late and should have been publicly made in the Conferences 
of the Methodist Church. It would be most interesting to hear 
what they had to say in their own defense. McMichael was sub- 
poenaed to testify on July 30. 

One thing is certain, so far in the investigation of Reds in 
the churches, their presence there is an established fact. They were 
in high places, teaching and influencing seminary students, the 
youth of the church, and molding policy. Also, the record con- 
cerning Bishop Oxnam and his associations has not been bettered 
by the hearing. The Bishop's record has by no means been cleared. 
Congressmen Jackson and Velde made this very clear in their 
interview with the press following the hearing. The "record," as 
they declared, "speaks for itself." Much additional material is 
now in the files concerning most damaging admissions "made by 
the Bishop himself. 

Very little of the above appeared in the press of the nation 
and certainly not in slanted papers. Many of the sordid facts 
brought out at the Oxnam hearing voere kept from the American 
public who had a right to know them and be warned as to the 
appalling extent of the communist infiltration in the churches* 
We can't help but wonder if the press didn't cover up for Bishop 
Oxnam and the churches he represented. They certainly failed 
to report a lot of frightful things that were brought out in that 
hearing that proved that Reds had infiltrated the churches. 

After many trips to Washington, it is our conviction that there 
is a lot of careless, inaccurate, incomplete, slanted reporting 
emanating therefrom. The American public often does not receive 
the unadultered truth, and seldom all the truth. 

We have observed that members of the press rely entirely too 
much on printed statements which are handed out by the govern- 
ment and by others. Wfe have observed that at certain important 
hearings that some members of the press are carelessly indifferent 
to the liberties and issues at stake and are not in the room long 
enough to accurately and fully report what has transpired. They 
come in and copy down a few notes taken from the statements

of certain witnesses they or the Administration approves and play 
them up, but if the witnesses happen to be from the D. A. R., 
S. A. R., American Legion, National Economic Council, Coalition 
of Patriotic Societies, American Council for Christian Laymen, 
and of course from various fundamentalists church groups, slight- 
ing, disparaging remarks are almost certain to be made in press 
reports concerning them. These reporters should be present to 
hear the searching questions asked witnesses by members of in- 
vestigating committees and the off the cuff replies. Often these 
questions and replies are far more revealing than the carefully 
prepared statements. Then too no doubt some members of the 
press feel that it is to their advantage to stand in with the powers 
that be and report what these powers want them to report.

THE SENATE FACT FINDING COMMITTEE 

OF THE STATE OF CALIFORNIA 

For many years this Committee has been doing a most excell- 
ent piece of work in investigating communist infiltration in State 
Government, Education, Labor, the Moving Picture Industry, Pro- 
fessions, and publishing list of Communist-front organizations, 
their techniques and members of the same. 

It has been releasing Reports since 1943 and made its last 
Report in 1959. They have repeatedly down through the years 
cited prominent clergymen, members of the National Council of 
Churches, because of Communist-front connections and subversive 
activities. For instance Bishop Oxnam is cited in their 1947, 1948, 
1949 Reports on a total of seven pages. His close friend and as- 
sociate Rev. Stephen H. Fritchman was cited in 1943, on thirteen 
pages of that report; 1949 on eight pages; 1951 two pages, 1953 
four pages, 1955 twenty pages, 1959 one page. 

In addition to the above mentioned notorious communist- 
front members the following leaders and influential members 
in the old Federal, and now National Council of Churches are 
listed on the given number of pages :-

EXPOSURES MADE WITHIN THE DENOMINATIONS 

There are many true Americans and true Christians within 
the National Council of Churches who have become greatly alarm- 
ed over the extent of Communist infiltration, social gospel preach- 
ing, and denial of the historic Christian faith within their own 
church groups. Some are doing something about this deplorable 
state of affairs, and since their leaders have failed to do anything, 
they have taken it upon themselves to expose the pro-Communists 
within their own denomination and Council of Churches. 

THE METHODIST CHURCH 

The Circuit Riders, Inc. 

There is a very valiant nation-wide group of objectors labor- 
ing within the Methodist Church known as the Circuit Riders, Inc. 
whose address is 18 East 4th Street, Cincinnati 2, Ohio. Copies of 
their excellent publications that we shall mention can be obtained 
by writing them direct. They have in some cases revealed a much 
worse state of affairs than was exposed in the Congressional hear- 
ings mentioned above. 

Their "A Compilation of Public Records 

2109 
Methodist Ministers" 

released in July 1956, exposes 2109 Methodist preachers because 
of pro-communist sympathies, communist-front connections, social- 
istic preaching and teaching. 

We can't possilby mention the entire "2109" ministers by 
name. But we do mention a few and after their names a number 
which indicates the number of times the person is cited in this 
publication for communist-front or leftwing membership. They 
are as follows:- Henry Hitt Crane 27, Marie W.. Dawber 31, Bishop 
Lewis O, Hartman 22, Bishop Ivan Lee Holt 9, E. Stanley Jones 
4, Bishop Francis J. McConnell 59, Jack McMichael 61, G. Bromley 
Oamam 31, Ralph W. Sockman 11, Harry F. Ward 121, Chas. C. 
Webber 24, etc. The Circuit Riders identifies these men as being 
affiliated with some of the most notorious Communist-fronts oper- 
ating within the country to overthrow America. The Circuit Riders 
must have been convinced that their denomination had been 
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infiltrated to be moved to publicly expose this shameful situation 
in their church. 

Under date of July 1957, the Circuit Riders released an ex- 
posure entitled "Fifty Years of Un-Methodist Propaganda" which 
had to do with the Marxist activities of the Methodist Federation 
For Social Action." Secretaries of the M. F. S. A. Winifred Chappell 
and Dr. Harry F. Ward were cited as "known communists." Jaclc 
McMichael, its Executive Secretary was cited as having "followed 
the Communist Party line undeviatingly." Willard Uphaus, Field 
Secretary, was cited as being affiliated with 27 "Communist enter- 
prises." "The incumbent president of the MFSA," the Rev. Loyd 
F. Worley is cited for having "been affiliated with 18 "Communist 
organizations and enterprises." 

In an earlier publication dated March 29, 1956, they also cited 
the following additional "members and supporters" of the MFSA:- 
Hiel D. Bollinger 9, Paul W. Caton 10, Marie A. Chamberlin 22, 
Don M. Chase 13, Geo. A. Coe 26, A. A. Heist 8, Chester E. Hodg- 
son 47, Half or d E. LuccocTc 17, F. W. McConnell 9, Edward D. 
McGowan 32, Georgia Harkness 19, Walter G. Muelder 13, J. 
Pierce Newell 7, Harris Franklin Rail 5, Alson J. Smith 14, Dillon 
Wesley Throckmorton 13, Frank Morey Toothaker 6, etc. 

We no doubt will be criticized for not giving the name, the 
appalling announced purpose and actual pro -communist program 
and activities of all these fronts to which these men and all the 
others mentioned above belonged, but that would fill several 
books, the cost of which would be prohibitive and it would be 
too boring for the lay public to read. We would suggest that 
interested persons write the House Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee, the Circuit Riders, or the American Council of Christian 
Laymen, and get this infirmation from them. The last mentioned 
group is located at 122 W. Washington Avenue, Madison 1, Wis. 
They have an excellent documented folder, entitled "How Red 
Is the National 'Council of Churches." But one thing is obvious 
and that is the MFSA was simply crawling with members of 
notorious, subversive communist-fronts who were in control. 

Under date of February 1959 the Circuit Riders released, 
"Recognize Red China" which was "an expose of the National 
Council of Churches World Order Study Conference; Cleveland, 
Ohio, Nov. 18-21, 1958. This is another frightful revelation of pro- 
communist activities at the Conference which resulted in the adop- 
tion of a resolution recognizing the ruthless communist butchers 
of Red China who had slaughtered so many of our men in Korea. 
We urge all readers of bur pamphlet to procure this release and 
read the frightful pro-communist activities of the men involved 
who were willing to sell free America down the river. 

In their "Preface" to this "expose" they declare that over the 
past 20 years 719 officers, delegates, etc. of the Federal and Na- 
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tional Council of Churches were members of communist-fronts. No 
wonder so many pronouncements and activities of the National 
Council of Churches have been pro-communist and pacHistic. That 
body also has been crawling with members of dangerous, un- 
American, subversive communist-fronts. In view of this fact how 
can clergymen, and churches, which claim to be sound, remain 
in such an organization? How can Billy Graham conduct cooper- 
ative evangelistic campaigns with such unbelievers, have them 
on his committees, use them to lead in prayer, and condemn funda- 
mentalists who expose their dual treason against God and 
Country? 

The Methodist Challenge 
is another very worthy Methodist publication which we simply 
must mention. Its able and gifted fundamentalist editor, Dr. Bob 
Shuler, has for many years been carrying on a campaign to de- 
fend the true faith and America and to expose the enemies of 
both. No one deplores the down-hill trend in the Methodist Church 
more than he does. 

In his June 1958 number he exposes the President of the Na- 
tional Council of Churches to which his denomination belongs, Dr. 
Edwin T. Dahlberg, a Southern Baptist. 

Dr. Shuler tells us that, "In a recent address before the 
World Baptist Congress, Dr. Dahlberg said that the time has come 
to eliminate such expressions as "the precious name of Jesus," 
"coming under the Blood, 5 * "Saved by Grace," "born of the Spirit," 
and "His Coming again," since they no longer had any meaning 
and did not register in the minds of the ordinary listeners." No 
professed Christian who is sound in the faith would say such a 
thing. This is the language of heresy, and unbelief. Dr. Shuler 
w then proceeds to cite Dr. Dahlberg's communist-front connections 
which were seven. 

Fulton Lewis, Jr. in his Washington Report for Dec. 19, 1957 
which was carried in many papers described these communist- 
fronts Dr. Dahlberg belonged to as follows: 

"As early as 1942, he was affiliated with the "Citizens Com- 
mittee To Free Earl Browder," an organization cited on the At- 
torney General's list as "Communist and- subversive." 

Browder, at the time, was General Secretary of the Com- 
munist Party and was serving a prison sentence for perjury in 
connection with his possession of a false passport. And Commun- 
ism is admittedly the death enemy of the very God with whose 
stars the Rev. Mr. Dahlberg does his communing. 

A YEAR LATER, the Rev. Mr. Dahlberg joined a group of 
Communist fronters in signing an open letter to President Roose- 
velt, protesting an order for the deportation of Harry Bridges as 
an alien Communist. 
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In 1946, his name appeared on the letterhead of the National 
Committee to Combat Anti-Semitism. Various Jewish groups warn- 
ed that the organization ia reality was a Communist front. 

Later, when Yugoslavia was still a satellite of the Soviet 
Union, a group of American clergymen was invited to that country 
with all expenses paid by Tito's government. At least five of the 
seven who went were known as veteran collaborators of the Com- 
munists an the United States. They were Claude Williams, William 
Howard Melish, Guy Emery Shipler, Emery Bucke, and Phillips 
Packer Elliott, Williams and Melish had been identified as mem- 
bers of the Communist Party. 

The report these men brought back from Yugoslavia was 
printed and distributed by a group of Protestant clergymen which 
included Mr. Dahlberg. 

In 1951 he was an initiating sponsor of the National Committee 
to Repeal the McCarran Act - - the Internal Security Act of 1950. 
In 1952 the Daily Worker listed him as a signer of another peti- 
tion to the same end. In 1953 he was listed as signing another 
similar petition, addressed to President Eisenhower. 

THE MOST ACTIVE Communist front organization at the 
present time is known as "The Cornmittee to Secure Justice for 
Morton Sobell" - - now serving a 30-year prison term in Alcatraz 
for his part in the Rosenberg espionage case. The organization's 
publication of August, 1957, lists Dahlberg as a signer of a petition 
in Sobell's behalf." 

In a more recent revelation, made on page .#17 of "Recognize 
Red China", Dr. Dahlberg is cited as being affiliated with 21 
"organizations or enterprises which promoted the Communist line." 
In a nation wide Washington release, dated March 1, 1960, as re- 
ported by James McCartney of the Chicago Daily News, Dr. Dahl- 
berg told the nation that "fundamentalists" who were; in "disre- 
pute" were responsible for the charges that Communism had in- 
filtrated churches in the framework of the National Council of 
Churches which we have shown is not true. The charges origi- 
nated with responsible men in government. If anybody is in dis- 
repute it is Dr. Dahlberg and his many associates in the National 
Council of Churches who have aided the Communist cause, in vari- 
ous instances as members of scores of Communist-fronts, members 
of the Communist Party and as Communist agents working against 
our government, our way of life and the Christian faith. If the 
Reds in the National Council of Churches are being classified by 
many along with Benedict Arnold they have themselves to blame. 
They can't in any wise put the blame on "fundamentalists" who 
wouldn't tolerate a known Red in their camp. 

THE PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH 

Hardly a major denomination, perhaps if we knew all the 
facts none, has escaped Communist infiltration. Mr. M. G. Lowman 
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the indefatigable "Coordinator" of Circuit Riders is constantly 
digging up new revelations concerning the African Methodist 
Episcopal Church, African Methodist Episcopal Zion Church, Christ- 
ian (colored) Methodist Episcopal Church, National Baptist Con- 

i vention of America, National Baptist Convention TJ. S". A., South- 

^ ern Baptist Convention, the Unitarians, etc. 

However, one denomination that has been very heavily in- 
filtrated is the Protestant Espiscopal Church. We were happy to 
learn that concerned Episcopalians have undertaken to do some- 
thing about it. 

"A Compilation of Public Records, 20.5 Per Cent" 
Therein they cite 1,411 Protestant Episcopal Clergymen, whom 
they mention by name, and give their communist-front activities. 
It is a 200 page affair. The Publishing Committee consists, we read, 
of such well known men as Archibald Roosevelt, Harold Blacker, 
W. F. Peterson, John M. Richardson, and Mr. M. G. Lowman, Co- 
ordinator. It can be obtained from the Publishing Committee, P. O. 

Box 1023, Cincinnati 1, Ohio. 
I 

Mr. Lowman told us personally that their investigations prov- 
ed that the Episcopalian Bishops were more involved percentage 
wise than the Methodist Bishops whose record is plenty bad. 

Bishop Henry St. George Tucker, former President of the 
Federal Council of Churches, whom John T. Flynn terms "a 
scholar and churchman of the liighest order, with no radical taint 
whatever" was, however cited in the 1944 House Committee on 
Un-American Activities 4 times because of communist-front con- 
nections. However, in the "Compilation" on page 194 Bishop Tuck- 
er is cited as having 12 communist-front affiliations. 

^ But, Bishop Ed. L. Parsons of California, "the Red Dean of 

* the Pacific Coast'* was involved in so many pro-communist activi- 

ties, cited 110 times, that it required 8Vz pages in the "Compila- 
- tion" to deal with them. W. Russell Boxoie, one of the translators 

W ' of the R. S. V. B: required 3 pages for his 32 citations. Dr. Joseph 

L Fletcher, of their Seminary at Cambridge, Mass., who is "most seri- 

ously involved," required § X A pages to deal with his 82 pro-com- 
munist activities. Yet when Episcopalian clergymen of Cincinnati 
protested his coming to address first the Episcopalian lawyers of 
the area, and then the college students, Bishop Blanchard of Cin- 
cinnati wouldn't "accept criticism" against his "personal friend" 
whom he "admired" so greatly, so the objectors were overruled. 
William Howard Melish was cited therein 110 times, Guy Emory 
Shipler 85 times, Charles Brech AcTcley 34, Walter Mitchell 80, 
Arthur W. Moulton 91, William B. Spofford Sr. 69, Eliot White 
52, and Henry Knox Sherrill 9 times. If these men and others of 
their kind were only as faithful in serving the Lord, in preaching 
the gospel, in defending America, how different the story would 
be. But because they are more faithful in serving the cause of 
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communist-fronts than Christ, they are being referred to as "Red 
Dean," "Red Bishop," "Red Council of Churches," and worse yet, 
"the Red Bible," i.e. the R. S. V, B. 

THE UNITARIAN CHURCH 

It appears that the more heretical a church group becomes, 
the more It repudiates the gospel of the shed blood of Christ, the 
more inclined it is toward the ruinous, damning doctrines of Karl 
Marx and the Communist horde. They have a great deal in com- 
mon and naturally gravitate toward each other. Such is the 
ruinous end result of modernism, Barthianism and the social gos- 
pel. 

According to the recent findings of the Circuit Riders the 
Unitarians have the worst record of all churches, and, the Southern 
Baptists and Missouri Synod Lutherans the lowest. The Southern 
Baptist Church however is being infiltrated through Dr. Louis 
Newton, Dr. Dahlberg, Louisville Seminary, etc. The Missouri 
Synod Lutherans have a large group which leans toward the 
R. S. V. B. , while some others do not, and in matters of radio 
and chaplains they are working more and more in connection with 
the National Council. We are sorry to see this trend on the part 
of the Missouri Synod. 

The official count of active Unitarians is 40 % of its ministers 
involved in communist-fronts, and including pastors who are re- 
tired or out of the active ministry, the figure is "approximately 
59 % the highest rate of infiltration" in any church group. 

THE CONGREGATIONAL CHURCH 

The Congregationalists have tlieir troubles too, plenty of 

them. There is a life and death struggle going on in that denomi- I 

nation to determine whether Congregational principles .shall long ,# 

endure. A faithful element is putting up a heroic battle against ^ 
entrenched leaders who have been seizing power, speaking in the 
names of the churches without permission, and involving them " § 

in no end of embarrassing situations. They are also greatly dis- ] 

turbed by communist infiltration. ] 

" The Committee Opposing Congregational Political Action/' 
is circulating a booklet entitled, "They're Using Our Church/' 
They in particular expose the denomination's "Council for Social 
Action." They have discovered that this Council is being supported ; 

"with missionary funds," that it "stands for things most Congre- 
gationalists don't believe in, and does things most Congregational- 
ists would strongly disapprove. 

Among many things that they charge the "Council" with 
doing is, "To Play Politics," attempting to change our system of 
government, attacking our free* economy, advancing Marxian 
ideals, advocating "government interference," lobbying for social- 
ism, opposing Congressional investigations and with wanting to 
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abolish "the Congressional Committee which cornered Aleer His* 
and a number of others." They deplore the fact that "a number of 
persons prominent in the Council for Social Action were active 
in Communist-fronts set up to overthrow our form of government." 
- - Many contributors to C. S. A's magazine were prominent in 
these same fronts." - - "One such C. S. A. Director was involved 
T £ ^ ! UC ?n ° r f amzatlons " - " "A former C. S. A. employee sub- 
scribed to 20 of them." - - "One of its present staff members has 
been connected with 22 communist-fronts, and has received special 
attention as a "fellow-traveler." »*»e"<*i 

They continue, "We are all responsible, in a way; for in allow- 
™ > x?* continue this program, we indicate our approval 

We ve been giving them our money. They've been using our name* 
we must stop this unwitting endorsement." 

Well said! So must the Presbyterians, Methodists, Episco- 
palians, etc. "stop" their endorsement of Marxists and Marxist 
schemes in their own denominations. Perhaps their missionary con-

THE PRESBYTERIANS 
Aroused Presbyterians (now United Presbyterians) greatly 
incensed and troubled over the number of Presbyterian clergymen 
active in communist-fronts, and the failure of the General As- 
sembly to take action to discipline such men, have been distribut- 
ing an expose entitled :- 

"A Compilation of Public Records 
614 
Presbyterian Church 17. S. A. Clergymen." 

It was released in March 1958. It can be obtained from the 
Publishing Committee, P. O. Box 1023, Cincinnati 1, Ohio. It is a 
large 8 x 11 inch sized 89 page affair, fully documented with 
names, fronts, dates, sources, etc. 

Once again we can't possibly mention all whose names are 
found therein. But we do mention a few prominent Presbyterian 
clergymen so that you may get some inkling as to the extent in 
which Presbyterians have been involved in such things as Com- 
munist-fronts, in buying bullets for Communists fighting abroad, 
in defending known communist agents, spies, and traitors who 
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gave our military secrets to Russia, and in defending the Com- 
munist Party, The number after their names indicates the number 
of times they were cited. They are:- Rev. Paul Johnson Allured 33, 
Dr. Wm. T. Baird 34, Dr. Geo. A. ButtricTc 4, Dr. J* Henry Car- 
penter 16, Dr. Samuel McCrea Cavert 4, Dr. Henry Sloan Coffin

John Alexander Macfcay 26, (more will be said about him below), 
Rev. Richard Morford 32, Rev. A. J.. Muste 11, Dr. Robert Hastings 
Nichols TA^Rev. John Oliver Nelson 8, Rev. Einar Oftedahl 7, Rev. 
Harvard L. Parsons 6, Rev. James H.. Robinson 34, Dr. Robert W. \ 

Searle 11, Rev. H. Norman Sibley 8, Rev. John B. Thompson/64:, 
Dr. Henry Pitney Van Dusen 4, Rev. Claude C. Williams 40, Dr. , 

Charles F. .Wishart 5, etc. 

Concerning Dr. Henry Sloan Coffin, the "Compilation" has a 
full page account of his activities. It reads:- 

"As President of Union Theological Seminary, Henry 
Sloan Coffin exerted immeasurable influence over a 
generation of Protestant clergymen. 

Dr. Coffin was also a distinguished pastor of the Pres- 
byterian Church, U. S. A, i 
In the tabulation which follows, it is shown that / I 
public records reveal Dr. Coffin to have had at least 24 ] 
affiliations with communist enterprises. 

Twelve of his affiliations were with organizations 
which have been cited as Communist and subversive by 
the Attorney General of the United States. t 

Slightly more than 6 per cent of all the clergymen of 
all the Protestant denominations in the United States 
who have been affiliated in one way or another with the J 

communist enterprises have been members of the faculty 1 

and student body of Union Theological Seminary. This ] 

percentage is based upon the latest available Alumni 
Catalogue which extends only through the year 1947. If 
a catalogue of faculty and students extending down to 
the present were available, it is certain that this percent- 
age would be considerably higher. It is also noteworthy 
that Union is only one of the 177 Protestant Theological 
seminaries listed in the Yearbook, of American Churches. 

It is quite apparent that a considerable pro-Com- 
munist infiltration occurred at Union during the admin- 
istration of Henry Sloan Coffin who retired in 1945 to be 
succeeded by Henry P. Van Dusen." 

Concerning Dr. John A. Maclcay, former Secretary Presby- 
terian Board of Foreign Missions, President of Princeton Theologi- 
cal Seminary, Chairman International Missionary Council, Mem- 
ber Central Committee World Council of Churches, past 
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Moderator General Assembly Presbyterian Church, etc., we would 
like to add a word of our own. Dr. Mackay may not be an actual 
member of the Communist Party, but he has knowingly rendered 
them invaluable service repeatedly down through the years. 

When we were in Buenos Aires, Argentina in 1949 we were 
asked if we would confront Dr. Mackay with his pro-Communist- 
front record and we readily consented to do so. He was there in 
the interest of the World Council of Churches and its Latin Ameri- 
can branch. Their meetings were held behind locked doors but 
we had ways of finding out what transpired. We were informed 
that the night before we confronted him, that Dr. Mackay had for 
some unknown reason, as far as some of his listeners were con- 
cerned, but not us, and surely not his fellow-travelers, made a 
public admission that back in the years he had become innocently 
involved in one communist-front. When we confronted him we 
were ready to prove that that was not so. We had with us the 
Index Volume, House Committee on Un-American Activities Re- 
port for 1944 which we used to refute his admission and according 
to which he was a member of 4 communist-fronts, one of which 
had been involved in raising millions of dollars to buy bullets 
and other war supplies for the Communists fighting in Spain, a 
very strange interest for a clergyman who also headed up the 
International Missionary Conference. This was very strange mis- 
sionary activity. We refer to the North American Committee to 
Aid Spanish Democracy, which was aided by other interlocking 
fronts such as The American Friends for Spanish Democracy, etc. 
With considerable heat and feeling he declared that he had never 
joined anything or said anything for which he was sorry, a state- 
ment he has repeated since in the press. So, Dr. Mackay knows 
that he belonged to dangerous Communist-fronts, -which helped 
buy war supplies for communists fighting in Spain during which 
war many thousands perished, and he isn't sorry. 

Since that meeting with him in Buenos Aires it has been re- 
vealed by his own fellow Presbyterians that he has had "affilia- 
tions" with 26 "pro-Communist enterprises/' Twelve of these Com- 
munist-fronts he joined after we confronted him with his record 
in Buenos Aires* The Circuit Riders charge him with 48 on p. 17 
of their "Recognize Red China", Feb. 1959 and Bishop Oxnam 
with only 45. So it can hardly be said that he is an innocent 
dupe. He knew what he was doing. 

Surely he knew what he was doing in the 1950's when he, 
Oxnam, and others attacked the House Committee on Un-Ameri- 
can Activities seeking to publicly discredit it and have it abolished* 
But thank God they didn't succeed. The House Committee had 
been revealing too much for their comfort of mind and ease of op- 
erations. He like his Commie friends, branded the House Commit- 
tee's investigations as "inquisitions" and "a threat to freedom of 
thought* speech, and conscience." He has said and done many 
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things which aided Communist conquests in Spain, China and 
Korea, but never once have we known him to condemn the Com- 
munists for their frightful * devilish atrocities to scores of our 
servicemen they fiendishly tortured in Korea. Dr. Mackay has at- 
J tacked those -who like the House Committee and P. B. I. would 
I 1 alert us to the Communist menace. He has even declared that 
I "anti-Communism is more dangerous than Communism/' He hailed 
the Chinese Reds who slaughtered many thousands of Christians, 
as, "liberators/* Right now he and his fellow-traveler associates 
in the National and World Council of Churches are loudly insisting 
that the Chinese Reds be recognized* 

We can't help but wonder how some of the original United 
Presbyterians feel, who were taken in on the merger of the old 
United Presbyterian and Presbyterian Church U. S. A., to be in a \ 

denomination now which has such men as leaders. Those who i 

opposed the merger down to the very end and who refused to l 

compromise or accept bribes in the form of prominent position 
if they -would go along with the merger as some professing funda- 
mentalists did, must be very very sick at heart. W»iat is the 
future of the United Presbyterian Church going to be with so 
many Barthians and other heretical and "614" pro-Communist i 

leaders? We wonder how Presbyterian boys who saw the sicken- \ 

ing sights of communist atrocities afflicted on American prisoners 
in Korea feel to know that leaders in their own denomination and I 

in the National Council of Churches aided and abetted the Com- 
munist cause? How- can they accept such leadership since they 
have returned home? 



No doubt we will be charged with playing up but one side 
in these charges, namely the Protestant. But that is our primary 
concern, for we are Protestants. We are aware that quite a few 
Jewish Rabbis have been cited because of Communist front mem- 
bership, and some 48 Catholic Priests have been alluded to by J. 
B. Matthews* And we are thoroughly aware of the activities and 
pro-Red propaganda of the Catholic Worker magazine and those 
associated with it. But we are leaving the investigation of the bod- 
ies just mentioned in the hands of such men as the courageous 
American martyn Rabbi Benjamin Schultz, "the Rabbi the Reds 
hate the most," and such great public servants as John T. Flynn 
and J* B. Matthews both of whom have rendered magnificent 
service. 

CONCERNING RED CLERGYMEN FROM RUSSIA AND 
SATELLITE COUNTRIES 

One last thing that we must not overlook concerning pro- 
Red preachers in America is their close cooperation with Com- 
munist controlled preachers and Soviet Agents behind the Iron 
Curtain. The horrible situation behind the Iron Curtain is ex- 
posed by the Committee on Judiciary, of the II, S. Senate, James 
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O. Eastland, Chairman, in its December 31, 1957 Report entitled, 
"Communist-Controlled Churches In Iron Curtain Countries As 
Tools of Subversion." This shocking Report reveals that churches 
there are infiltrated by Communist agents who have at the orders 
of the Party been trained in theology, that these churches are 
controlled by the Secret Police, and under absolute domination 
of Maj. Gen. Georgi Gregorinch Karpov, a permanent career 
officer of the dreaded Secret Police whose appointment was at 
Stalin's suggestion. This Report also states, "In view of the inter- 
national ties maintained by religious denominations, Communist 
influence has thus been enabled to penetrate to the United States." 
Surely this is not the kind of clergymen we want visiting America- 

The following documentation is the English translation of an 
excerpt taken from the "Journal of the Moscow Patriarchate", No* 
12, December 1951, Second Session of the World Council for 
Peace. This documentation was filed with the U. S. Supreme 
Court and the Senate's Internal Security Committee. The trans- 
lation reads as follows: 

"Everyone knows that the kindlers of war in Wash- * 
ington and London and their satellites do not cease the 
insane preparations for a new world war for a day. Al- 
most every week the American Senate designates supple- 
mental funds for armament, for putting together of an 
aggressive army. American aggressors continue to wage 
a war of extermination in Korea. They build military 
bases around the Soviet Union and the countries of the 
peoples democracy." 

"Not for one day, in the countries of capital, does 
war propaganda stop. <W!ar hysteria in the U. S. A. has 
reached its apogee, there everything is directed to the 
service of war." 

"The ideas of hatred of humanity are inoculated in 
children and young people on a broad scale in the U. S. A. 
And here is what an education by cannibals leads to : "At 
one of my lessons on social science - tells one of the pro- 
gressively inclined teachers of the U. S. A. - a pupil ask- 
ed: 'Why did we not drop an atomic bomb immediately 
on the Soviet Union?' Before I had time to answer any- 
thing another added : 'But the Russians - they are not 
people.' " 

"It is thus that the American kindlers of war try to 
raise murderers from their tender years. Thus the enemies 
of peace desire to corrupt the minds of people and force 
them to be submissive participants in unheard-of evil 
deeds against humanity." 

by Metropolitan Nicolai 
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Metropolitan Nicolai is the Chairman of the delegation of 
Red Preachers, and second top ranking clergyman in Moscow. He 
is also founder and leader of the Communist World Peace Council, 
He is the father of the Stockholm Peace Petition cited as "Com- 
munist" by our Congressional Committee on Un-American Activities 
These Red Clergymen were invited to America and given a royal 
reception by the National Council of Churches. 

In other words the Red clergymen who visit this country 
from Iron Curtain countries as the guest of the National Council 
of Churches, the Southern Baptist Convention, etc. are actually 
Soviet Agents bent on a work of propaganda and subversion. Bis- 
hop Peter of Hungary, Metropilitan Nicolai, Andreyre, Zhidkov, 
Karev, Renko, Bishop Joan Klivit, and others have all been cited 
as agents of the Soviet Secret Police. These Soviet Agents are on 
the closest possible terms with Red-front leaders in the National 
Council of Churches in the Southern Baptist Convention, and 
visit back and forth from America to Iron Curtain countries and 
vice versa. Some of the National Council leaders who have been 
involved in this relationship are Dr. Franklin Clark Fry, President 
United Lutheran Church, Dr. Eugene Carson Blake, past President 
National Council of Churches, Bishop D. Ward Nichols, African 
Methodist Episcopal Church, Paul B. Anderson, Y. M. C. A., Dr. 
Roswell P. JBarnes, National Council of Churches, Rt. Rev. Henry 
Knox Sherrill, Protestant Episcopal Church, Dr. Herbert Gezork, 
Andover Newton Theological Seminary, and Dr. Walter W. Van 
Kirk, National Council of Churches, etc. 

One witness testified before the Senates Committee on Judici- 
ary as follows :- 

"The official church in the Soviet Union is being used 
by the Reds to advance the cause of world revolution. 
Therefore she establishes contacts, arranges exhibitional 
tours of agents in clerical robes to the free world, spreads 
purposely false information, creates the desire for co- 
operation even with the strongest enemies of the church.

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TESTIMONY OF THOSE WHO SHOULD KNOW 

We have already submitted considerable documentation prov- 
ing that Communism has for many years been infiltrating the 
churches. Many who have become involved in communist-fronts 
are far from being "dupes," or "suckers" to quote various mem- 
bers of Congress. Neither expression flatters the intelligence of 
those involved. Bishop Oxnam at his hearing admitted that he 
was a "sucker." But why do they go on being "dupes" and 
''suckers," and keep on joining one front after another until as 
in some cases they have become members of ten, twenty, thirty, 
forty, fifty, sixty, seventy and even over a hundred communist- 
fronts? How many communist-fronts would you have to join, 
especially if you noted that numbered among the membership were 
known Communist-Party members, Communist agents, yes even 
Russian spies, before you wised up that you were in questionable 
company? Anyway it has been established that some of these 
preachers were "hard core Communists," and a great many others 
remained in Communist-front connections even after they were 
exposed by the Attorney General, the House Un-American Activi- 
ties Committee and other investigating bodies. How can they find 
time to be affiliated with so many outside organizations when 
there isn't enough hours in the day tot carry out the great Com- 
mission Christ gave His Church? If they were faithfully preach- 
ing the gospel, more devoted to saving souls and preaching the 
word, they wouldn't have time to become involved in so many 
fronts. Since they have apostatized from the true Christian faith, 
and the gospel of the shed blood of Christ, there is no alternative 
for them but to turn to the social gospel of Karl Marx the 
founder of Communism.

Hon. J. Edgar Hoover; Director, Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation, in appearing before the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities, March 26, 1947, made a statement which should cause 
us all to feel great concern and an urge to do something 1 to 
correct such a deplorable situation, namely: 

"I confess to a real apprehension so long as Commun- 
ists are able to secure ministers of the Gospel to promote

Mr. Hoover also wrote a book entitled "Masters of Deceit*' 
in which he divulges communist strategy in working in religious 
groups. 

Dr. J. B. Matthews, former Chief Investigator, U. S. Senate

Committee has made some very startling revelations. * 
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In American Mercury Magazine, for July 1953, in -an article 
entitled "Reds and Our Churches" Dr. Matthews declared: 

"The largest single group supporting the Communist

If there were at least 7,000 clergymen in some way identi- 
fied with the Communist Party and some were actually espionage 
agents, Red spies, then the Air Force in its Manual on Security 
had every reason to warn its trainees of this source of danger, ( 

and its Secretary should never have apologized- |- 

But when Dr. Matthews divulged this frightfully alarming ^ 

situation, the leaders of the National Council of Churches put t 

pressure on President Eisenhower who in turn forced Dr. Matt- 
hews to resign, a shocking thing. Why is the President so quick 
to come to the aid of the National Council of Churches when- 
ever it is divulged that the Council has been very heavily in- 
filtrated? I 

In an American Mercury , "Reprint", undated, entitled: "Red j 1 

Infiltration of Theological Seminaries", Dr. Matthews, reveals the I 

extent that the fountain head of theological training and thinking 
has been poisoned with the frightfully contagious virus of com- 
munism. 

Dr. Matthews tells us that of the 177 Protestant theological C 

seminaries listed by the National Council of Churches in its Year j 

Book, "at least 54 of these theological seminaries or 
slightly more than 30% of them, have been infiltrated by the 
Communist apparatus." No wonder so many Protestant preachers 
have been pro-Red. The twig was bent that way in Seminary and 
before that in college. 

If Dr. Matthews had also cited these seminaries because of 
their heretical, Barthian, modernistic departure from the teachings 
of Christ and the Apostles, he -would have had to cite most all of 
the 177 theological schools. To the best of our knowledge, not one 
that is mentioned below could be counted as being wholly sound 
in the faith. It is because they have apostatized in most cases that 
they go for communism. The Bible Schools, Bible Institutes, Bible 
Colleges and seminaries of the true fundamentalist variety have 
not been infiltrated and wouldn't tolerate a Red or heretic on 
their faculties. 

Some of the seminaries that Dr. Matthews cites because of the

Institute, (Meth.); Hartford Seminary Foundation, ( Inter denom.); 
Hood Theological Seminary, (African Meth. Epis. Zion.); Mead- 
ville Theological School, (Unitarian) ; McCormick Theological Sem- 
inary, (Presy.); Oberlin College Graduate School of Theology, 
(Undenom.); Princeton Theological Seminary, (Presby.); Protest- 
ant Episcopal Seminary, in Virginia; Seabury- Western, (Prot. 
Epis.); Theological Seminary of the Evangelical and Reformed 
Church; Union Theological Seminary, (Undenom.); University of 
Chicago Divinity School, (Amer. Bap.); University of Southern 
. California School of Religion, (Meth.); Yale Divinity School, (Un- 
denom.); Yankton College Sshool of Theology, (Cong. Christ.). 

Are any of your denomination's seminaries in this group? Are 
you helping to support them? Are the young people from your 
church, and your home attending such schools? Why not see that 
your young people are sent to schools sound in the faith and loyal 
to the United States of America? If you do, you will have better 
preachers, and better churches and a better community. 

D?v Dan Poling has been quite critical of the pro-Reds in the 
church and has rendered a great service to the church and the na- *- 

tion by so doing. He has censored them, and, properly so, for not 
condemning Red atrocities at their peace gatherings and for advo- 
cating recognition of Red China, at their Fifth World Order Study * 
Conference, Cleveland, Ohio, November 1958. He has also spoken 
favorably of Dr. Matthews and has declared that his estimate of Q

Oxnam to a thousand card bearing members ". 

I Herbert A. PhilbricTc, for nine years an F. B. I. counterspy 

who joined the Communist Party to learn their secrets, and who 
wrote, "I Bed Three Lives," worked in the Party with preachers 
who were active members. He declared: — 

"The Communists have made a great advance in their 
use of clergymen .... virtually no Communist or Com- 
munist-front activity takes place today without ministerial 
and church support, sponsorship or participation. Most of 
the persons involved — in the pulpit, in publishing, in the 
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training of ministers — have been duped. . . But it will come 
as a jolt to many Christians to discover that some of the 
members of the clergy are not dupes but hardened Com- 
munists who are completely loyal to Russia. I am not gues- 
sing about this, I saw those ministers in action — ruthless 
communist leaders prostituting the Christian ministry to 
the evil of atheism and oppression. They knew exactly 
what they were doing. They were clergymen because it 
suited their purpose and that of their superiors. ". 

M. G. Lowman, the tireless, devoted, -well informed, and fear- 
less "Coordinator" of the Circuit Riders, a body of independent 
Methodists who are riding to fame in the estimation of loyal 
Americans, declared to us in a personal conversation, <{ The 9,000 
clergymen in the United States most of whom have loaned their 
names unwittingly to the Communist conspiracy to conquer the 
xoorld? represent the largest number, exceeding every other cate- 
gory, including educators which run second with 6,000."

Paul Crouch we mention next. For 17 years he had been a 
Communist Party member, a Party Organizer, who visited Moscow, 
met high functionaries, attended meetings of the Central Com- 
mittee in the States. He had the particular assignment of infil- 
trating Communists into the Army and Navy of the United States. 
Communists were , instructed to enlist for service in Panama, 
Hawaii, Army forts, etc. They had seven or eight agents serving 
on the battleship Oklahoma. No one fenows in how many other 
places. If we had had a war with Russia, or if it had been to their 
advantage, the Communists had men in our armed service who 
had sworn to defend America and uphold the Constitution, who 
were in strategic places and if given the word could have blown 
up the Panama Canal, wrecked installations in Hawaii, even 
sunk the ill-fated Oklahoma or other ships on which they had 
been assigned. After all this it is hard to understand why President 
Eisenhower would have invited Krushchev, the present head of 
such a diabolical plot, to this country and give him a hero's 
welcome* Using Miami as a base, back before 1949, they were 
laying their ground work to take over Cuba and other Latin 
American countries. If America had only acted and stopped them 
then. 

Paul Crouch testified before the House Un-American Activi- 
ties Committee, May 6, 1949, and revealed these terrible things. 
He also testified that laboring in Miami setting up one of the com- 
munist-fronts was no less a person than Methodist Harry F. Ward. 
Considering all that was involved as mentioned above, what a 
vile, treasonable association for a professed minister of the gospel. 

Manning Johnson, a former top official of the Communist 
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Party has frequently been quoted to prove the extent to which 
communism has infiltrated the churches. He knew. As a high 
party functionary he was in close touch with some of the preachers 
involved. 

He testified before the House Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee July 13 and 14, 1953. 

He definitely identified Harry F. Ward, Winifred Chappell, 
Wm. B. Spofford, Kenneth Leslie and Jerome Davis, the Protest- 
ant Digest later called the Protestant, as all being part of .the 
Communist apparatus and distinctly mentions same as being under 
party discipline, and presented various exhibits to prove his points. 

He also definitely testified that there were a number of 
ministers who were not "dupes", who knew exactly what they 
were doing." We quote from P. 2202: — 

"I might add that quite a few ministers, for example 
participated in the united front known as the American 
League Against War and Fascism, and it was later called 
the American League for Peace and Democracy, in which 
many ministers were involved. In fact, they were so deep- 
ly involved through Harry P. Ward, that they became the 
spokesmen, the advocates, the builders, and the leaders 
of this most important Communist front that engaged in 
everything from simple assult on a government to espion- 
age, sabotage, and the overthrow of the Government of 
the United States." 

What a shameful thing? It was bad enough to have so called 
ministers of the gospel helping to raise millions of dollars to 
buy war supplies for communists fighting in Spain. We refer to 
the Communist-front called, The North American Committee to 
Aid Spanish Democracy. Some of the men who were identified 
with i;hat front constantly seek to undermine and scuttle every 
preparedness measure for national defense but never condemn 
Communist Russia* and her hordes for their military build-up and 
acts of aggression. But isn't it shameful that ministers would be 
involved in "assault", "espionage", "sabotage" "and the over- 
throw of the Government of the United States." Since they were 
so involved, then the warning in the Air Force Manual was in 
order and should be retained. 

We are going to rest our case at this point. The five points 
that we have submitted with sufficient documentation prove be- 
yond any shadow of a doubt that Communism has infiltrated the 
churches and to a very considerable degree. What's more, those 
most responsible are entrenched in the highest offices of the 
National Council of Churches and many member denominations. 
Now what are the churches going to do about it? What are you 
going to do about it? Why may we ask were not the objectors 
from the National Council of Churches courageous enough to 
accept the -challenge from Hon. Francis E. Walter, Chairman of 
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the House Un-American Activities Committee to meet before his 
committee and face the evidence? The answer is perfectly obvious. 
Dr. Billy James Hargis challenged them to debate the matter in 
public and they didn't accept that either. Leaders of the American 
Council of Christian Churches have also repeatedly challenged 
them to debate in the past. Instead of accepting these challenges 
they resort to the communist technique of smear, charge their 
accusors with being in disrepute, and the slanted press of the 
nation has aided them in their slander of patriotic and funda- 
mentalist groups. 

We would like to again propose that the charge that Com- 
munism has infiltrated the churches be debated. We would like 
to see Hon. Francis E. Walter, Chairman of the House Un-Ameri- ( 

can Activities Committee, Dr. J* B. Matthews, Dr. M. G. Lowman, |

H. Melish, Rev. Jack McMichael and 
Dr. Stephen S. Fritchman. Since we can't trust some of the papers 
and since the matter is of such great importance, let the whole

"Issues Presented By Air Reserve Center Training Manual" \ 

Hon. Francis E. Walter, Chairman, Presiding 

Secretary of the Air Force, Dudley C. Sharp, accompanied by 
Major General Thos. C. Musgrove, was taken to task by the Com- 
mittee, for, as the press of the nation had reported "categorically 
repudiating" and "abjectly apologizing" for the statements in the 
Manual referring to definite, specific proven instances of com- 
munist infiltration in the National Council of Churches, and there- 
by discrediting in the eyes of the public the validity of the work 
done by the F. B. I., the House Un-American Activities Committee, 
the Attorney General and other U. S. Government agencies and 
for having done so at the demand of James Wine, Associate Gen- 
eral Secretary of the National Council of Churches. Also involved 
in this repudiation was the President and the Secretary of Defense. 

The Report of the above mentioned hearing should Be obtain- 
ed and read in full, and every statement in its full context which 
we haven't time or space to report now. 

In this Report it is again re-affirmed and many proven in- 
instances cited, that communism had definitely infiltrated, the 
National Council of Churches and its leaders were particularly in- 
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volved. Presbyterian, Episcopalian, Methodist ministers etc., who 
had joined the Communist Party, admitted doing so or who had 
admittedly worked as communist agents or worked with known 
communists are mentioned by name, namely; Claude C* Williams, 
Eliot White, Joseph Nowak, Jack Hutchison, the last two students 
of Harry F. Ward at Union Seminary, New York. One former 
President of the National Council worked with a known con- 
victed communist as recently as January 1960. 

The Air Force Manual had specifically mentioned Dr. Walter 
Russell Bowie, Dr. Henry J. Cadbury, Dr. James Dahl, Dr. Leroy 
Waterman, Dr. Fleming James, Dr. Harry F. Ward and Dr. John 
A. Mackay, etc. The House Committee at its February 25, 1960 
hearing went over the pro-communist records of these men as 
stated in the Manual, and went on record declaring that the 
Manual -was an "understatement" and that these men were much 
more involved in Communist infiltration than the Manual reported. 

The frightfully appalling extent of communist infiltration 
will be seen from this declaration of the Committee as made on 
Page #1303: 

" Thus far of the leadership of the National Coun- 
cil of Churches of Christ in America, we have found over 
100 persons in leadership capacity with either Communist- 
front records or records of service to Communist causes. 
The aggregate affiliations of the leadership, instead of 
being in the hundreds as the chairman first indicated, 
is now, according to our latest count, into the thousands, 
and we have yet to complete our check, which would 
certainly suggest, on the basis of the authoritative sources 
of this committee, that the statement that there is infil- 
tration of fellow-travelers in churches and educational in- 
stitutions is a complete understatement. - - -" 
Not only was Secretary Sharp and the Secretary of Defense 
chided for undercutting the work of those investigating Com- 
munist infiltration but he was taken to task for trying to keep 
these facts from Air Force trainees in their studies on matters of 
security, and for giving the American public a wrong impression. 
The Committee put Secretary Sharp definitely on the spot, 
demanding a specific "Yes" or "No" reply to various questions/ 
Since the slanted press of the nation, and since the National Coun- 
cil of Churches is trying to make it appear that the "validity" of 
the statements in the Air Force Manual are in question, and it 
was withdrawn for that reason, the following quotes from the 
Record of the hearing disprove this: — 

"Mr.Arens. Did you, in your statement of repudia- 
tion, intend a repudiation of the integrity, validity, or 
accuracy of the testimony before the Committee on Un- 
American Activities which is quoted in this Manual?" 
"Secretary Sharp, No sir. If it is properly quoted, 
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I certainly did not intend such a repudiation." Page 
#1303, 

And again: — 
"Mr. Arens. Am I absolutely clear, and is the record 
clear, that you are not now nor did at anytime intend a 
repudiation of the validity of the material attributed to 
this Committee attributed to the F. B. I. or other intelli- 
gence agencies, -which is quoted here respecting Commun- 
ist infiltration in Churches and infiltration by fellow- 
travellers in church groups?" 

"Secretary Sharp. That is correct." Page .#1304. 
So the indictment against the National Council of Churches 
still stands. Secretary Sharp as reported on Page #1319 admitted 
that he "suppressed" the Manual and "withdrew it without investi- 
gating to determine whether or not the statements made in that 
Manual were true." He like the President and Secretary of De- 
fense were more or less intimidated by the arrogant, dictatorial, 
totalitarian National Council of Churches, which indicated at its 
recent meeting in Oklahoma City that it expects to censor future 
publications of the Manual a thing that never should be tolerated. 
This whole affair of repudiation and apology is shameful. 

One of the very last things requested by the Committee of 
Secretary Sharp was that he apologize to the "American people", 
and make this thing right for having apologized to the National 
Council of Churches, and for repudiating the proven findings of 
various U. S. Government bodies investigating Communist infil- 
tration, a very serious thing indeed. 

CONCLUDING WORD 
WHAT SHOULD BE DONE ABOUT THIS SHAMEFUL THING? 

First, the U. S. Government should have acted long since. 
The Administration never should have apologized because the Air 
Force warned of Reds in the churches. They are there heavily 
entrenched in high places and have been there for many years. 
It is time to get them out, or get out. When the Honorable John 
McDowell, who helped trip up Alger Hiss, was a member of the 
House Un-American Activities Committee, he declared to us per- 
sonally on two different occasions, "If these men were not preach- 
ers we would put them in jail." We replied, "Put them in jail 
anyway." Why should preachers enjoy immunity or the treason 
of members of the National Council of Churches be covered up? 
Mr. McDowell was also owner and editor of the Wilkinsburg 
Gazette. When we prepared a -documented expose of the pro- 
communist preachers and leaders of the old Federal Council of 
Churches, now National Council, mentioned them and their many 
communist front connections by name, he printed the same in his 
paper. As a member of the House Committee he was in a position 
to know that what we revealed was true and correct. Not very 
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many editors today would have had the courage to do what he 
did. If America is ever lost it will be largely because the press 
of the land does not print all the truth, is often slanted and our 
people are not, being properly informed and warned. 

If the government had acted in the past in a courageous, un- 
compromising, forthright, firm manner in dealing with Commun- 
ist Russia and its agents working right without our own country, 
in the U. N., etc., instead of groveling and burying reports of 
investigating committees, and doing nothing about them, com- 
munists wouldn't have run away with things in labor, education, 
the churches, the U. N., in Korea, Hungary, Cuba, Central and 
South America, and in many other places, but particularly here 
at home. Long before former Communist agent Paul Crouch made 
his startling revelations in 1949, it was known that communist 
agents working out of Miami with orders from Moscow were lay- 
ing the ground work to take over Cuba and Latin America. If we 
had acted then and put a stop to their operations Cuba might 
not have fallen into the hands of the pro-communist tyrant Cas- 
tro, the lives of thousands there spared and our great financial 
investments safe-guarded. But no, our weak State Department 
and the Administration permitted all this to happen with hardly 
a protest. The Administration once more chickened out. A differ- 
ent story could no doubt be told concerning Bolivia, Venezuela, 
Brazil, Porto Rico, etc. where the Communists in spite of our 
Monroe Doctrine were permitted to gain such a foothold. One rea- 
son why they are gaining a foothold in America is because clergy- 
men and leaders in the National Council of Churches, by their pro- 
communist social gospel preaching, and their many pro-com- 
munist activities and sympathies have been conditioning America 
and particularly the youth of America for a communist take over. 

There is little point in President Eisenhower going to South 
America now, to make slaps at communism, when he helps Cuver 
up for the National Council of Churches here at home, when in 
spite of the protests of thousands of Christians he entertains 
Khrushchev in the White House, -when the Supreme Court is per- 
mitted to hand down no end of decisions favorable to the com- 
munists and a detriment to the F. B. I*, the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities, and others exposing the Communists, and 
when he advocates the surrender of U. S. sovereignty to the U.N's. 
Internationl Court by repealing the Connally Amendment which 
would give our enemies, Russia and its satellites, Cuba, Panama, 
and others a free hand to control all our domestic and foreign 
affairs. The last mentioned is the -worst sell out proposed yet. The 
National Council of Churches is for repeal. Why doesn't the Presi- 
dent first clean up the mess at home, and begin by making a full 
scale public investigation of communist infiltration in the churches, 
labor, education, government, the press, the Armed Forces, T.V., 
radio, movies, etc. and see to it that the press of the nation is 
given the truth of the matter, and that the publics is given full 
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documentation in government reports? But the Administration 
obviously right now is most concerned about votes and perpetua- 
ing itself. 

What America needs desperately is a complete house cleaning 
\ in Washington, in the Administration, the Supreme Court, where 
J necessary in Congress, and in the press and that the hands of the 
*F. B. I., the House Committee on Un-American Activities be 
strengthened by proper legislation to continue the good work of 
the past years in turning up Communist spies, saboteurs, agents, 
no matter where found, and punished. Our present Supreme Court 
is a detriment and a menace* No wonder thousands have signed 
petitions requesting that its present members be impeached. Both 
major political parties have from a Christian standpoint been a 
terrible disappointment. We need red blooded men of firm con- 
viction in Washington who will be true to God and true to 
America, subservient to no foreign power, the United Nations 
and to no church group whether it be Catholic, Protestant, Jew- 
ish or fundamentalist. Information being distributed by The Con- 
gress of Freedom indicates that the Communists have launched a 
concerted drive to take over the United States by 1975 -without 
having to fight a war, and Matt Cvetic, former F. B. I. undercover 
agent has declared that when they do "one-third of our popula- 
tion, the great middle-class" will be slaughtered. Blood will flow 
down the gutters of our cities. Are we going to sit idly by and 
let that happen, let the Internationalists in Washington and else- 
where, and the National Council, and all who would, sell us down 
the river? Or, are we going to get in there and fight like men and 
squelch the Communist menace? We are ashamed of the disgrace- 
ful statement attributed to the head of our Department of State, 
"I would rather crawl on my knees to Moscow than have the 
Reds drop the bomb on my head." What kind of talk is this for 
an American or a Christian? Patrick Henry would be made sick 
at his stomach if alive to have heard that or to observe the pusill- 
animous manner in which the Administration treats the Commun- 
ist menace. Americans who love liberty don't fear death. Neither 
do Christians for in Christ Jesus their Saviour a much better life 
awaits them. 
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Secondly, true Christians who belong to denominations within 
the framework of the National Council of Churches are obligated 
to do something about the Red infiltration and denial of the 
faith in their churches and their Council. 

The church today is in this sorry mess because the rank and 
file of its members tolerates heretical preaching and teaching and 
Red infiltration, and continues to support and countenance such 
false leaders even after they are exposed. They pour their con- 
tributions into the funds of the church, which in turn are used to 
help defray the activities of these leaders, and permit themselves 
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to be counted in the ranks of such men. By so doing the rank and 
file of church members in National Council denominations have 
been aiding and abetting these pro-communist modernist leaders in 
their dual ^ treason against Christ and the nation. 

For this the occupant of the pew will be held accountable by 
Almighty God, now, and when Christ Jesus His Son judges the 
works of men. So will the fundamentalist preachers who have re- 
mained in such deplorable compromising connections and fail to 
expose the modernism and communist infiltration in their denom- 
ination. They undoubtedly are more accountable than the rank 
and file they have failed to warn. They certainly know better than 
to remain in league with apostasy and communism but unfortun- 
ately that has become the order of the day with the encourage- 
ment and example of men like Billy Graham. These men, many of 
them good men, stay on the inside and by so doing aid apostasy and 
Red infiltration, even though they themselves are not apostate 
and have no time for communism. But if they in obedience to 
the Commands of God's word came out of their present connections 
it would mean sacrificing pensions, big churches often, prestige, 
respectability, and position. Some by remaining in have been re- 
warded by the powers that be with prominent positions, but only 
on the condition that they will go along with the status quo. They 
let their fundamental brethren who have suffered reproach for 
Christ's sake and gone without the camp, bear the ignominy and 
the shame and do the fighting for the faith once for all time de- 
livered unto the saints that they should be doing. 

If the true Christians yet within the denominations, both lay 
and clerical, did the right thing they would present charges against 
these many heretics and pro-Reds within the church and see that 
they are brought to trial, refuse to support them with their 
money and demand that they no longer be counted in their ranks. 
If tried and found guilty of treason to the historic Christian faith 
and to their nation these apostate ministers should be unfrocked 
and dismissed. They haven't hesitated to ruthlessly suppress and 
unfrock those in the ministry who in faithfulness to God and 
Country have been exposing heresy and communism in the church. 
After they do succeed in having a faithful pastor unfrocked, when- 
ever the charge of Red infiltration and heresy is revived, they try 
to divert attention from themselves by declaring in certain in- 
stances that the ones making charges against them and their de- 
nominations are deposed men, and the slanted press invariably 
helps them out and attacks the fundamentalists making the charges 
and holds them up to scorn and ridicule instead of honestly facing 
and answering the charges. None of the fundamentalists that I 
know of who are exposing them were unfrocked by their former 
denominations on doctrinal or moral grounds but because they 
exposed things that were wrong in the church. 
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Now if these heretics and Reds in the church can't be dis- 
ciplined and un-f rocked then the Lord's people in those denomi- 
nations ought to cut off all moral and financial support and with-^ 
draw from such denominations and seek membership in funda- 
mental churches of their particular persuasion which have no he- 
retical or communistic connections or sympathies or if need be 
get together with other true Christians and organize such a church. 
We "will gladly help them. The problem confronting true Christ- 
ians in the denominations is very simple, if they can't succeed in 
disciplining and ousting the heretics and Reds they must get out. 

The Word of God is very clear and if they are faithful and 
true to Him they must obey these commands: — 

"Be ye not unequally yoked together with unbelievers^ 
for what fellowship hath righteousness with unrighteous- 
ness? and what communion hath light with darkness? 

or what part hath he that believeth with an infidel? 

Wherefore come out from among them, and be ye separate, 
saith the Lord, and touch not the unclean thing;" - - 
"Having therefore these promises, dearly beloved, let 
us cleanse ourselves from all filthiness - - " II Cor. 6:14-7:1

of darkness, but rather reprove" (i. e. expose) "them".

House Committee on Un-American Activities (HCUA) Pamphlet 
"Communism And Religion" : 

In November, 1948, the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities (HCUA) published a pamphlet entitled "100 Things You Should 
Know About Communism and Religion " This pamphlet does not contribute 
materially to the question of communist infiltration into religion. 
In substance, it contains only one idea, namely that communism is 
opposed to religion. This pamphlet is organized in question-and- 
answer form and, according to press reports^ question number 61, which 
sets out warnings about communist infiltration of religion, was in- 
corporated in the Air Force Manual 

Communist Use of Clergymen in Petition Campaigns : 

The CPUSA has had considerable success in persuading 
clergymen to sign various types of petitions aimed at furthering 
communist interests and programs. This is done subtly and the signers, 
for the most part, are not aware they are signing a communist petition. 
A prime example is the current concerted campaign being carried on by 
the CPUSA to secure a parole or pardon for Henry Winston, convicted 
communist leader. A number of clergymen have signed petitions urging 
parole or pardon for Winston.

■ We do not have a current investigation regarding over-all communist 
infiltration into religious groups. We keep abreast of the efforts of 
the communists to penetrate into our churches through our over-all 
investigation of the CPUSA and our specific program especially designed 
to follow communist infiltration into legitimate nonsubversive organiza- 
tions which includes churches. Under our policy we initiate investigations 
regarding communist infiltration of any church group if the communists 
have infiltrated the group in sufficient numbers to substantially 
influence or control the affairs of the group. However, such an investiga-- 
tion may be started by the field only with prior Bureau authority. (We 
have only one such investigation. It involves the First Unitarian Church 
in Los Angeles, California. The Reverend Stephen Fritchman is the pastor. 
His name is included in our Security Index.)

The ^ureau uas ncVe-r concucte^ an investica tion of tne ivCCC; how..v.r, 
we r.avw in "ixc past c;jvu.ov. with informants an:. cL. not c.evdop anj 
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indication that communists influence the policies, of this organization. 
It was the NCCC which recently protested the training manual issued for 
the Air Force Reserve in which communism was linked with U S. churches. 
Subsequently, the Air Force withdrew the manual. 

Another accuser of the NCCC is Edgar C.)feundy, general chairman, 
Church League of America, which, according to Buhdy is a non-denomina- 
tional organization designed to fight communist infiltration into 
Protestant churches. ' According to a "Washington Capital News Service" 
release dated 2/18/60, Bundy stated he would be willing "to go under 
oath at any time to prove that the National Council of Churches is one 
of the greatest enemies we have in regard to national security." The 
Church League of America and Bundy are headquartered in Wheaton, Illinois^. 
We have never investigated Bundy nor the League. Our files disclose Bundy 
Is a former' Baptist minister who lectures extensively on communism. Our 
dealings with him have been most circumspect. He was prominent in Ameri- . 
can Legion circles and is known to Assistant Director DeLoach. Several 
years ago he invited Mr. DeLoach to speak to "his group, "it being assumed 
"his group" related to his American Legion Post. However, it was later 
discovered that the group was in reality a highly controversial political 
group in Illinois and the invitation was declined. 

Allegations of Communist Infiltration 

,S One of the foremost allegers of cominfil into churches has been 
J. By^at thews, a former Protestant clergyman, a former executive secre- 
tary of the House Committee on Un-American Activities, and an executive 
staff director of the Senate Permanent Investigations Subcommittee 
(McCarthy Committee) . Matthews wrote an article entitled "Reds and Our 
Churches" which appeared in the 7/53 issue of the "American Mercury." 
In this article Matthews stated that at least 7,000 Protestant clergymen 
had been enlisted in CP activities during the previous 17 years. This 
article stirred up quite a controversy and resulted in Matthews' resign- 
ing from the McCarthy Committee. A review was made of the article at that 
time and it was determined that although Matthews showed • clearly that some 
of the Protestant clergy had been involved in communist front activity to 
some extent, his article offered little proof to substantiate his sweeping 
charges. In general the article appeared to be merely sensational 
journalism rather than a serious study of the facts. It was further noted 
that the article was not fair to the Protestant clergy of the country.

FBI Policy 

We do not have a current Investigation regarding over-all CP 
attempted infiltration Into the PTAs. We keep abreast of the efforts of 
the communists to penetrate into the PTAs through our over-all investi- 
gation of the CP, USA, and our specific prggram especially designed to 
follow communist infiltration Into legitimate noncommunist organizations, 
which includes the PTAs. Under this policy, an investigation is Initiated 
regarding communist infiltration of any PTA group if the communists have 
infiltrated the group In a sufficient number to substantially influence 
or control it. Such investigation may only be initiated with prior Bureau 
authority and no investigation of that type is In effect at the present 
time. 

Background of PTA - 

The National Congress of Parents and Teachers (NCPT), founded in 
1897, is an educational organization that unites the forces of home, school 
and the community for the education, welfare and protection of children 
and youth. Membership of the NCPT- in 1959 was 11,018,156 in 44,047 locals 
(PTAs). The national headquarters of the NCPT are at 700 N. Rush St., 
Chicago, 111.

Examples of ,CP attempts to infiltrate various PTA groups and 
results of some attempts are set forth herein^ In 1955 & leading CP 
functionary reporting ' on the Illinois-Indiana CP District stated the Party 
had 9^ members in the PTA, which/was subsequently .ascertained had a member- 
ship in Illinois of approximately 375,000. Oh 2-9-59 an informant reported 
that, to his knowledge, there were two CP members presently members of the 
PTA in New York City. The Baltimore Office reported investigation conducted 
in December, 1959 $ failed to develop any information indicating that the * 
CP is currently infiltrating the PTA. This information is indicative of 
data received from other offices which follow the CP attempts to infiltrate 
mass organizations .and a perusal of the information indicates that the 
CP does not at this time dominate or control any PTA group. 

CP members who join PTAs are instructed to publicize civil rights 
incidents, advocate peace, abandonment of nuclear weapons and protest 
methods of operation of police. For example, concerning the latter 
category, CP members in Philadelphia in May, 1958, were- instructed to 
raise the question of the heavy concentration of police in certain 
Philadelphia neighborhoods and the methods of police in looking for crime ' 
since the CP alleged the police were overstepping their authority.- The 
question was to be raised at civic group affairs, including PTA meetings, 
in an effort to organize a protest to the Mayor.

Dear Sirs: 

In the wake of the recent controversy over the Amy manual which dealt 
with infiltration of communism into the churches, I would like to obtain 
information on where I might obtain a similar publication which lists 
n a mes and gives details. 

Recently I sustained somewhat of a shock when* I learned that our three 
day youth conference (E.C.Y.F. Gamp Wapalene, New Jersey) which was to 
cover the topic of communism in the churches, was commanded to cancel 
the topic c Delegates to a preconference meeting were told that those 
were orders from "international headquarters" of the synod. They were 
told that this is what they were to do and no further explanation was 
forthcoming, and no further explanation was necessary. Another topic 
was to be chosen. 

For years our church remained an independent church (Lutheran) . Then, two 
years ago we got a young minister whose ' express aim and purpose in life 
seemed to be to get us into the Zion Slovak Synod ( or Slovak Zion Synod*), 
which he accomplished very successfully by working on the influendial 
members of the congregation, That mission finished, he took off to take 
over another congregation in New Jersey, and we again are minus a 
minister, but our church and properties have been signed over to this synod. 
I believe that only taking the matter to court might help get us out. 
We also pay dues 1100 dollars yearly to this organization. To top this 
the stunning realization that we might be tinder the control of a coirraunist- 
sympathysing element is just too much. Therefore I am writing you for 
' information on definite names and religious affiliates which are known to 
be communist influenced. 

Our church is a small one of less than 200 members of Slovak descent. In fact 
we even have a Slovak service beside the English one for Slovak-speaking 
older members^ many of whom were born in Czechoslovakia. Many of us have 
relatives in communist Slovakia. But, we are loyal Americans, and there 
isn 1 t a red sympathizer ih our group. If the Slovak Zion Synod is infiltrated, 
we should definitely know. I would appreciate any information you can give 
me, or any sources where

Dear Mr. Hoover: 

Thank you for your prompt reply to ray letter of the 14th* 

I can fully appreciate the policy of the FBI, and am in 
sympathy with the objectives of that policy. It would ap- 
pear unfortunate, however, that the information which your 
department makes available ultimately reaches the hands of 
those less trained in drawing proper conclusions or of those 
using it for their own "ends. The average lay person is puz- 
zled by the bulk of l evidence 1 accumulated without subsequent 
prosecution. This situation breeds in the minds of many well- 
meaning people suspicion, fear, and doubt. 

I am enclosing a <Sopy of an advertisement which appeared in 
the LOS ANGELES TIMES a week ago. Similar advertisements have 
.^been placed fromtime to time. It seems to be a costly venture 
f for an individual, and many people in my congregation believe 
religion is being 'used* by subversive forces*. (See how this 
suspicion spreads i) I suggested that members concerned write 
to the individual named, but they were afraid they might then 
f get on a Communist organization list 1 . 

Our ^country is in the midst of trying times. The solution of

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INTERNATIONAL PEACE 

The role of the Church in today's world situa- 
tion is clear. Its task is to help mankind attain 
freedom, human rights, justice, adequate living 
standards, self-government and the cooperation of 
all nations for the maintenance of peace, 

With the development of increasingly horrible 
weapons of mass destruction, mankind stands at 
the threshold of possible extinction. In the face 
of this situation, Christians everywhere are con- 
fronted with a definite challenge. 

Motivated and mobilized by the spirit of Christ 
and challenged by world conditions, Christians are 
in a strategic position to make the gospel artic- 
ulate in world affairs to the end that peace may 
become real and dynamic. 

We commend the National Council of Churches 
for its sponsorship of five conferences on world 
order in the last 20 years, These have added sig- 
nificantly to our understanding of world affairs 
and have provoked us to profound study and con- 
cerned Christian action. We urge the National 
Council of Churches to continue its fruitful work 
in the areas of peace education and action, and 
we urge all Methodists to participate actively in 
these efforts. 

We call upon individual Methodists to hold fast 
to the gospel of the Christ of peace. One of the 
foundations of a warless world finds its origin 
within the thinking of the individual Christian. 
Hatred and prejudice must be overcome by love 
as the cementing bond of brotherhood, When 
the teachings of Jesus are fully accepted and 
implemented by virile, vigorous action, war as a 
means of settling international disputes will die.

Certainly the Church can be an agency of great 
power for the establishment of a world com- 
munity, as has been demonstrated by the mission- 
ary and ecumenical movements. That the bonds of 
brotherhood among Christians have held so firm 
during years of war and international tension is 



occasion for humble thanksgiving to God. From 
the beginnings already made, a wider world com- 
munity must be fashioned through cooperation 
with persons of all religious faiths. To this ideal 
we dedicate ourselves unflinchingly, 

2) Man's struggle toward self-government: 
Since World War II there has been a surge 

toward self-government and self-determination on 
the part of subject peoples. Old imperialisms are 
breaking up. Colonial and dependent territories 
are seeking freedom and political independence. 
These affected peoples are struggling for the 
knowledge, the tools and the skills necessary to 
provide themselves with a standard of living de- 
signed to alleviate hunger, disease, exposure and 
ignorance. They are seeking, and many have 
already gained, a new status in the family of 
nations. 

We reaffirm the Christian's unceasing interest 
in freedom and self-government for all people. 
We urge all governments to aid non-self-govern- 
ing peoples through such educational, medical and 
technical aid as may assist them to gain independ- 
ence and to set up stable democratic governments 
and Christian social practices. 

3) Opposition to materialistic ideologies: 

The Christian religion stands in direct opposi- 
tion to materialistic ideologies prevalent in many 
places in the world. These ideologies, with their 
disregard for human rights, their scorn for the 
dignity of the individual and their failure to 
acknowledge the fatherhood of God and the 
brotherhood of man, are abhorrent to basic 
Christian principles. 

We believe the best defense against these mate- 
rialistic ideologies is found in the preservation and 
growth of democratic institutions and in the daily 
practice of the Christian way of life. We believe 
that such growth and practice provide powerful 
stimulus to the rapid elimination of: 

a, Racial and class distinction; 

b, Economic conditions which cause hunger, 
disease and ignorance for large segments of the 
human race; and 

c, The political suppression of human rights. 

We believe that Christian concern for the physi- 
cal and spiritual welfare of all people will promote 
unselfish sharing of essential goods and the values 
of life which God has so lavishly provided. Such 
sharing will give great impetus to the elimination 
of the basic causes of war. 
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4) Implementing wrld peace: 

Peace is the gift of God but it is appropriated 
by man only through the practice of love and 
cooperation. The peace of God cannot be con- 
tained within any one nation, economic system, or 
religion. To be a stable and lasting reality it must 
become universal 

While the ultimate aim of the Christian mission 
is the conversion of the world, the urgent need to 
establish the conditions of peace calls for the im- 
mediate and unremitting efforts of Christians and 
non-Christians alike. 

No one nation or group of nations, pitted against 
other nations, can initiate or maintain world peace. 
It can only be the result of understanding, for- 
bearance, and cooperation on the part of all 
nations. 

We give thanks to God for the United Nations 
and its agencies, and their continued efforts to 
create peace in the world. Particularly do we 
commend the United Nations for its direct ap- 
proach, exploration and action on crucial prob- 
lems that arise periodically throughout the world 
and pose a direct threat' to the peace of the world. 
We are extremely grateful, too, for the enlightened 
political leaders and representatives of various 
individual nations who so courageously share their 
part of the responsibility for world peace. 

We believe there is continuing and urgent need 
to use more fully the! various agencies of inter- 
national; understanding land cooperation which are 
presentl^available|n|the United Nations. We 
believe Ihejfmted Nations and its agencies should 
be support^d,^strengthened and improved, More- 



over, if these'facihties are to become most effec- 
tivejheUnited Nations with membership open to

UNIVERSAL DISARMAMENT 

From the Episcopal Address of the General 
Conference of 1960 we read; 

"Because of the technology which is our pride, 
this General Conference convenes under the most 
ominous circumstances in the long history of the 
Church. For the human race has within its hands 
for the first time the power of its own annihilation, 
In a sense, the tool has become the enemy of its 
maker. The nuclear power that might be our weal 
has become a weapon, The same technology which 
has shortened the distances has produced the 
intercontinental missile, Man has dominated the 
forces of nature, conquered the seas and the air, 
organized his commerce and combatted disease. 
Yet, the lord of the earth cannot enjoy his con- 
quest, but for fear of his life must hide under- 
ground, haunted by anxieties and the companion of 
uncertainties. The evils implicit in applied science 
are compounded by the residue of problems grow- 
ing out of World War II and an armament race, 
which, unless terminated early, can have but one 
result. 

"We commend the international situation to the 
thoughtful, prayerful concern of the Church and 
urge that the General Conference take the leader- 
ship in mobilizing Christian opinion within or 
connection in behalf of mutual disarmament, the 
prohibition of nuclear testing, and the peaceful 
use of atomic energy." 

To meet this high challenge our objective must 
be nothing less than the abolition of the -use of 
war by nations. Mere arms reductions or limita- 
tions are inadequate, Only complete disarmament, 
involving both nuclear and conventional weapons, 
down to the levels required for internal policing 
will deprive nations of the tools of war. 

Such complete disarmament must be universal 
to be acceptable to all nations, It must be enforced 
by a competent international agency, preferably a 
strengthened United Nations, Complete, universal 
disarmament needs to be based upon confidence 
in the enforcement system. 

Moreover such disarmament requires interna- 
tional means for the peaceful settlement of dis- 
putes and controversies between nations. Exten- 
sion of law and use of courts on the world level 
may well be a condition precedent to complete, 
universal enforceable disarmament. 

Disarmament is no simple goal for its accom- 
plishment requires agreement of all major powers, 



not only on the principles of disarmament, but 
also upon the delegation to the United Nations 
of the necessary authority and power to control, 
inspect and enforce disarmament. In the face of 
national prejudices, suspicions and fears this is a 
stupendous task, Its difficulty is exceeded only by 
necessity and urgency, Negotiations must be 
pressed with all major powers to find an accepta- 
ble path to disarmament, 
' We commend the President, the Congress and 
the State Department of the United States on their 
attention to disarmament, but we call for an 
expansion of effort and staff to develop a com- 
prehensive, safeguarded disarmament plan upon 
which to focus negotiations. 

We call upon the United States and all other 
governments to declare complete, universal and 
enforceable disarmament to be their goal and to 
move in this direction. 

We further call upon the United States and all 
other governments to exert forceful, imaginative, 
patient and dedicated leadership toward the 
achievement of such disarmament. 

We deplore the tendency of governments and 
individuals to discredit any proposal for disarma- 
ment not made by themselves. Such cynicism is 
not conducive to successful negotiations, 

We encourage a number of immediate steps in 
addition to our continuing efforts to achieve com- 
plete, universal enforceable disarmament. 

a. Nuclear Tests: We urge permanent cessation 
of all nuclear tests by all nuclear powers, present 
and future, in order that present and future gen- 
erations may be protected from the dangers of 
nuciea^radiation^

t Economic Benefits: We call upon the United 
States to offer to devote a substantial percentage 
of the savings which will result from complete 
disarmament to the development of underdevel- 
oped countries, using the United Nations as far 
as feasible, We urge study and planning of meas- 
ures needed to cope with the domestic economic 
adjustments, largely localized, to industry and 
labor, resulting from elimination of huge ex- 
penditures for armaments, 

THE INDIVIDUAL AND MILITARY TRAINING 

a, For two decades, the United States of Amer- 
ica has had on its statute books legislation provid- 
ing for military conscription, Many persons have 
come to regard this as an established and perma- 
nent policy, The same is true in varying degrees 
of a large number of other countries as well. 

We are deeply troubled by the general indiffer- 
ence to the infringement of individual rights and 
freedom involved in compulsory military service. 
We urge that voluntary methods of recruiting mili- 
tary manpower be developed that accord the in- 
dividual the freedom of choice which should 
characterize peacetime civilian life, 

We reaffirm traditional Methodist opposition to 
any system of peacetime universal military train- 
ing, We appeal to the United States to give bold 
leadership looking toward the universal abolition 
of peacetime conscription by or through the 
United Nations. 

6. Christians cannot complacently accept rights 
or privileges accorded to them because of their 
religious views but denied to others equally sin- 
cere who do not meet a religious test, So long 
as draft legislation remains in effect, we believe 
that all sincere conscientious objectors should be 
granted recognition and assigned to appropriate 
service regardless of whether or not they profess 
religious grounds as the basis of their stand. 

c. Regarding the duty of the indhndual Chris- 
tian, opinions sincerely differ. Faced by the 
dilemma of participation in war he must decide 
prayerfully before God what is to be his course 
of action in relation thereto. What the Christian 
citizen may not do is to obey men rather than 
God, or overlook the degree of compromise in 
our best acts, or gloss over the sinfulness of war, 
The Church must hold within its fellowship per- 



of a statute of limitations. 

10) Regulations governing the admission of 
foreign visitors for travel, study, conferences, 
business and similar purposes should be designed 
to facilitate a freer exchange of visitors. 

11) The administration of immigration and naU 
uralization laws and policies should be lodged in 
one government agency charged only with this 
responsibility. 

12) More generous provision should be made 
for the admission of refugees displaced because 
of war or persecution. 

It is further recommended that the United 
States work through the United Nations for politi- 
cal settlements in areas such as the Middle East, 
where the basis for the refugee problem is related 
to the political problem. 

THE PROBLEM OF MIGRATION 

1) We affirm the duty of the church to provide 
pastoral care and services at points of entry into 
countries to which immigrants and refugees come 
and in places where refugees and migrating peo- 
ples are detained or assembled in camp situations. 
We also recognize the obligation of the church to 
assist these people to find permanent residence and 
to help in all possible ways with their adjustment 
to the new environment, including ^achievement 
of the privileges of the life and fellowship of the 
local congregation and the access to pastoral 
ministry. 

2) We give due heed to the e§ort and provi- 
sion necessary to develop and utilize the social 
services and technical assistance of the community 
as well as other means and measures which will 
enable the church to fulfill its obligations in ref- 
erence to population mobility. 

3) Recognizing that the governments of most 
of the countries of the world have accepted the 
principle contained in the Universal Declaration 
of Human Rights that "everyone has the right to 
a nationality," we believe that Christians every- 
where should call upon their governments to take 
the necessary steps to implement this principle. 

4) In these times of political upheaval when 
the migrations of peoples often have their roots 
in religious or political persecution, we reaffirm 
the principle of Article 14 of the Universal Dec- 
laration of Human Rights: "Everyone has the right 
to seek and enjoy in other countries asylum from 
persecution," We further urge Christians, to work 



in their respective countries for the acceptance 
and implementation of this principle. 

BANNING GENOCIDE 

The General Conference of The Methodist 
Church urges the ratification of the Convention on 
Genocide and petitions the President of the United 
States, the Senators, the Secretary of State and the 
members of the Senate Foreign Relations com- 
mittee to exert their influence to the end that the 
United States shall ratify that convention at a 
very early date. 

COVENANT ON HUMAN RIGHTS 

The Methodist Church reaffirms its support of 
the Universal Declaration of Human Rights, whose 
tenth anniversary was celebrated in many churches 
in December, 1958, We urge the Senate of the 
United States and the governing bodies of those 
countries which have not already done so, to ratify 
the Convention on Genocide and the Convention 
on the Political Rights of Women. In the General 
Assembly of the United Nations our representa- 
tives should give sympathetic consideration to a 
Covenant on Human Rights and the Senate should 
consider it on its merits. 

RADIOACTIVE FALLOUT 

We are concerned about the dangers to the 
human race of radioactive fallout from atomic 
explosions, We urge Congress to enact legislation 
placing primary responsibility for research and 
reporting concerning the effects of fallout with the 
public health service of the Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare. 
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sons who sincerely differ at this point of critical 
decision, call all to repentance, mediate to all 
God's mercy, minister to all in Christ's name. 

We believe it is our obligation to render every 
assistance to the individual who conscientiously 
objects to service in the military forces. He should 
receive counsel concerning his rights in this respect, 
assistance in bringing his claim before the proper 
authorities; and support in securing recognition 
thereof, 

Thousands of our sons and daughters have, with 
sincere Christian conscience, responded to the call 
for service in the military forces, We are obli- 
gated to provide pre-induction counseling and 
educational material prepared by the related 
agencies of the Church, such as the Board of 
Education, the Methodist Youth Fellowship, et 
cetera. This material should be directed toward 
the wise use of leisure time and the challenge to 
Christ-like living during their military service. 
We believe particular emphasis should be directed 
to the serviceman's bearing a good witness for 
Christ, the Church and the Nation while on duty 
outside his country, 

In meeting these obligations, we reiterate our 
unswerving opposition to the principle of militar- 
ism and any dependence for security upon the 
sword alone. 

We call upon local Methodist churches to enlist 
the interest of, and to offer hospitality to, the men 
and women of the armed services who are sta- 
tioned in or near their communities. We further 
recommend that the home pastors of those young 
people who have entered military service, urge 
them to continue their active church affiliation and 
participation in the Methodist churches nearest the 
points they may be assigned and to maintain con- 
tact with their chaplains and chapel programs, 

i In public institutions where all male students 
are required to take R.O.T,C. in order to graduate, 
provision should be made for the exemption of 
those conscientiously opposed to participation in 
war and military training. The regulations of edu- 
cational institutions in this matter should reflect 
as much respect for conscience as the selective 
service law. 

We urge our church-related colleges and uni- 
versities to play a role distinct from that of secular 
educational institutions. We urge them to study 
seriously the implications of military training in 
a church-related institution, one of whose objec- 



tives is to train young people for World Christian 
Community, 

WORLD ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 

The desperate unmet needs of people in this 
world are of grave concern to Christians. The 
economic gap between the rich nations and the 
poor nations is widening as time elapses, The pop- 
ulation explosion further jeopardizes the stability 
and progress of many lands. 

We believe that economic assistance, which seeks 
to make the benefits jof scientific advance and 
industrial progress available for the improvement 



of underdeveloped areas is an example of both 
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point of aiding the^auons in Asia, Africa and 
South America, We support the plan for a world 
economic development; authority in the United 
Nations to which the developed nations of the ' 
world would contribute' at least one per cent of 
their gross national income. 

All programs of technical assistance and eco- 
nomic aid should be designed to benefit the peoples 
of underdeveloped countries and their economies 
rather than to serve political or military purposes, 
For maximum effectiveness, it is important that 
these programs be on a long-range basis. 

Personnel employed in these projects should 
be of the highest character and should ever seek, 
through the implementation of the aid program, 
to develop better human relations as well as better 
economic conditions. 

RECIPROCAL TRADE AGREEMENTS 

The Methodist Church reaffirms its support of 
Reciprocal Trade Agreements and commends the 
Congress of the United States for having extended 
them in 1958 for four years. 

We believe that the executive branch of the 
government should be given greater latitude in 
the negotiation of trade agreements and that the 
Reciprocal Trade Agreements act expiring in 1962 
should be renewed for a period of not less than 
five years. 



We urge the Senate to support further the prin- 
ciple of international cooperation through trade 
by ratifying the treaty which would make our 
nation a member of the Organization for Trade 
Co-operation (0,T,C), 

IMMIGRATION 

The General Conference urges Methodists to 
seek through proper channels of Congress the 
thorough revision of the McCarran-Walter act, 
with special attention to the following principles: 

1) The latest census instead of that of 1920 
should be used as the basis for determining the 
number of visas to be allowed yearly, 

2) The ratios of admissions to this country 
should also be .re-examined and revised in nearer 
harmony with our current population trends, our 
current economy and without any bias related to 
race or national origin. The principal test for 
admission should be based on individual qualifi- 
cations which are related to good citizenship, Ad- 
ditional criteria should be based on: 

a. the reuniting of families, 

b, the right of asylum, 

c, special needs to relieve refugee and popula- 
tion pressures, 

d. general immigration.

[ Both the sermon and the hook appear to he higjily misleading. 

In his sermon, the rector quotes with admiration the long "definition" of 
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communism hy John HAHallowell, JProf ess or of Political Science^ at gyteJOg^^itg. 
This definition seems^highly distorted in that" it does not state that first arid 
foremost communism is a treacherous world conspiracy seeking the destruction 
of free nations. Instead, Professor Hallowell says that communism has a 
"creative role to play in the redemption not only of the proletariat hut of 
mankind itself. For it is nothing less than the redemption of mankind from 
corruption and evil that is its professed aim." 

Any study of communism shows that its real and its "professed" aims are poles 
apart. Should not the rector state this? 

The rector speaks in this sermon (end of page 5) of a "watered-down Christianity 
which makes no demands on us." Should he not demand of himself a clearer and 




more accurate analysis of communism? v? 

[furthermore, the rector says on page 6: 

"As I said last Sunday, the forces of evil are organized. It is so 
perfectly obvious to us; hut the forces of good unfortunately are 
scattered hecause we don f t "believe in such a thing as discipline in 
the Christian life . " D(42| / d- 

Such a remark offends the intelligence of ahle men and women. We certainly are 
aware that the forces of evil are organized, hut we would not he supporting^the 
church if we did not helieve in Christian discipline. 
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At the end of the sermon, the rector fails to equate communism specifically 
with many of the "forces of evil." Does this imply that one might he led to 
helieve that communism and Christianity could work together? 

Now for a few comments on the small book ^dern Rivals To.!me, ,Chri^ian^ith, 
hy Cornelius$x,oew, published hy thelfestoihister Press of Philadelphia, This 
hook is bealg studied chapter hy chapter hy the women of the parish in 14 monthly 
'meetings held at various homes. One group of 18 women held its first meeting 
it this home on Octoher l8th.

He had suggested thlF^speak of the Christian "faith", not of the Christian 

"religion." 

This suggestion was not accepted hy some women, some of whom made so ^ery 
frank cements on the hook in general. Objections were made also to the -^rence 
on page 13 that a 100$ American might he only a fanatic crusading for the belief 
that we should support our country right or wrong. 

I believe that, when the group reaches the study of Chapter k, "The Nation Is 
the MeSure% the women will object to the slippery writing where by »£««*£?_ 
the spirit of nationalism or patriotism of Americanism is condemned. *£*£**** 
I wonder about the background of the author of the book, and his real motives 
in writing it. 

Several women at our home spoke of the confusion that such books and many 
sermons cause, and asked what might be the real purpose of such material. 
The leader of the group twice announced emphatically that, if many of tne 
Sngf one reads afout^hristianity and hears in sermons are a true description 
of Christianity, then she herself is no Christian. 

I note with interest that, although communism is referred to seriously by the 
rector in his sermon as a religion, we have been requested to omit the ™?rd 
"region" from our references to Christianity. This might seem like not only 
endorsing the former but placing it above the latter. 

At the end of the book is a so-called parable, quoted from Kierkegaard, about 
fat geese going Sundays to hear a gander preach on how to do good. Those who 
attempt to follow his suggestion become weak and sickly. Those who do not 
follow them continue to be plump. 

Aside from the rank insult to women as church members, there also appears to be 
the fact that, for too long a time, we have listened to sermons which advocate 
a%S of humility which leads to confusion, timidity, and retreat. A further 
insult is the fact that the book mentions the parable as refreshing. 
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It seems unfortunate that we cannot have some sermons explaining sound moral 
principles such as are given by Bishop Sheen* I believe that his book, Life 
Is Worth Living, is read by many Protestant women. 

E T -^at, if anything, we can do about such things as the enclosed book and sermon, 
husband and I do not know but we did feel that this background would be of 
„me interest to you people.

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MISSIONARY OUTREACH 

These past two weeks of the General As- 
sembly of the United Nations Organization 
should have been eye-openers to all of us here 
in America. As we have listened to leaders of 
the Communist world speaking at the U.N. 
and have seen them on television, we could not 
help but feel the power of the subversive force. 
We saw Khrushchev, Castro, Radar, Tito and 
others in action. We were reminded that Com- 
munism through Cuba is knocking at a side- 
door of these United States. We were reminded 
again and again that we had better keep our 
eyes on the millions in Red China who are 
under Communistic domination. This has been 
a stirring fortnight for us here in America — 
that is, if we have not been too absorbed in the 
minutiae of our own petty concerns. The tough- 
ness, the recklessness, the self-abandonment, the 
committed determination of the Communists 
were all made perfectly plain before our eyes I 
They are not sitting in comfortable armchairs 
quietly contemplating the pros and cons of 
Communism and letting the rest of the world 
go by. Not for one second are they doing that! 
They're waving their arms; they're pounding 
on desks and are ready to give their lives for 
their cause! They have made up their minds 
long since that Communism is the answer to 
the world's ills and now they are out to win 
every last nation upon the earth, down to 
every little village. 

Let's pause for a minute and take another 
look at what Communism really is. I shall 
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quote Professor John H. Hallowell, Professor 
of Political Science at Duke University and a 
committed Christian who has a ^ deep unde r- 
jSianding of C ommunism and Ch ristianity, for 
he has made a study of both- He has written: 

"If we have underestimated the strength and 
appeal of Communism, and there are indica- 
tions that we have, it is because we have under- 
estimated the passion which informs it and the 
intellectual appeal which lies in its ideology. 
Communism we have gradually come to realize 
is something more than an economic doctrine, 
it is something more than an economic system 
opposed to capitalism. It is a complete philos- 
ophy of life, a world view, a massive, coherent 
structure. And the passion which informs it is 
religious in character. 

"Its prophecy of a cataclysmic revolution 
which will inevitably result in the establishment 
of a dictatorship of the proletariat and more 
ultimately in the creation of a classless society 
rests upon a conception of the class struggle 
which, in turn, is derived from an economic 
interpretation of history. This economic inter- 
pretation of history finds philosophical suppotr 
in the metaphysical conception of dialectical 
materialism. Each part of this philosophy is 
linked inseparably to another and each conclu- 
sion derives logically from its premises. Marx 
did not invent socialism and he was not the 
first socialist. What he did, and his followers 
believe with success, was to provide socialism 
with a "scientific" undergirding. He did not 
argue, in his theory at least, from moral or 
humanitarian grounds for the superiority of 



socialism but rather contended that he had dis- 
covered the laws of history which inevitably 
[decree the victory of socialism over capitalism. 
JMarx depicts the coming of the revolution, the 
| dictatorship of the proletariat and the classless 
I society as events of natural necessity. It must 
j happen this way since the laws of history and 
f of economics decree it. It is not a matter of 

choice but a matter of necessity. 
! "Now it is clear that this is something more 
| than a political or economic theory. There is 
a sense in which it might well be described as 
a religion; for it offers a complete explanation 
of life, requires total commitment of the person 
who espouses Communism as a cause, and 
holds out to men the promise of redemption 
from evil in a new society in which mankind 
shall be truly free and equal. It is a gospel of 
! salvation by revolution and therein lies its most 
| powerful appeal, especially to those who feel, 
I and with reason, estranged from the society in 
f which they now live. It holds out to the de- 
j pressed, the downtrodden, the exploited, a 
creative mission in life, a creative role to play 
in the redemption not only of the proletariat 
but of mankind itself. For it is nothing less 
than the r edemption of mankind from corru p- 
tion and evil that is it s professed aim. 

"The Communist, like the Christian, is a man 
of faith confident of the ultimate triumph of 
righteousness as he understands it. For the 
person who is in search of a total view of life 
which is more than an intellectual doctrine, for 
a view of life which unites thought and action 
in a cause demanding self-sacrifice *and self- 
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denial^ Communism presents itself as an appeal- ' 
ing alternative to those who, for one reason or 
another , have lost their faith in God." 

This we need to understand; and we need to 
understand it very, very well. When we see this 
force which has such religioja s__Jfervor in it, 
what is there in the world today to combat it? 
We, in our country, are concerned, deeply so, 
and our first reaction and response is to spend 
our time, our energy, our money, working for 
the best military, political, social and economic 
means possible in order to meet the challenge. 
All these things are obviously vital to us and to 
the future of our country. And yet when you 
stop to think of Communism and its form of 
religion, doesn't there seem to be something 
missing? In our defense program, and that is 
including all of these things I have just men- 
tioned, is there not lying in the heart of so 
many the fear and anxiety that the Communist 
in his cunning way can slip past our very best 
' military, political, social and economic barriers 
and come out victorious here in our nation? Is 
there not something still missing? Think again 
— the Communist makes his appeal to those 
who feel downtrodden, depressed, exploited, 
who feel estranged from our society, for one 
reason or another. The Communist seems to be 
able to slip past all these outward barriers and 
make his appeal to such people and .give them a 
creative mission in lif e, a creative rolejt o play . 
If we are not remembering that Communism is 
a relig ion in the eyes of a great many people, we 
wuTmHeed underestimate its strength and ap- 
peal in the world today. 
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We in the Church have got to wake up to 
the fact that the Church of Jesus Christ is being 
challenged. We are being challenged to be 
more deeply committed to Him than ever before 
and we are being challenged to see to it, to make 
sure, to be perfectly positive that others in the 
neighborhood, in our land, and in the nations 
around the world are being led to give them- 
selves to Jesus Christ. You see, the Communist 
simply can't do anything with the man whose 
heart has been dedicated to our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ. The Communist may go 
so far as to banish him to Siberia, or he may 
kill him; but he won't become a Communist. 
You and I know so well, through countless ex- 
amples over the long years of Church history 
right down into our own day, that when men 
and women are dedicated Christians nothing, 
absolutely nothing can touch them. They al - 
ready have a strong philosophy of life, a crea- 
tive ~imssioj^n^Iife^ play. THe 
Christian knows thatTlels out to wm the world 
to Jesus Christ. This is^your task and mine, and 
the responsibility falls on our shoulders. What 
steps must we take now in this hour? 

First, let's decide here and now that we will 
be fully identified with the Church of Jesus 
Christ! Let's recognize that the Church is an 
army under the leadership of our Lord and 
Master. Let's do away with this awful, devilish, 
pride-filled, individualistic, personal-opinion 
kind of Christianity which so often sets us 
apart, which is so watered down that it makes 
absolutely no demands on us. Here are people 
calling themselves Christians but only from 
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time to time will they go to Church. Only from 
time to time will they say their prayers. Their 
spiritual life is controlled only by their feelings. 
They cannot call themselves Christians and 
members of the army of Jesus Christ. The 
Christian religion makes demands on us. Jesus 
Christ expects us to be self-sacrificing. And 
so , we will join up and become dedicated^ active 
members of the parish. Take a second look at 
your copy of the Call and see where you fit 
into the program. I'm perfectly positive there 
is a place there for you. If you honestly cannot 
find what you feel you need, then let's talk 
about it. We do need every last person in the 
parish as a part of the Christian army today. 
As I said last Sunday, the forces of evil are - 
organized! It is so perfectl y obvious to us; 
but the _jforces of good unfortunately _are— scat- 
tered, because we don't be lieve there is su ch a / 
thin g asdiscipline in the Christian life . J 

Furthermore, let's doTaway with this extreme 
emphasis on our own individual spiritual pulse. 
We are continually diagnosing our own per- 
sonal spiritual feelings until many church mem- 
bers of all ages are positively spiritual hy- 
pochondriacs. Let's do away with this kind 
of an attitude and by the grace of God reach 
out and take the spiritual pulse of others! 
There are all kinds of people ,who need the 
power of the living Christ which can so easily 
pass from your life to theirs. Never mind what 
your pulse is! Never mind how you feel about 
it! Jesus Christ is still Lord and Master and at 
work no- matter how you feel! Your feelings 
about Him don't obliterate Him. Make your- 



self available to Him, and with that kind of 
thinking dominating your mind you will soon 
forget to take your pulse and indeed you will 
find your spiritual well-being growing. And 
you will find others responding. 

There is still another step that we can take. 
This old Church of ours, beginning here at St. 
Andrew's, and reaching out to the Diocese and 
to the Anglican Communion as a whole, is 
recognizing that there is such a thing as Chris- 
tian strategy in the conquering of the world 
for Jesus Christ. The Vestry has thought and 
planned and prayed about stirring our interest 
in missionary outreach, and then it has gone 
to find out where it can be the most effective; 
to see where it can do the most effective job. 
This is why we have reached out to the Epis- 
copal Theological School in Cambridge, where 
they are training men for the ministry. This 
is why we have gone to a place like St. John's, 
Roxbury, an inner-city parish with all of its 
numerous problems. This is why we have gone 
to all of these various places. It is a part of 
our parish strategy to help win the world to 
Jesus Christ. Or look at strategy on the inter- 
national level. Our own Bishop Bayne has 
been made the Executive Secretary for the 
whole of the Anglican Communion, with head- 
quarters in London. Bishop Bayne has been 
around the world studying what the Anglican 
Communion is doing in every country in the 
world. Where is it weak? Where does it need 
to be strengthened? Where does new work 
need to be started? His report comes back 
after a thorough study — and it is not a sur- 
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prising report — that one of the key spots in 
the world today where the Church most needs 
to turn her attention is Africa. What a contri- 
bution we can make to Christendom by reach- 
ing out to help in that area! St. Andrew's pro- 
gram includes our being responsible in a very 
large measure for sending trained men to Africa 
to help establish a theological seminary there. 
Oh, understand this: the idea of sending clergy 
to Africa is no unplanned, sort of a nice-thing- 
to-do program! Look upon it as a part of the 
over-all strategy of the Anglican Communion to 
help to win the world to Jesus Christ. We have 
got to have our eye on every nation and every 
last village in the world, the same as the Com- 
munist does. 

And so, my friends, we are being challenged 
today by one of the most violent, cruelest 
forces history has ever seen. We have got to 
awaken to this enemy! We can go on being 
overly concerned with the minutiae of our 
modern American living. But let's wake up! 
There's a battle to be won! By our dedication, 
by our self-abandonment, by our attentiveness 
to the guidance of the Holy Spirit, the forces 
of good under the power of Jesus Christ can 
be victorious.

Christianity was born out of a terrific struggle 
within the Church o\cr idolatry." But c\en the 
Reformation's strong surge to " God-ccntercd " faith 
was not immune to being twisted in the direction 
of man-ccntcrcdncss. 

But the most subtle and pervasive danger of 
idolatry is in the influences of our age that en- 
courage us to believe that Christianity is mostly a 
matter of self-improvement. "Much of our Prot- 
estant religion is built on a blasphemous conception 
of God as an indulgent Father who merely asks us 
to give a little time and effort to 'the Christian 
way of life* and who winks at our halfhearted 
lojalty. This god is an idol." 

We have not gotten to a stage, says Dr. Loew, 
where false loyalties no longer tempt us. Rut " false 
loyalties can be recognized only in the light of true 
loyalty." It is the duty of every Protestant to relcarn 
the fundamental convictions concerning God and 
man which arc central to the Bible and Chrisuan 
tradition. 

This vigorous, clearly worded view of today's 
problem of confused loyalty to God is one to which 
all church people will respond. Its insight puts into 
meaningful expression a situation of which many 
lay people have been aware, but which is not always 
recognized for what it is, and is seldom dealt with 
in such direct, forthright terms.

Encourage each member to participate, but discourage speech- 
making. 

Keep your mind open to new insights and concerns. 
Listen attentively to what others have to say. 
Help to keep the discussion ffii'ihc subject. 
Expect disagreement; it is normal and wholesome. 
Ask questions. 

Evaluate and follow up. 

Has the effort been fruitful? Why or why not? 

Would this group like another short-term study course?

This letter is written to -ask if you can recommend any 
dependable sources of information on the subject of communism in 
Churches or among clergymen. 

As you no doubt know already, there are many charges of 
communism in the churches, most of which are false. I trust that 
you understand that such sources as the Circuit Riders, the American 
Council of Churches, and Edgar^ C, Bundy are using the false charge 
of communism to combat what they feel to be religious heresy, 
regardless of any actual communist influence. The experience of 
Bishop Oxnam with the House Committee on Un-American Activities 
indicates that that committee was unwittingly duped by some of 
these same sources, and hence the committee's listings cannot be 
regarded as authoritative. 

In your book, "Masters of Deceit" you have made a few 
references to communist influences among clergymen, but in most 
cases you either write of hypothetical cases or conceal the 
identity of the clergymen involved. In some cases it is difficult 
to judge whether you are writing .of actual events. The nearest 
thing to a specific charge (page 155) does nob reveal the name 
of the person or the date. ("some years ago") I am wondering if 
the lack of specific information indicates that you have few

actual communist influence. 

Can you recommend any sources of reliable information? 
Specifically, is there any source, government or otherwise, that 
lists organizations which have been proven to be communist fronts, 
or clergymen that have been proven to have communist sympathies?

It would seem that communists, in view of the above, would 

make clear, always and at every point, their opposition to 

1 religion. Often, however, tactics have made it necessary to play 

' down or to conceal entirely the Party's intentions in line with 

Lenin's advice: ". . . but this does not mean that the religious . 

question must be pushed into the foreground where it does not 

#ong." The communists realize that the vast majority of non- 
communists believe in God. Too bold an approach might 
antagonize them, doing the Party more harm than good. ^ 

In the early days, before Party discipline was established, 
Lenin counseled: "The Anarchist, who preaches war against 
God at all costs, actually helps the . . . bourgeoisie. . . ." William 
Z. Foster, rebuking the extreme left, said that some of their 
efforts at "God killing" served only for «. . . overstress and 
"distortion of the religious question." , 

By 1937 such tactical caution was beginning to be replaced 
by a calculated program to exploit religion. Foster called this 
the "... more recent practical approach to the religious 
question, on the basis long ago laid by Lenin." 

This "practical approach" means attempting, through de- 
ceptive tactics, to capture support from American religious 
•pips for an atheistic Communist Party. As Foster put it m 
1937: 

In consequence, the anti-religious Communist Party is now to be 
found Jn close united front cooperation with dozens of churches 
and other religious organizations on questions of immediate 
economic and political interest to the toiling masses. 

' In line with these tactics, the Party is today engaged in a 

systematic program to infiltrate American religious groups. 

J "The Communist Party," said the National Committee in 1954, 

'- "declares that it seeks no conflict with any church or any Amen- 

. can's religious belief. On the contrary, we stretch out our hand 
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in the fellowship of common struggle for our mutual goal of 
peace, democracy and security to all regardless of religious 
belief." Members are being told: "Join churches and become 
involved in church work." 
The Party's objectives inside religious groups are several: 

" 1. To gain "respeclabilitf: "... a church is' the best front 
we can have." Comrades, by associating in church circles, 
secure an "acceptable" status in the community, greater 
credence for their opinions, and the lulling of noncomnromst 
suspicions. ^ | 

2. To provide an opportunity for tk subtle dissemination oMK 
ami propaganda. Churches are convincing places in whffljw 
identify communist programs with such genuine religious 
values as "peace," "brotherhood," "justice." One memBer 
bragged how in a church talk he had "plugged" for &§*. g 
The communists are careful, however, not to overdo it£fie p 
fellow was too ambitious. He was challenged by alert U g 
members and relieved of his leadership duties. «J >j 

3. To make contact with pft: through class discussion's, 
recreational affairs, etc. The object is not necessarily to re%t | 
(although in one church several young people did job) btlpo 
plant a seed of Marxist-Leninist thought. v 

4. To exploit the church in the hrljs day-to-day agilalmd 
program. In the 1930's and 1940's the approach was chMy 
through "immediate economic and political" problems, wtlrre 
Party attempting to exploit the church's legitimate interest^ 
better housing and the elimination of social injustices. 

Today this tactic is overshadowed by the "peace" issue. 
Every possible deceptive device is being used to link the Party's 
"peace" program with the church. One Communist JParty section 
issued instructions that every clergyman in the community be 
contacted to give a sermon on "peace." Encourage "Party 
church members" to organize discussion groups, perhaps show- 
ing a "peace" film. If possible, circulate "peace" literature. If 
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you can't get inside, stand outside. One organizer said: "We 
are to dress up like other people and stand outside churches in 
our neighborhoods and use the slogan, 'Peace on earth, #)od 
will toward men.' " 

5. To enlarge tk area of Part/ contacts. One Party section 
advocated: Join small churches (100 to 500 membership), so 
that one can more easily work himself into a position of leader- 
ship. Make as many personal contacts as possible. Learn where 

Aiurch member works, what his hobbies are, etc. Someday 

Tmight be used. One Party member, active in youth work, 

learned that the parents of several young people were working 

in an industrial plant. Securing this information was most im- 

portant, he said. 

6. To influence clergymen. A dedicated clergyman, being a 
man of God, is a mortal enemy of communism. But if he can, by 
conversion, influence, or trickery, be made to support the com- 
munist program once or a few times or many times, the Party 
gains. If, for example, a clergyman can be persuaded to serve 

• as sponsor or officer of a communist front, to issue a testimonial 
or to sign a clemency petition for a communist "victim of perse- 
cution," his personal prestige lends weight to the cause. 

The church, in communist eyes, is an "enemy" institution to 
£ infiltrated, subverted, and bent to serve Party aims. Any 

Aesses make the comrades diabolically happy. One member, 
talking to her communist friends, laughed about prayers in 
church. "Who wants to hear such stuff, but what can I do? 
That's the only way I can get in there." 

We might expect, considering the importance of materialism 
in communist theory, that the Party's constitution would set 

' forth atheism as a basic principle of communism. But ". . . we 
do not declare," said Lenin, "and must not declare m our 

' programme that we are 'Atheists'. ..." 

i The Party's aim, in addition to that of exploiting the church, 

1 is to neutralize religion as an effective counterweapon. At 
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present virtually nothing is being said in open Party propaganda 
that is antireligious. Pamphlet after pamphlet is issued on 
civil rights, "peace," "democracy"; very few on religion. Com- 
munists in the United States, however, are on record in regard 
to their views on religion: for example, Earl.Browder, Ck- 
munism in tk United States (1935), pages' 334-49; William Z. 
Foster, Tk TwiligU of World Capitalism (1949), pages 87-99 
and "Reply to a Priest's Letter," Political Ajfairs (October, 
1954). Also, a pamphlet, Science and Religion, by Marcel Caching 
(1946), editor of VHumanit'e, French communist newspaperA 
has been circulated. ' y J

instructed to stress, as Lenin did, that religion is a "private 
matter" for the individual, and to pose as "tolerant." Doesn't 
the Party's constitution say that a'person is eligible for memb^§ 
ship "regardless of. . . religious belief?"

The Cftatrman. The committee will come to order, please. 
(Members present at the convening of the hearing: Representatives 
Walter, Moulder, Doyle, and Schemer.) 

The Chairman. Some few weeks ago ? this committee began hear-, 
ings on the subject of Communist activities and propaganda among 
youth groups. In opening those hearings I stated : 

I know that this committee's Investigation in this area will- probably pre- 
cipitate a barrage from the Communist press and from Communist sympathizers 
characterizing our work as an investigation of youth. The Communists know,' 
as well as we do, that the overwhelming majority of the young people of this 
Nation are of unquestioned patriotism and dedication to all that is good and 
noble in our society. But by equating an investigation of Communist activities 
among youth with an investigation of youth itself, the Communists and their 
sympathizers hope to becloud the issues. This, of course, Is an old trick which 
the Communists repeatedly use. When this committee investigates Communist 
activities in defense plants, the smoke screen that the Communists use is that 
we are investigating organized labor. When we investigate Communist activi- 
ties in an educational institution, it is protested by the Communists that we are fc 
investigating education. I am sure that the overwhelming majority of the 
American people readily see through this fraud, and it shall not dissuade us 
from our task. 

Although the only witnesses who were subpenaed for those hearings 
on Communist activities and propaganda among youth groups were 
hard-core members of the Communist Party who had been identified 
as such under oath, the Commitoist and pro-Coirrncninist press of this 
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country followed the course which I predicted on the day on which 
the hearings were opened. 

Typical of the reaction which I anticipated was a statement of one 
columnist that the Committee on Un-Ajnerican Activities was now 
engaged in intimidating children. 

Aa editorial in the Washington Post proclaimed that the Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities: 

* * * aims to stigmatize as subversive a healthy curiosity and a youthful 
hope that peace can be promoted by letting young people of the world rub 
elbows and minds. 

With reference to -the hard-core identified Communists who were 
subpenaed before this committee, the Washington Post editorial 
stated : 

The House Committee on Un-American Activities has now used its subpena 
power to hale before it five young men and women who had the temerity to at- 
tend one or another of the youth festivals held at Moscow, Warsaw and Vienna. 

Based on extensive experience as chairman of this committee, I 
iiow predict that the instant hearings will be publicized as an in- 
vestigation by the Committee on Un-American Activities of religion ; 
that we on this committee are concerned about religious beliefs or 
theology; or that certain ministers of the gospel must be subversive 
because they advocate tenets with which the committee does not con- 

cur * 

Ag;ain I say, as I said when we were investigating Communist 

activities and propaganda among youth groups, that this diversion- 
ary tactic will not dissuade us from our task.- We thoroughly^ ex- 
pect attack by Communists, pro-Communists, dupes, and misguided 
liberals who would use the facade of religion to mask Communist 
activities. We on this committee are as proud of our enemies as we 
are of our f riends. 

In the military stalemate between the forces of freedom and in- 
ternational communism, the chief arena of conflict has now shifted 
from the military to, the nonmilitary. The enemy's threat, however, 
becomes even more dangerous because it is more difficult to detect 
and engage in combat. His arsenal includes weapons of internal 
subversion, espionage, sabotage, propaganda, and economic and polit- 
ical warfare. His objective remains the same — destruction of all 
free societies, conquest of the world, and enslavement of mankind. 
The battlefields are every institution and organization of society, in- 
cluding the home, the church, the school, and every agency of our 
Government. 

During the past summer a 2-week National Strategy Seminar for 
200 carefully selected reserve officers from all over the Nation was 
held at the National War College in Washington with the en- 
dorsement of the Department of Defense and withi the assistance 
of the Reserve Officers Association, the Foreign Policy Research 
Institute of the University of Pennsylvania, and the Institute for 
American Strategy. 

The officers who attended this seminar did not study military 
science. They did not listen to lectures on military strategy, tactics, 
weapons development, and other subjects usually associated with the 
Armed Forces. Rather, the major theme of this seminar, at which 
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a score of the country's top authorities on communism lecturedj was 
"fourth dimensional warfare" or, as it is sometimes called, "political 
warfare" — combat aimed at destroying an enemy by nonmilitary 
means. This is a combat science which has been developed by the 
Communists to its highest degree in the history of civilization. 

An implication of this seminar — and a point previously made by 
many experts — is that this country could be conquered by Com- 
munists without a shot being fired; that the military Imow-how and 
capabilities of our Armed Forces, our tremendous array of weapons, 
and the huge sums spent to develop them might never be used in a 
final defense effort to prevent the enslavement of the American people, 
] In this struggle^between freedom and the forces of slavery, the Con- 

gress of the United States has charged the Committee on Un-Ameri- 
can Activities with the responsibility for maintaining continuing sur- 
veillance over the agitational and propaganda activities within this 
Nation, of the international Communist conspiracy. It has also 
charged it with continually reviewing the administration and opera- 
tion of our security laws for the purpose of recommending such revi- 
sions as are necessary to cope with the everchanging Communist 
threat. 

Recently the Secretary of the Air Force, Dudley C. Sharp, was 

Quoted in the press as "categorically repudiating" the Air Reserve 
tenter Training Manual as representing Air Force views. Much of 
this manual deals with problems of Communist infiltration and sub- 
version. Indeed, in the sections dealing with this subject, there ap- 
pear numerous quotations derived from hearings conducted by the 
Committee oh Un-American Activities, in which 'are presented au- 
thoritative statements by experts on each of several facets of the 
subject; ' ' 

Since it appears that the "categorical repudiation" of the Air Re- 
serve Center Training Manual by the Secretary of the' Air Force 
stemmed largely because of statements in the manual respecting "in- 
filtration of fellow-travelers into churches" — see manual, page 
15-14^all God-fearing, freedom-loving people would do well to 
paus© and reflect oh the irresolute opposition of atheistic communism 
to religion. 

Here are the words of J. Edgar Hoover, Director of the Federal 
B ureau of Investigation : 

Communism is secularism on the march. It is the mortal foe of aU the world's 
religions which acknowledge the existence of God! Either the faith of our 
fathers will triumph or communism will engulf us. In this land of ours the 
two cannot live side by side. 

Nowhere among the leaders of the Communist Party in the United States, 
Russia, Red China or in any other part of the world will you find one who loves 
and believes in God. God is truth. Communists hate truth and, therefore, they 
hate the church. 

One of the leading slogans of the Communist Revolution in Russia in 1917 
was : "Religion is the opium of the people." ■ , 

This was first uttered by Karl Mars:, the founder of communism,, in 1843. 
Lenin, now resurrected l>y the Kremlin as the Communist idol and guide of 
the present and future, restated it in 1905. * * * Nikita Khrushchev, the present 
head of the Russian Communist Party, publicly proclaimed that Communists 
have not changed their opinion on religion and said : 

"We remain the atheists that we have always been ; we are doing all we can 
to liberate those people who are still under the spell of this religious opiate*"

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Sworn testimony from religions leaders who have escaped from 
Commnnist regimes amply demonstrates the intensity of the warfare 
which communism is waging against the churches* 

I am inserting, as an appendix to my remarks, excerpts from typical 
testimony on this issue. 

What of Communist infiltration in church groups in the United 
States? 

Incidental to investigations conducted by the Committee on Un- 
American Activities in our pursuit of Communists, at least a dozen 
persons who have been identified as members of the Communist Party 
have also professed to be ministers of the gospel. In addition, several 
undercover operatives of the FBI who have served in the Communist 
Party have testified under oath respecting the directives under which 
they and other members of the Communist Party operated with re- 
spect to penetration of church groups. 

I am likewise inserting in the appendix to my remarks excerpts 
from sworn testimony on this subject. 

How successful have Communists been in their attempts to pene- 
trate church groups? 

Although this question is not subject to precise qualitative or quan- 
titative analysis, it is a fact, however, supported by the record, that the 
Communists have duped large numbers of the clergy, as well as lay 
leaders of the churches, into supporting Communist fronts and causes 
which masquerade behind deceitful facades of humanitarianism. This 
is not to say that these persons are necessarily consciously supporting 
Communist enterprises, but the net result is, for all practical purposes, 
the same. 

Some 2 or 3 years ago the Committee on Un-American Activities 
held consultations with three prominent clergymen of the Jewish, 
Catholic, and Protestant faiths, respectively, on the subject "The 
Ideological Fallacies of Communism." These clergymen, Rabbi S* 
Andhil Fineberg, Bishop Fulton J. Sheen, and Dr. Daniel A. Poling, 
clearly exposed the fallacies of this devilish force. In the course of the 
consultation Dr. Fineberg was asked this question : 

" Have the religious forces of the world, in your judgment, been as vigorous in 
opposition to the spread of communism as they might have been? 

He replied: 

Too few religious leaders have accepted the responsibility of refuting Com- 
munist propaganda. Like most Americans, clergymen have been against com- 
munism without studying it and without effort to expose its fallacies. 

In my judgment, much good can come from an objective inquiry 
into the reasons why the Air Reserve Center Training Manual, which 
in part dealt with this very problem, was repudiated oy the Secretary 
of the Air Force. Without apology, therefore, and with firm determi- 
nation that we will pursue this subject matter honestly, fairly, and 
sincerely, with the end in view of developing the truth, the whole 
truth, and nothing but the truth, we are opening our inquiry today 
by receiving the testimony of tlie Secretary of the Air Force, Dudley 
C. Sharp, 
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(The appendix referred to follows:) 

Appendix to Opening Statement, Honorab:le Francis E. Walter 
(D-Pa.) Chairman, Committee on TJn- American Activities, on 
Issues Presented bt* Atr Reserve Center Training Manual, 
Washington, D.C., Thursday, February 25, 1960 

Father Theodoric Joseph Zubek, a Franciscan priest who escaped 
from Slovakia, testified before the Committee on Un-American 
Activities in December 1959 as follows : 

". .. . Male religious orders and congregations were suppressed in 
April 1950* There were over 700 male religious priests and brothers 
living in 137 monasteries in Slovakia. * * * and were subjected to 
Communist-sponsored reeducation. If they complied with this brain- 
washing and took the oath of loyalty, they^ were sent to parishes and 
churches as diocesan priests. If they^ remained unyielding, they were 
sent to forced labor camps, and later in 1957, released to manual work, 
Clerics and religious brothers, if they did not want to leave the reli- 
gious life, went also through the forced labor camps, and eventually to 
manual work on their own. A similar fate met the female religious 
congregations. There were 3,548 religious sisters in Slovakia, living in 
210 convents. The convents were suppressed in August 1950, and the 
sisters were iorced to leave the religious life. If they refused, they 
were sent to work without any salary in forced labor camps, collective 
farms, or various state plants* 

". . • The Communist control can be said to be twofold: public 
control and secret control of activities of the church. By public con- 
trol, I mean the antichurch laws of 1949. 

"Besides, they have secret control of the church. Spies attend every 
ceremony. They trail priests and bishops wherever they go."

. Concerning Communist persecution of church groups in Red China, 
Key* Peter Chu Pong, general secretary of the Hong Kong Inter- 
national Christian Leadership, testified before the Committee on 
Un-American Activities in March 1959, as follows : 

u . . • They (the Communists) formed an indoctrination class in 
the assembly hall of our church. For 2 weeks they worked pn the 
members of my church, brainwashing them into accusing me of being 
| an imperialist agent and a running dog of. the missionaries ... 

"From morning to night they taught my church members all about 
' communism. They indoctrinated our people along three major points : 

? 1. They entirely denied there is a living God which exists in this 

j universe. Thejr told the people the whole universe was created 

i through evolution. 2. They denied^ Lrord Jesus and His salvation. 

I They told the people that Jesus Christ was just a common carpenter, 
p that the people'had crucified him because he wanted to lead the people 

in counterrevolution work. 3. They told the people that Christianity 
I? is a religious instrument of the foreign imperialists to poison our 

I I Chinese people and sell them into slavery. ' * 
". , . They held an accusation meeting to accuse me, my wife, and 

the elders and deacons in our church of being imperialists. They 
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tied our hands with long rope and forced us to kneel on the platform 
in our church assembly hall with signs around our necks which said 
'Guilty Crime.' They slapped our faces, kicked our bodies, and poured 
cold water on our heads. They made my children stand and watch. 
If they cried, the Communists beat them. They wanted me to con- 
fess that I was an imperialist agent and reveal the amounts of money 
I was supposed to have received from the missionaries. They wanted 
me to tell what kind of guns and radios the missionaries had given 
to me. They accused me of helping twelve missionaries escape from 
Nanking before the Communists came. They wanted me to reject 
Christ, give up my church, and admit that the only God was Mao 
Tse-tungj head of the Communist government. 

". . . if I had confessed they would have killed me immediately. 
They were going to put me into prison anyway. * * *"

Under date of October 20, 1959, Moiselle dinger, former under- 
cover agent for the FBI who served in the Communist Party, testi- 
fied as follows : 

"Question : What was the practice of the Communist Party during 
the period of your membership with regard to assigning people to 
work in mass organizations ? 

"Mrs. dinger: Almost everyone was assigned to some type of a 
mass organization. Now, there may have been something that they 
were interested in. I mean, they were all in some group that they 
may have belonged to, but ir you didn't belong, you were told where 
or what to join. I remember the churches. There was one period 
where they felt it was quite necessary that different people join dif- 
ferent churches, and for 

"Question : . . . Now, if you will recall other assignments, you spoke 
of assignments in church work. Do you know of anyone who re- 
ceived such an assignment who was known to you personally to be a 
member of the Communist Party ? 

"Mrs. dinger : Yes. The same O. E. Burrell, I know, did quite a 
bit. I know that he belonged to the church in Santa Monica, and to me 
this was kind of an odd thing, and to many of the old-timers in the 
Communist Party it was kind of earth shaking to have to go into a 
church. * * * I noticed it was mostly the younger — I wouldn't saj 
younger, I mean the newer — members that they were able to do this 
with, I noticed it was not the older members, long-standing members 
who were too interested in taking on this task of going into the 
churches to work. 

"I know my husband was asked to join a church, and I frowned 
on this, so that he was not pushed to go ahead with this."

A few months ago Mrs. Dorothy Healey, a member of the National 
Committee of the Communist Party, reported in a convention speech 
respecting the activities of the Communists of southern California, in 
part, as follows : 

"* * * Communists * * * are working in community organiza- 
tions, fraternal organizations or churches * * * 
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"A further expression of tlie way to develop and consolidate the 
antimonopoly alliance, is through our participation in activating the 
program of the people's organizations to which we belong."

Marion Miller, former undercover agent for the FBI, testified be- 
fore the Committee on Un-American Activities on October 21, 1959, as 
follows: 

"Mrs. Miller: * * * these people * * * carry out this Communist 
propaganda and the work of the party no matter where they are be- 
cause t&is is their duty, to promote communism wherever- they are, 
whatever time it might be. They live and breathe as Communists, in 
whatever organization they go into* I can't emphasize this too 
strongly, whether in a trade union or in a fraternal organization, or in 
a religious group, in a church, wherever it may be, the duty of a Com- 
munist is to carry out the Communist program,"

Miss Carol Bayne, San Diego native and resident, appeared before 
the Committee on Un-American Activities in public session on April 
21j 1954. She became a Communist sympathizer late in 1948, and 
joined the Communist Party early in 1943. She testified that she prob- 
ably was dropped from party rolls sometime in 1951 at her request, 
and that she made an effort to rejoin the party in February 1954. She 
testified as follows : 

"Question : Were you given instructions at any time by the Com- 
munist Party as to the attitude that should be taken by Communists 
toward religion or toward religious groups ? ' 

"Miss Bayne : Toward religious groups. I can answer that. I was r 
instructed not too long ago, in the hopes of assisting the FBI, when I 
tried to get back into the party, I was instructed that I would have to 
join a church youth group, or a church, and become active in its work. 

"Question: You were told if you came back 

"Miss Bayne : In order to get back into the party I would have to 
get into a church group and work within it and try to influence it," 
♦ * * # * # # 

Rev. Joseph S, Nbwak appeared before the Committee on Un- 
American Activities in public session on March 25, 1954. He was born 
in Lwow, Poland, on October 17, 1903, and was brought to the United 
States by his parents in June 1906. 

In the course of his testimony, Rev. Nbwak admitted that in 1946 he 
formally joined the Communist Party. In discussing his associations 
with the Communist Party and its members, he testified that from 
1934, upon his graduation from the Union Theological Seminary, 
until 1942, he was in charge of a small mission, St. Paul's Presbyterian 
Church, in Baltimore, Maryland* He testified that, while not a mem- 
ber of the Communist Party, he held an office in a Communist- front 
organization, the American League Against War and Fascism, know- 
ing that its leaders were officials in the Communist Party: 

^Question : Were you a member of the Communist Party while-you 
were on your assignment in Baltimore ? 

"Mr* Nbwak : Nb, sir : I was not. 
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"Question: Although' you were not a member of the Communist 
Party while you were in Baltimore, did you collaborate with function- 
aries of the Communist Party while you were there 

"Mr, Nowak : I worked together 

"Question: And worked with the Communist Party? 

"Mr- Nowak : I worked together with them ; yes. 

"Question: Knowingly? m 

"Mr. Nowak: As an official of the American League [Against War 
and Fascism] ; yes, and also knowingly. I knew that they were officials 
in the party." 

* * * * * * * 
Herbert A. Philbrick was a member of the Communist Party as an 

undercover agent for the Federal Bureau of Investigation. Follow- 
ing are excerpts from his testimony before the Committee on Un- 
American Activities on July 23, 1951 : 

"Question : You have testified that you were active m various youth 
organizations in your church work. Did you continue to be active in 
your church work after joining the Young Communist League? 

"Mr. Philbrick: Yes, I did. First of all, of course, I wanted to 
continue because I wanted to maintain my contacts with some healthy 
minded individuals; but beyond that, and to my good fortune, I was 
instructed by the party to continue my contacts and to continue my 
affiliations in all my normal groups. m 

"These instructions were also given to other members m my cell • . • 

"Question: Who gave you those instructions? 

"Mr. Philbrick: ... I recall that in a discussion at the apart- 
ment of Dave Bennett we were given those instructions. I was also 
given those same instructions by Fanny Hartman and by Alice 
Gordon* 

"Question: Was Dave Bennett known to you to be a member of 
the Communist Party? 

"Mr. Philbrick: He was known to me long before I actually be- 
came a formal member myself . . . 

"Question: From the instructions which you received from the 
Communist Party, did it appear, or were you led to believe, that in 
the field of religious activity the Communist Party was incompatible 
with any religious belief ? 9 m 

"Mr. Philbrick : Absolutely. We were taught that the socialistic 
theories of Marx had nothing to do with the idealistic superstitions 
of religious organizations." 

* * * * * * * 
Earl Reno, former high-ranking official of the Communist Party, 

testified before the Committee on Un-American Activities on March 
25, 1954, as follows : ,,,«.-. 

"Question : ... In the performance of the work of the Communist 
Party through the American League Against War and Fascism, and 
through the Ethiopian Defense Committee, did you utilize^ at any 
time the services of any ministers or any members of the ministry % 

"Mr. Reno : Yes. We had two ministers who were particularly 
active in the American Lreague Against War and Fascism and the 
Ethiopian Defense Committee. * * * Rev. Joseph Nowak and Rev. 
Jack Hutchison. * * * 
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«# # * These two young ministers came there, said they had recently 
come from the Union Theological Seminary in New York, that they 
had been students of Harry Ward and intimated that they had some 
previous contact with the Communist Party and wanted to know in 
what way they could work. * * * 

" * * * they were assigned to churches in Baltimore; that they had 

?reviously done some work in conjunction with the Communist Party, 
believe, in New York and wanted to know in what way they could 
do cooperative work while in the period they were in Baltimore. * * * 

"Then, in the meantime, I had had discussions with Leonard Pat- 
terson about the possibility of their working in the Ethiopian Defense 
Committee, and at the second meeting with them I suggested they 
work both with the American League Against War and Fascism and 
the Ethiopean Defense Committee, and they "did. They became mem- 
bers of these two organizations and participated. * * * 

"Question : Did they advise you at any time that they were not mem- 
bers of the Communist Party ? 

"Mr* Reno : No. There were times when thejr asked the advisability 
of joining the Communist Party, which I advised them against, and 
at one point Dr. Albert Blumberg came andsaid one minister had 
asked the probability^ of leaving the church, joining the Communist 
Party, I said, 'Tliis is ridiculous.' * * * Dr. Albert Blumberg came 
to me to discuss the possibility^ of Reverend Hutchison joining the 
Communist Party, and at that time I said I didn't think it was wise 
and I thought it was rather ridiculous, and as long as I was in Balti- 
more J would not have accepted membership application from either 
oi them. 
| "Question: Why? 

(■ "Mr. Reno: I didn't feel a minister belonged in the Communist 

[ Party. * * * If a. minister were identified as a member of the Com- 

munist Party, his use in the Communist Party at that time would 
have been nil. In my own words, an unemployed minister of the 
Communist Party has no value. 

"Second, I felt ideologically the training for the ministry inevitably 
comes in conflict with the ideological training of the Communist, that 
if they did join they would inevitably come in conflict with it and, 
therefore, they would be of much more use not being members of the 
Communist Party than if they were members. 

"Question : You mean use to the Communist Party ? 

"Mr. Reno: That's right. 

"Question : I gather in your position as a functionary of the Com- 
munist Party it was your feeling you could put ministers to a much 
better use if they were not members of the party than if they became 
members of the Communist Party % 

"Mr. Reno : That is correct." 

* * * * * r * * 

Mrs. Anita Bell Schneider, a native of California, appeared before 
the House Committee on Un-American Activities in public hearings 
in June and July of 1955. She had served 17 months as a control- 
tower operator in the WAVES during 1944 and 1945 ; attended San 
Diego State Teachers College in the following few years, receiving 
a bachelor's degree in sociology and economics; worked for Deputy 
Sheriff Robert Newsom from February 1951 to August 1951, when she 
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became an undercover operative for the FBI. At their request she 
joined the Communist Party in the summer of 1951. Most of her 
Communist Party work was done in San Diego, some in Los Angeles 
and Sacramento and a little in Chicago. Her major party assign- 
ment was to become chairman of the San Diego Peace Forum, Other 
assignments included membership on the county central committee of 
the Independent Progressive Party ; service as secretary of the State 
Independent Progressive Party Convention in Chicago in 1952 ; and as 
secretary of the women's division of the Independent Progressive 
Party. 

In her testimony on June 27, 1955, Mrs. Schneider stated that the 
Communists, recognizing the universal desire for peace, felt that at- 
taching the word ."peace" to their efforts would aid in getting the use 
of churches to meet in, "we could involve other people and active 
church people. • ." She further testified that she had been given lit- 
erature to take to the ministers of the two churches she attended in an 
effort to make them more active in the peace movement.

Mr. Arests. Mr. Secretary, would you kindly give us ? please, sir, 
just a word of your own personal background, with particular ref er- 
• ence to your career in the military ?

I was in the Navt during the war, during World War II, a large 
part of the time at sea, as an executive officer and commanding officer 
of antisubmarine warfare vessels.

The 16th of February; on Tuesday morning of 
the 16th of February it was brought to my attention by presentation 
of a copy of a letter from Mr. Wine — I think the letter was signed 
by — to the Secretary of Defense^ with a copy sent to the Secretary of 
the Air Force. I received this copy on Tuesday morning. 

The GwATRaiAsr. Do you remember Mr. Wine's first name ? 

Colonel Baer. James. 

Secretary Sharp. James. 

The CiTATRTVTAisr* According to this morning's newspaper, Mr. Wine 
is quoted as saying that he thinks subversives prepared the manual. 

Mr. AitEisrs. Mr. Secretary, prior to that time were you familiar 
with the contents of the manual concerning which we are directing 
your attention ? 

Secretary Sbcarf. No, I was not. 

Mr. AnEisrs. " Would you kindly tell us 

Mr. Scbcerer. Pardon just a minute. Mr. Chairman, do we have a 
copy of the letter that was received by the Secretary of Defense ?

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To aver by innuendo that the National Council of Churches is associated or in 
any way influenced by the Communist party is an example of irresponsibility at 
its worst- The adoption in the text as official Air Force statements of the opin- 
ion of prejudiced persons identified only on page four of the appendix ; to wit, 
Circuit Riders Inc. pamphlet, "Apostate Clergymen Battle for God-Hating Com- 
munist China ;" "The National Council of Churches Indicts Itself on 50 Counts 
of Treason to God and Country" is an incredible reflection upon the judgment and 
sense of responsibility of all those involved. 

It is respectfully urged the document in question be immediately withdrawn 
and all copies which have been distributed be recalled. 

,We consider this entire matter to be of the most serious proportions and re- 
quest a conference with you and such others as may have been involved so that 
we may have the complete explanation which we believe we are entitled to have.

The Chairman. Go ahead. 

Mr. Akeists. Mr. Secretary, would you kindly tell us what action 
you took after you received this letter? 

Secretary Sbakp. I immediatey started an investigation of the con- 
tents of the manual. I received a manual that day — and I don't re- 
member the exact time — in which I read the excerpts which were re- 
ferred to in Mr. Wine's letter to Secretary Gates, and I found that 
the manual had already been withdrawn for investigation on the 11th 
of February. 

(At this point Representative Tuck entered the hearing room.) 

Mr. Arens. Who had caused that action to be consummated ? 

Secretary Secarp. I think General Hopwood. 

Mr. Arens. Tell us, please, sir, who is General Hopwood ? 

General Hopwood. I am General Hopwood, Director of Personnel 
Procurement and Training, on the staff of the United States Air Force. 

Mr. Arens. General, if it would not be an impropriety to yourself, 
would you kindly interrupt our theme here to tell us under what cir- 
cumstances and when you caused the directive to be issued withdraw- 
ing this manual ? 

General Hopwood. I became aware of the manual on the morning of 
the 11th of February. 

Mr. Areets. By what device did you become aware of it? 

General Hopwood. Two of my staff officers came to my office with 
the manual, and there were questions in three general categories that 
caused me to withdraw the manual for review. The first of these — 
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I would like to read, if I may, some of the statements* 

Some of the statements introduced confusion and misinterpretation 
of Air Force policy and doctrine. This was fairly apparent in the 
latter portions of the manual. * " 

We recognized that, although the Air Force is obliged to prepare 
its personnel, whoever they may be, to preserve their effectiveness and 
loyalty despite subversive pressures, the examples used in this manual 
appear to be in excess of these requirements and tend to infringe on 
prerogatives of other governmental agencies and national institutions. 

'We did want the time to verify and investigate these passages prior 
to the time that we had issued all the manuals and statements that 
would go in the text. 

Mr. Aiusisrs. Would you kindly tell us the nature of the directive 
which you issued ? 

General Hopwood. Yes, sir* The directive was telephonic, first to 
Headquarters, Continental Air Command, telling them to stop issue 
and to prepare to withdraw manuals that had been issued for further 
evaluationby appropriate representatives of the Air staff. This was 
confirmed in a message dispatched at approximately 11 :00 o'clock on 
the morning of 11 February, 

The Cetairmak. What was in the manual that caused you to take 
that action, item by item ? 

(At this point Representative Willis entered the hearing room.) 

General Hopwood. I can illustrate the 

The Chairmaist. I don't want you to illustrate. I want you: to tell 
me what was in the manual that caused you to have it withdrawn. 

General Hopwood. In the first instance, we issued a M-paragraph— 
page* 14^-13 — about where we are talking about Communism in 
Religion 

The CrtAniMAK. 14-13? 

Secretary Secahp. No. 15-14. 

General Hopwood. Excuse me. 15-14, Communism in Religion. 
It begins on the bottom of that page and extends for several pages 
thereafter. 

The Chairman-. All right— 

la its own brochure, tlie National Council of Churches listed the names of 
the Bevision Committee and the Advisory Board. 

Is that what you mean ? Starting there ? 

Among these were Walter Russell Bowie of Grace Church, New York. 

Is that it? , ,. # 

" General Hopwood* The sentence which attracted my particular at-% 
tention, sir, was the first paragraph, which says : "From a yariety of 
authoritative sources " . . . 

The Ch:airma:n\ Where is that? 

Mr. Jackson*. Right here. 

The GjacAiRMAisr (reading) : 

From a variety of authoritative sources, there appears to be overwhelming 
evidence of Communist anti-religious activity in the United States through the 
infiltration of fellow-travelers into churches and educational institutions. 

Is that, it? 

General. Hopwood. That is right. 

The CisAiiuycAisr. What is wrong with that? 
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General Hopwood. There is not necessarily anything wrong, Mr* 
Chairman; but, because "a variety " was mentioned ; because we had 
not had a chance to review, we felt we should not issue the manual. 

The Chairman. Suppose it said "From several sources" ? 

General Hopwood. I think our reaction would have been the same. 

The Chairman* Why? Why would you criticize that language 
"From a variety of authoritative sources" 2 What is wrong with that ? 

General Hopwood. I think 

The Chairman. It came from a variety of sources. 

General Hopwood. This is true. Our decision was based on an 
analysis of what this noncommissioned officer needed to be trained 
to do. There are other passages I can refer to. 

The Chairman. Wait a minute- Let's go right to that. "Should 
be trained to do." Isn't one of them recognizing his enemy when 
he sees one? 

General Hopwood. This is true. # 

The Chairman. Why are you trying to prevent him? Why are 
you trying to prevent him from knowing who his enemy is? 

General Hopwood. Because, pending an investigation, which we 
will still continue, we felt that the Air Force could accomplish certain 
objectives, perhaps, without citing specific examples which may or 
may not be required for the education and preparation of our military 
personnel. 

Mr. Arens. General, did you then, or do you now, repudiate the 
essence of this first paragraph which is to the effect that there has 
been infiltration of fellow-travelers into churches and educational 
institutions and attributed to authoritative sources? 

General Hopwood. No, sir, I do not repudiate the validity of the 
sources. * . 

My question is the propriety of this degree of specific information 
and the need for this amount of specific information to accomplish 
the training purpose for which the manual is written. ^ - # 

Mr. Arests. General, you were cognizant at the time you issued 
your order to withdraw this manual and to have it reviewed— and I 
take it you are cognizant now — of the statements from authoritative 
sources, from such men as J. Edgar Hoover, from people of unques- 
tioned integrity and ability and knowledge who testified before this 
committee, undercover agents of the FBI, similar testimony before 
other congressional bodies respecting infiltration of fellow-travelers 
into churches and educational institutions, were you not? 

General Hopwood. Oh, yes. 

The Chairman. Before we go into this, I think the record ought to 
show that the Secretary merely acted when he apologized — I put it 
abjectly. Was it? # 

Secretary Sharp. I didn't apologize abjectly. 

The Chairman. Either you or Mr. Gates did. At any rate, the 
apology came as a result of the recommendation from the general. 

You had no independent knowledge of this yourself, did you? 

Secretary Sharp. No, sir. „ „ nr t^i 

I would have acted the same way. As a matter of fact, I was a little 
surprised that this action had been taken before I entered the case — 
let's call it the case — because I would have acted the same way as 
regards this paragraph ; not the paragraph that has just been men- 
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tioned, but the subsequent paragraphs on page 15-14 of this Air 
Reserve Center Training Manual, indicating that^-pointing their 
finger at any particular organizations in the churches* I felt that this 
sort of accusation was not necessary, from an Air Force standpoint, to 
warn its people that they must look in all organizations for Commu- 
nist infiltration* I think: that the Air Force should not enter into the 
controversy .as to whether or not a particular organization or group is 
infiltrated by communism. 

Certainly, unless this group is listed on the Attorney General's list 
of subversive activities, I feel that this is something we should keep 
ourselves clear of, and this is my objection. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Secretary, when you issued- your press release re- 
pudiating the publication as representing the Air Force views, and 
issued your apology to the National Council of the Churches of Christ 
in the U.S., did you, by that act, mean to convey the impression that 
the Air Force was convinced that the National Council of the Churches 
of Christ in the U.S. was not infiltrated by fellow-travelers ? 

Secretary Sharp. No, I did not intend to indicate any concurrence 
with this statement, or objection to the statement as to its validity. I 
felt simply that this kind of a statement should not be made in an Air 
Force publication. - 

Mr. Ajrenss If the facts had been developed by investigators who 
had checked the records of the Committee on Un-American Activi- 
ties and other authoritative sources, and if the facts did reveal that a 
very substantial number of the leadership of the National Council of 
the Churches of Christ in the U.S. had Communist-front records and 
were infiltrating in churches and educational institutions, would you 
nevertheless have repudiated the statements in the manual ? 

Secretary Sbcarp. I think I would; yes. sir, because I don't believe 
that. this is a controversy in which the Air Force ought to, indulge. 
I think this kind of a controversy is the prerogative of this committee, 
and other activities in the United States, but not of the Air Force. I 
think we should warn our people that communism might be found 
in, the churches, might be found in the schools, it might even be 
found, in the armed services, it might be found* in any organiza- 
tion^ but I think to point our finger at any particular group who is 
not absolutely proven and on the list of un-American activities as 
published by the Attorney General, I feel unless these criteria are met 
we should not involve ourselves pointing our fingers at organizations. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Secretary, did you, in the course of the last few 
<* a ys, give assurance to the National Council of Churches" people that 
remedial action would be taken with respect to Air Force Training 
Manual NR. 45-0050, which is a guide for security indoctrination ? . 

Secretary Sharp. I don't remember making any such statement? I 
did write this letter to Mr. Wine. If you would like to have the con- 
^ tents of the letter that I wrote to Mr* Wine. 

b Mr. Areks. Did you, in essence, assure Mr. Wine that there would 

be changes made in a second manual which has been developed. Guide 
for Security Indoctrination? 

Secretary Sharp. The second manual — you mean now — which 
manual are you referring to now, sir ? 

Mr. Arens, Air Foi^ce Manual 205-5, Guide for Security Indoc- 
trination* 
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Secretary Sharp* I did not. _ 

Mr. Arens. Did anyone in the Air Force in position of authority 
give such assurance? 

Secretary Sharp. I don't know of anyone having given any such 

assurance. " . _ A x . 

Mr* Arens. I should like to invite your attention to the quotation 
attributed to Mr. Wine appearing in the Washington Evening Star, 
February 24, 1960 : 

Mr. Wine also said the Air Force has agreed to amend portions of a second 
manual objectionable to the council which served as primary source material 
for the reserve document. The second manual — 205-5 — is used now as a guide 
to security indoctrination* 

Did anyone in the Air Force, to your knowledge, give such assurance 
to Mr. Wine? 

Secretary Secakp- I don't know of anyone who gave such assurance. 
Do you know anyone ? 

General Hopwood* No, 

Secretary Shakp. I might comment there that I read the manual 
205-5 that you are referring to, and the portions &£ it that refer to 
communism in American churches and American Schools, ^ I do not 
find them objectionable. 1^ think they are proper to have in a man- 
ual of this type. 

Mr. Aiusns. The essence then of manual 205-5 with respect to 
Communist infiltration in churches and in church groups is a tenet 
with which you are in accord ? 

Secretary Sharp. I am, yes. 

Mr. Akbns. So the record may be absolutely clear, based upon the 
investigation of the investigators of the Air Force who have been 
working on these manuals and their reports to you, is it your position, 
sir, that the facts are that Communists and fellow-travelers are now, 
and have been in the past, infiltrating church groups, among other 
groups? # . 

Secretary Sharp. I have heard that they have infiltrated church 
groups; I do not know whether this has been positively proven, but I 
certainly think we ought to warn our people that they would be in 
all probability — and I mean by "they" the Communists — would in all 
probability attempt to infiltrate church groups or schools or any im- 
portant group in the United States which they could infiltrate. 

Mr. Arens. In manual, AF Manual 205-5 you say, in essence^or 
the manual says, in essence, does it not — that Communists are now in- 
filtrating church groups or have infiltrated church groups? 

May I invite your attention to page 53 ? I should like to read you 
a few sentences from Air Force Manual 205-5, which I Txaderstand 
you to concur in, and then we will discuss^ if you please, sir, some of 
thft ^tsLtements 

On page.53 of Air Force Manual 205-5, the following appears, does jj 

it not sir ? 

A while back Americans were shocked to find that Communists had infiltrated 
our churches. It isn't so shocking though when you consider how the Communists 
are using Russian churches today. They want to do the same thing here. They 
want to teach the Soviet gospel from the pulpit, ^ 

The Communist Party, USA, has instructed many of its members to Join 
churches and church groups, to take control whenever possible, and to influence 
the thoughts and actions of as many church-goers as they can. 
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Communists form front organizations especially to attract Americans with re- 
ligious interests. The party tries to get leading church men to support Com- 
munist policies disguised as welfare work for minorities. Earl Browder, former 
head of the American Communist party, once admitted : 

"By going among the religious masses, we are for the first time ahle to bring 
our anti-religious ideas to them." 

Are there Communist ministers? Sure. The Communists have members in 
Just about every profession in our country- Of course no clergyman admits he 
is a Communist when he is one (he is required to keep his membership a 
secret), but he still does Communist work. The House Un-American Activities 
Committee lists two Communist ministers — the Rev. Claude C. Williams, a-former 
Presbyterian whose congregation kicked him out for party activities, and the 
Bev. Eliot White, retired Episcopalian who served as a delegate to a Communist 
convention and lectured at Communist meetings. 

As to whether Communist ministers are a real danger, let's turn to a state- 
ment Dy former President Herbert Hoover : 

"I confess to a real apprehension, so long as Communists are able to secure 
ministers of the gospel to promote their evil work and espouse a cause that is 
alien to the religion of Christ and Judaism." 

Communists try everything when it comes to churches. They sneak disguised 
propaganda into church bulletins. They send Communists around to lecture 
church groups. The head of the Communist Party once spoke at Union The- 
ological Seminary in New Xork, and the legislative secretary of the party ad- 
dressed a conference of 100 ministers in Washington, D. C. The Communists 
order their younger members into youth groups where they can spread atheism 
and recruit new Communists. Atheism, Communist-style, is also spread through 
various organizations like the People's Institute of Applied Beligion, which 
teaches Communist ideas under the disguise that they are Christian teachings. 
, Again, to stop Communists, we must be careful not to attaclc the majority of 
faithful ministers and church-goers. We must merely search out those who 
back Moscow right down the line. We can do this, first, by understanding and 
supporting the teachings of our own religions to the hilt ; then, by getting rid of 
those who try to pass of£. Communist ideas as substitutes for what we know 
are true religious teachings. , * 

I have read you the pertinent paragraphs of Air Force Manual 
205-5 concerning which Mr. Wine is quoted in the Washington Eve- 
ning Star of February 24, as saying that the Air Force* has agreed to 
amend portions which are objectionable. 

Am I correct in my interpretation of your testimony that neither 
you nor anyone to your knowledge in official position in the Air Force 
has given Mr. Wine the assurance which is attributed to "him in the 
press? 

Secretary Secarp. Certainly I have not. I do not know of anyone 
who has. * - ' * ' 

m Mr. Aren-s. Am I likewise, and is the record likewise, clear that you, 
sir, based upon the information which has been tnade available to you 
by your subordinates, concur in the language which I have just read 
to you in Air Force Manual 205-5 ? 

Secretary Secarp; I 'would say that I certainly agree with the as- 
sumption that the Communist Party would obviously in its activities 
attempt to infiltrate the churches as outlined here. 

I must say that I have riot investigated the two individuals referred 
to by name in these paragraphs which you have read as to whether 
or not they have actually been proven to be guilty pf the charges out- 
lined. s ' 

Mr. Scbcerer. The counsel in reading from the manual merely 
stated that those two are listed by this committee. 

The CTTATRivrATsr. Among others. 

Mr. Scederer* Among others. 
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Mr* Arens. I would like to ask permission of the chairman to back 
tip a bit in the manual because there are two other items in this main 
manual which precede the matter which we are talking about now. 
I would like, if you please, Mr. Chairman, to ask him about those. 

The Chairman, Before you do that, I think we ought to go over 
the contents of this manual. - 

Mr. Arens. That is what I meant, Mr. Chairman. 

The Chairman* That is at the bottom of 15-14 : 

In its own brochure, the National Council of Churches listed the names of 
the Revision Committee and the Advisory Board. Among these were Walter 
Bussell Bowie of Grace Church, New York* 

Do you know anything about him, Mr. Secretary ? 

Secretary Sharp. No, I don't* 

The Chairman. Go ahead. * ..-.*. 

Mr. Arens- Does the Air Force to your knowledge maintain a liai- 
son with the congressional committees investigating communism? ^ 

Secretary Sharps I don't know whether they do or not. No, sir; 
I don't know that. I don't know. m . 

Mr. Arens, Do you know, sir, that the information of the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities and of the Senate Internal 
Security Subcommittee is available on a liaison basis to the military ? 

Secretary Sharp. I am sure it is. 

Mr. Arens. I announce to you without any sense of criticism that 
that information is from time to time readily made available to the 
military upon their request to the committee. 

Mr. Scherer. Are such requests made ? Do you know that ? 

Mr. Arens. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Secretary, you are cognizant, of course, of the fact that all of 
the information of the Federal Bureau of Investigation respecting 
Communists and Communist infiltration is available to the Air Force? 

Secretary Sharp. Yes, sir. v / ^ 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Secretary, the chairman stated in his opening re- 
marks that at least a dozen persons who have been identified before 
this committee by competent witnesses under oath as Communists also^ 
profess or have professed to be members of the clergy. Do you have 
any information which would dispute that, or any reason to doubt 
that? 

Secretary Sharp. No. You mean to doubt the fact? 

Mr.AjRENS. T° doubt the validity of that statement ? 

Secretary Sharp. ^ Of that statement ? 

Mr. Arens. Yes, sir. 

Secretary Sharp. That certain witnesses testified against other wit- 
nesses to the effect that they were members of a Communist organi- 
zation ? „ 

Mr. Arens. Yes, sir. n 

Secretary Sharp. No, sir. If that was the statement of this com- * 

mittee I have no reason to doubt it. 

Mr. Arens. Did your statement of repudiation of the Air Force 
manual in any sense mean a repudiation of the validity or the integrity 
of tha statements attributed to committee sources by the author of 
the manual? 
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9 Secretary Sb^arp. I have no reason to doubt that they were authen- 
tic, although, actually, I have not checked in detail to find whether 
the statements "were accurate* - • 

Mr.^ Arens* Did you, in your statement of repudiation, intend a 
repudiation of s the integrity, validity, or accuracy of the testimony 
before the Committee on TJn- American Activities which is quoted in 
this manual? 

Secretary Sharp. No, sir. If it is properly quoted, I certainly did 
not intend such $, repudiation. 

Mr. Arens. May I, if you please, Mr. Chairman, ask about t;wo 
things that precede this and then proceed to some specifics? 

The Cjeiairman. Before you do that I think we ought to go to the 
section that the Secretary has found objectionable, 

"Not only were these men — " and mentioning the names of people 
in the document — "Walter Russell Bowie with a, total of 29 — " Com- 
munist fronts — "Henry J". Cadbury and George Dalai, 13" 

Mr. Areks. Mr. Chairman, would you pardon an interruption on 
that? • 

We have checked our records very carefully since this manual has 
been produced, and I have the latest statistics on each of these men 
that I would be glad to read into the record. In many instances, it 
is more. 

The Chaikman. This is an understatement. 

Mr. Ahens. A complete understatement. 

The Cecaikmak. This is an understatement of their Communist 
affiliation^? _ t 

'Mr. Arens; Would you care to have me give those? 
. The CHAiR&iAiNr* You go ahead and do that. 

Mr.-AuENS. May I first say, Mr." Chairman, in view /of the^ Secre- 
tary's repudiation of the information 1 conveyed respecting the National 
Council of Churches of Christ in America, the chairman issued a 
statement to the effect that the leadership of the Rational * Council 
of Churches of Christ in the United States of America had hundreds 
or at least over 100 affiliations with Communist fronts and causes. 
Since then we have made careful, but yet incomplete checks, and it 
is a complete understatement. Thus far of the leadership of the 
National Council of Churches of Christ in America, we have found 
over 100 persons in leadership capacity with either Communists roiifr 
records or records of service to Communist causes. The aggregate 
affiliations of the leadership, instead of being in the hundreds as the 
chairman first indicated, is now, according to our latest count; into 
the thousands, and we have yet to complete our check, which' would 
certainly suggest, on the basis of the authoritative sources of this com- 
! mittee, that the statement that there is infiltration of fellow-travelers 

{> in churches and educational institutions is a complete understatement. 

\U Now, with reference to the people whose names are specified, on 

> 15-14 the first -is Walter Russell Bowie whose name appears on 

15-14. Our records thus far, and we have only made an examination 
of the most available information, is that he has had~ over 33 affilia- 
tions with Communist fronts and causes; that Henry'J. >Cadbury ha# 
had ^a total of not less thai* nine," which we have been' able to' con- 
firm — the manual says 13 — that George Dalai, concerning whom the 
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manual says had 13 affiliations, we have thus far verified liot 13, but 
18* With reference to Leroy Waterman, we have thus far identified 
and verified 20 connections with Communist fronts or causes. With 
reference to Fleming James, we have thus far verified a total of 25. 

The Chairman. Who are thfese people? Are they connected with 
the National Council? 

Mr. Akens. These are persons, most of whom are connected with 
the National Council of Churches in some capacity. 

The Cbcairmax. It was their representative who complained about 
this manual ; is that it ? Wine ? 

Mr. Are3sts. That is correct. 

On the next succeeding page, Mr. Secretary, you: see the reference 
there to Dr. Harry E\ Ward as being a person who has been identified 
as a member of the Communist Party. 

Did your repudiation of the Air Force Training Manual and your 
apology to the National Council of Churches carry with it an inten- 
tion on your part to deny the validity or integrity of the records of 
this committee showing that Dr. Harry F. Ward has been identified 
as being a member of the Communist Party ? 

Secretary Sharp. No, sir. It did not intend to either deny or 
affirm the fact that this committee's records were accurate or not 
accurate. I simply felt and still feel that while it is the duty of this 
committee to investigate these matters pertaining to individuals and 
particular groups, whether religious or otherwise^ that it is not in the 
best interests of the Air Force to point out specific organizations or 
specific people, who it is claimed by this committee -or are connected 
with Communist fronts. * 

Mr. Aranre. Did you at any time in the course of your public state- 
ments or press releases make it clear that you were not repudiating 
the authenticity, validity, or integrity of the records of this committee 
or of the records of the FBI or of the other source material % 

Secretary Sharp. No, I did not, sir. 

Mr.AREWS. You are doing that now; is that correct? m 

Secretary Sharp. I only stated that this was not an Air Force posi- 
tion; that we repudiated this as an Air Force position. It might 
well be the position of this committee br the position of the FBI, but 
it was my feeling that the Air Force should not establish a position of 
this kind as to any particular individuals who were riot specifically 
listed on the Attorney General's list of tin- American activities. 

Mr. Arens. Am I -absolutely clear, and is the record clear, that you 
are not now nor did you at any time intend a repudiation of the 
validity of the material attributed to this committee, attributed to the ^ 

FBI or other intelligence agencies, which is quoted in here respecting 
Communist infiltration in churches and infiltration by fellow-travelers J 

in church groups ? 

Secretary Sharp. That is correct. m . 

The Chairman-. Mr. Secretary, would it not have been sufficient to 
have withdrawn this manual without apologizing to people who have 
been in prominent active places in their organization, people whose 
object is to destroy the Government of the United States, belonging 
to organizations which have that as their objective % 

Would it not have been adequate to have withdrawn this manual i 
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I just had occasion to read the statement by the Secretary of De- 
fense, whom I admire very much. I do not know why he would say 
such a thing: 

"In response to the letter of the National Council of Churches of 
Christ of the United States"— a response to a letter, nothing else — "I 
have assured this fine organization of my very genuine regrets re- 
garding the statement that appeared in Aar Force Reserve Manual," 
and so on. 

Mr. Jackson. Mr. Chairman, I would say in connection with that, 
and I subscribe thoroughly, I think such a statement as was made by 
the Secretary of Defense, whom I also admire very greatly, has done 
great harm to the already difficult task that confronts this committee, 
the committee on the other side, and the Attorney General. Actually, 
the effect of the action taken lr$r the Air Force, Mr. Secretary, was 
to tell 180 million people in this country by the retraction of the 
manual that the Air Force did not believe the statements made. 

The effect of this repudiation handled in the way it was and cou- 
pled with .an apology to individuals who, as the chairman has said, 
have hundreds of Communist-front affiliations has been to hurt our 
work. , x 

Secretary Sharp. Mr. Jackson, I think it is very unfortunate if 
that is the impression we gave. 

I would like to read 

Mr. Scherer. May I say, Mr. Secretary, that the mail that I am 
getting from my district and from other places in the United States 
indicates that that is what the effect of that statement has been in- 
sofar as the public is concerned. 

Mr. Doxmi. .May I state at that point that my mail is such that it 
indicates that the work of this committee in the minds of the people 
out West who have read" the newspaper reporter— that the work of 
this committee is discredited as a result of the unfortunate apology 
and letter by the Secretary — without further explanation as to why. 

The Chairman". You may call it unfortunate. I call it stupid. 

Secretary Sharp. I wonder if I might read. into the record the let- 
ter that I wrote to Mr. James Wine, associate general secretary of 
the National Council of the Churches of Christ in the United States; 

475 Riverside Drive, 
New York, New York. 
Dear Mr. Wine : 

This letter is to confirm our conversation of yesterday and again assure to 
you that the Air Force does not condone the publication of material such as 
that contained in the CONAG training manual about which you wrote Sec- 
retary Gates. The manual has' been withdrawn and action is being taken to 
prevent recurrence of issuance of such material* 

The Chairman. Why did you do that ? Don't you want the non- 
commissi oned officers to know who these people are ? 

Secretary Sharp. Yes, sir* But I think it is a dangerous thing for 
the Air Force to delve into the areas that this committee should delve 
into. I think that we should leave that to this committee by simply 
making a statement that there is danger in the infiltration in the 
areas of the churches and of the schools and of others, almost every 
group in our country. 
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Mr. Scherer. The Air Force is not delving into it. The Air Force 
manual is merely reporting what has already been found to exist by 
various congressional committees, by the Federal Bureau of Investi-* 
gation, and other security agencies^ 

Mr. Johansen. Mr. Secretary, the thing that I cannot reconcile 
is this : I understand, according to your testimony here this morning, 
you have no objection, apparently, to generalizations with regard to 
the fact that there is infiltration and that there is a continuing 
threat of infiltration. What you state now to this committee is that 
you object to specifics. 

Secretary Sharp. That is correct. 

Mr. Johansen. I cannot understand from the portion of the letter 
to Mr. Wine that you quoted that you make any such distinction at 
all. It seems to me that you are repudiating both the general and 
the specific statements and, in other words, it seems to me your re- 
pudiation to Mr. Wine is quite different and much more sweeping 
than your statement and your distinction that you draw here before 
the committee. 

Secretary Sharp. No, sir 

The Chairman. Did you ever deny the truth about it ? . 

Secretary Sharp. In my meeting with Mr. Wine I made it quite 
clear that what I was objecting to in the Air Force manual was the 
fact that it was pointing its finger at a particular group or a partic- 
ular organization but which did not appear on this list. 

Mr. Johansen. If the manual makes the generalized assertion, 
isn't the Air Force open to challenge to support that generalization 
with specifics? And yet you repudiate any reference to specifics.: 
How can you justify the generalization without relating at to specifics, 
particularly if it is under a challenge? , . - 

Secretary Sharp.- I think in that case what we should do is refer 
to the testimony of this committee but not publish this testimony 
gratis. Some of these quotations might have been taken out of con- 
text. It is very difficult to know how many of them are provable 
in court or accepted as adequate proof by the Attorney General m 
his statement of people involved in un-American activities or or- 
ganizations which are involved in un-American activities. # 

I don't think it is the business of the Air Force to indicate which 
of these bits of evidence or perhaps they are conclusive evidence— 
I don't know — which have been brought before this fine committee* 

The Chairman. We will concede that. But then when you wanted 
to correct what is not in conformity with your idea, why did you 
go way but of your way to apologize? . 

Secretary Sharp. I don't think we apologized. .1 simply think this 
is not what we like to have in our manual. There is certainly nothing 
in this letter that indicates we are apologizing. I am simply saying 
we do not condone the publication of this kmd of controversial 
detailed material in our training manual. 

Mr. Johansen. Are the statements that appeared in 205-5 under 
challenge or have they been under challenge from this same source i 

Secretary Sharp. They apparently are now; yes, sir. They have 
never been under challenge directly to me. 

Mr. Johansen. In other words, what Mr. Wine and those of his 
mind want is the avoidance of any reference to the fact of infiltration 
or attempted infiltration of the religious groups. 
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Secretary Sharp, I have read indications of that attitude in the 
newspapers. I have never received a direct communication from Mr. 
Wine, 

Mr. Joecansen. Are you prepared to resist that sort of demand ? 

Secretary Sharp. Yes, sir ; I am. 

The Chairman. Did Mr. Wine ever deny the statements contained 
in the manual ? 

Secretary Sharp. No, he didn't* 

Mr. Wilus. May I ask a question? 

The OrATTtMAN. Yes, Mr. Willis. 

Mr. Wilms. What puzzles me is the letter that you read and it is 
this: Why did you stop so abruptly? And I am just wondering why 
couldn't you have gone as far as you are going today in adding a 
sentence: "We do not mean to imply that there is no infiltration in 
church or other groups or question the accuracy of the reference ma- 
terial.^ We simply do not want to take sides with you or the reference 
material, but we simply prefer not to have it in there." 

You have left a wide impression that you are taking sides, and that 
what is in there is inaccurate. 

Secretary Sbarp. I think that undoubtedly 

Mr. Wxcus. It is a black eye on this committee, ultimately, or will 
certainly be made So. 

Secretary Sharp. We certainly did not intend any aspersions on 
this committee. X am sorry that I did not go into more detail in this 
letter. There is no question about that, because that was my opinion 
at the time, and I certainly expressed it that way. There was no 
doubt about that. 

The Chairman-. Mr. Sharp, this is the thing that disturbs all of us : 

In your statement to the j>ress, the very first thing you said was : 

"Secretary Sharp categorically repudiated the publication as rep- 
resenting the Air Force views." 

Now the segment of the left-wing press and others that want to 
look at things in certain ways did not go further than to just pick out 
the words "categorically repudiated the publication." 

Secretary Sharp. Whether I made that statement in exactly those 
words, I meant to say, certainly, that we repudiate these as Air Force 
views because I feel that in going into this kind of detail the Air 
Force was getting into areas which it should not be in, and we 
should — I feel that it is better stated that it was ill-advised and ill- 
considered for the Air Force to include these things in its training 
manual, which was what was intended. 

The Cecaucmak. You saw the statement made by the Secretary, 
didn't you ? 

Secretary Sharp/ I had seen it ; yes, sir. 

Mr. Jackson*. Mr. Chairman, going back to the matter of naming 
the National Council of Churches by name and following that with 
some additional information, I am trying to place myself in the posi- 
tion of an instructor in this subject, 

Secretary Sharp. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Jaokso3st* I have given military instruction, Mr, Secretary. 

As to a general subject "communism in religion," the statement is 
made categorically that from a variety of authoritative sources there 
has heen infiltration of some churches and church groups. One of 
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the men. attending a class using a manual may say, "How do I know 
that ? Tell me more about it." 

You are asking him to take, on faith, a very serious statement, and 
precluding him from asking any questions to the point. 

Secretary Sharp. I would think, then, you would suggest, if he 
wanted to go further into the matter, that he should request a copy 
of the hearings of this committee and reports of this committee and 
the great deal of evidence. " . 

Mr. Jackson. I think that is the long way around the barn. He is 
in a class. He is being taught. He is being given instruction, and 
categorical statements are made. I don't think we should require the 
individual enlisted man to run around Capitol Hill to get a variety 
of hearings so that he can probe further into the matter. 

The Chairman. If he could find Capitol Hill. 

Mr. Jackson. It seems to me that, having made that statement, it 
is absolutely necessary to give some substantiation to it m the text- 
book, the letter and text. 

Mr. Johansen. At least in terms of source material. 

Mr. Scherer. All through this manual, Mr. Secretary, you refer to 
other organizations, you name them specifically, you point out wmcn 
are Communist-front organizations. You refer by name to individuals 
who have participated in Communist activities. 

I call your attention to page 15-4: where you name: The Abraham 
Lincoln Brigade, American Youth for Democracy, The League o± 
American Writers, American Patriots, Inc., and about five or six 

° /doubt whether the Air Force would be in a position to prove in 
court that these are Communist-dominated and controlled organiza- 
tions. Yet you have no hesitancy in nammg these. . m 

Secretary Sharp. I think we should have great hesitancy in naming 
these unless they are listed as subversive organizations. ^ 

I don't think'the Air Force ought to be m a position of offering as 
such fact any specific organization because this is not our business. 

I think that we can, certainly, list those organizations, if we wish, 
that are listed specifically by the Attorney g«^^ « ^JSS^uJ 
organizations, but I don't think that the Air Force &™}f-.f°™*** 
finger at any organization in an official publication that it cannot 

F Mr." Scherer. Just hurriedly glancing through this manual 

The Chairman. Wait a minute. , 

This does not charge the National Council of the Churches of 
Christ in the U.S. as being a proscribed org amzation at aiL It < 

merelv states that of the 95 persons who served m the project which 
Sey spon^edT 30 have been affiliated with pro-Communist fronts, j 

projects, and publications. , 

I think that is a great example to show a youngster. j 

I, SS, taught in military schools, in the Navy ; naval aviaUon ac- < 

tuaily. And I know that the only way to make these lads understand 
is to give them an example of something. „ . w __ 

Here you are not charging this National Council, with anything. 
I think you are depriving people who ought to know ;,u^ ;««"«y how 
these enemies of ours operate, lust what kind of a cloak tney get 
behind. 
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If you do not put it in your new manual, then you are depriving 
them of something they ought to know. 

Mr. A*ens. Mr. Chairman, we have two other areas of inquiry, if 
you please, sir. 

Mr. Secretary, beginning on page 15-3 of the manual there is 
language which I have to characterize or talk about, and then I will 
read. 

The public press has carried in its stories respecting the manual, 
language which intimates^ that the authors of the manual feel that 
Americans don't have a right to know what is going on in general. 
I would like to read the entire two or three paragraphs to you, and 
then we will talk about it, if you please, sir. 

Secretary Sharp. All right. 

The Chairman. At the bottom of the page? 

Mr. Ajrens. Yes, sir. 

When a newspaper prints some so-called secret data, it merely means that 
the Government no longer considers that particular data secret — it does not 
mean we have no secrets left. Or it could mean that clever newspapermen 
took pieces of unclassified information which they were authorized to have, 
put them together, and came up with the right answer. However, because stfch 
accounts may have given the correct information does not mean that the infor- 
mation is no longer classified. Newspapers are not official — and until the 
Government declassifies security information, it remains classified. 

Another rather foolish remark often heard is that Americans have a right 
to know what's going on. Most people realize the f oolhardiness of such a sug- 
gestion. If a football team should start telling the other side the plays it 
planned to use, their opponents would sweep them off the field. It's the same 
in war — hot or cold ; if we tell our secrets, we are likely to be beaten, and beaten 
badly. 

Mr. Secretary, the whole import of that language is that the mili- 
tary is entitled to protect secrets, is it not? 

Secretary Sharp. Yes ; I would think so ; yes, sir. 

Mr. Ambns. It is not intended, as you read the two paragraphs in 
entire context, to convey the impression that the American people as 
such are not entitled to know in general what is gping on ; isn't that 
correct? 

Secretary Sharp. That certainly is correct; yes, sir. 

Mr. ADEN'S. Is it your impression, sir, that there has been conveyed 
a misinterpretation of the essence of this language because it was con- 
veyed out of context? 

Secretary Sharp. I certainly would agree with that ; yes, sir. 

The Cbcairmak. May I ask just one more question. I think this 
is of greatest importance. 

Will this information, this material that Mr. Arens just read, be 
contained in the new revised issue ? 

Secretary Sbcarp. I would hope that the substance of it would be 
contained. I would personally nave changed the words of the first 
sentence in such a way that they could not be taken out of context, 
and I think there was unfortunate wording that lent itself to that 
sort of thing. I think it was even unfortunate that from the manual 
205-5, where they discuss the same thing in the first sentence, two 
words were in it which were not in this new manual. 

Mr. Jackson. What is the page number on that? 

Sceretary Sharps That is page 82 in the old manual, and 15-4 in 
the new one # 
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You will notice on page 82 of the manual 205-5, at tlie bottom of 
the page, the first sentence of the last paragraph reads, "Another 
rather silly remark often heard concerning security is that Amer- 
icans have a right to know what's going on," 

Mr, Areists. The only reasonable interpretation on that is that the 
author of the manual is trying to say, is he not, that we cannot let 
secrets, defense secrets or intelngence secrets, be available to the pub- 
lic because the enemy would catch them ? Isn't that correct ? 

Secretary Sharp, I am sorry. I missed that. 

Mr. Arens. I was just saying, sir, that the only reasonable inter- 
pretation of that language, when it is read in complete context, is 
that we cannot make available, the Government cannot make avail- 
able military secrets or intelligence secrets to the public at large 
because, of course, the enemy would then get -them. Isn't that correct ? 

Secretary Sharp. I think that is perfectly clear; yes, sir. If you 
read the whole paragraph 

Mr. Jacksok. When taken in its proper context. 

Secretary Sharp. I think it was unfortunate that they left out the 
words "concerning security," those two words in the quotation of the 
same paragraph in the training manual^the Air Reserve Center Train- 
ing Manual, which was a later publication. 

The Chairman. Concerning security only ? 

Secretary Sharp. I mean that would clarify what they are talking 
about. It is security matters. 

The Chairman-. Oh, yes. - 

Secretary Sharp. It would have been better if they had left those 

words in. , , __ , 

Mr. Arbns. But in the manual they speak of secrets, do they not i 

Secretary Sharp. Oh, yes. ■' ,. 

Mr. Arejsts. Mr. Chairman, if it meets with your approval, I would 
like to inquire respecting another item in the manual. 

The Cecairman. All right. - V x - 

Mr. Ajiens. Mr. Secretary, on page 15-6 there are two paragraphs 
where I suggest we probably have the same situation, namely, where 
there has been conveyed to the American people a wrong impression 
respecting the contents of the manual because certain language was 
taken, again, out of context. 

I should like to read to you two paragraphs : 

At this point it may be well to make some separation between real subversives 
and the disaffected and chronic complainers. Subversion is willful activity 
against the United, States, punishable under the Uniform Code of Military Jus- 
tice. Disaffection is a laclc of loyalty or affection for the United States not 
accompanied by action and isn't a crime. Chronic complaining is only grum- 
bling and is not directed at the United States but rather at specific persons or 
activities. Often th<* complainer works harder than anyone else, and finds in 
complaining a sort of nervous escape valve, such as, "I do all the work around 
here- why don't you guys help out sometime?" However, if you suspect an 
individual of deliberate subversion, report him, of course; but try to be sure he 
isn't just disaffected or a complainer. 

If you do know of a disaffected person, nevertheless, he will bear watching. 

Mr. Secretary, in the public press I saw an interpretation to the 
effect that the reader of this manual is admonished by^ its author to 
.watch disaffected persons because they may be subversive. 

It is true, is it not, Mr. Secretary, when we read the entire two para- 
graphs in complete context that the author of the manual is trying to 
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make a complete distinction between a deliberate subversive and one 
t who is only a complainer on the other hand % 

Secretary Sharp. It certainly seems that way to me: yes, sir, 

Mr. Areata. Do you agree with the interpretation which I suggest, 
namely, that there has been conveyed a wrong impression respecting 
the contents of the manual on this score because certain language was 
taken out of context? 

Secretary Sharp. That certainly is my impression ; yes, sir. 

Mr. Scbderer. May I ask a question ? 

Has the Air Force or the Department of Defense in any way com- 
plained or made a statement publicly that this charge about "right to 
know" was taken out of context? Have you tried to explain the full 
import of this part of the text? 

Secretary Sharp. I don't think we have. 

Mr. Soberer. Don't you think you should do that? 

Secretary Sbcarp. I think we should ; yes, sir. 

Mr. Moulder. Mr. Secretary, when was the manual first printed 
containing the statement that the National Council of Churches ob- 
jected to ? 

Secretary .Sharp. Air Reserve Center Training Manual was issued, 
as I understand it, on January 4, 1960. It was the one that they 
objected to first. * 

If you are speaking of the Air Force, manual, which is 

I want to point out this is an Air Reserve training manual, and 
the other one referred to is 205-5, which is an Air Force manual. 
An Air Force manual is an approved Headquarters Manual — Head- 
quarters, Air Force. It applies to-more than one command whereas 
manuals applying to only one command — and this Air Keserve Cen- 
ter Training Manual applied only to the Continental Air Command — 
are not referred to as, Air Force manuals, and do not receive the 
same kind of supervision at Headquarters, United States Air Force. 

Mr. Motjuder. In the beginning of your testimony you made some 
reference to the conclusion that it was not within the prerogative 
of the functions of the Air Force to investigate communism in 
churches. 

These manuals are not instructions or directions to investigate, 
are they? They are really in the nature of an educational or in- 
formation carried on and given to the members of the Air Force. 
Isn't that correct ? 

Secretary Sharp. I think they are simply 

In talking largely about security, this earlier manual 205-5 is a 
guide for security indoctrination for the Department of the Air 
Force, and is simply to point out, while we must look everywhere 
for Communists' infiltration 

Mr. Motxlder. Is it your plan to revise the manuals or have they 
been revised? 

Secretary Sharp. We are having a revision of this Air Force 
manual 205-5 prepared. This was ordered some time ago. 

Is that right, General Hop wood ? 

Not as a result of this investigation simply, because this manual 
.was published in 1955 and we felt it should be brought up to date. 

Mr.„Mouu>ER. In the process of doing that will you confer with 
th!e Committee on TJn- American Activities and the Internal Security 
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Subcommittee and the Attorney General's office and the FBI for any 
information which you may wish to use in the manual ? 

Secretary Sharp, Yes, sir. I would hope we would, to be sure it is 
authentic. 

This Air Reserve Center Training Manual of the Continental Air 
Command has been withdrawn from distribution for restudy. 

Mr. Wilms. When was that report issued? 

Secretary Sbcarp. What was that? 

Mr. Wilms. When was that report issued ?^ Was that issued? 

Secretary Sharp. It was issued January 4, this year. m 

The Chairman. Is there anything in this manual that links 
churches, as such, with communism ? 

Secretary Sharp. I don't think so. I don't know exactly what 
you mean by link. 

It means it can be used 



The Chairman* Members of various churches* 

Secretary Sharp. That is right. 

The Chairman. Yes. 

Secretary Sharp. It can be used 

The Chairman. I am looking now at an article that appeared m 
the press this morning concerning a resolution purportedly adopted by 
the General Board of the National Council of Churches of Christ in 
the TJ.S.A. which convened in Oklahoma City. The resolution stated 
that the Air Force had violated the guarantee of "the free exercise 
of religion" contained in the first amendment of the U.S. Constitu- 
tion. . . . , , j. 

This is the sort of thing this "fine" organization is capable of. 
There is nothing in this manual, is there, that indicates an interference 
with the free exercise of religon ? 

Mr. Johaksew. In that connection, Mr. Secretary, have you yet 
received a copy of that resolution adopted in Oklahoma City this 
week by the General Board of the National Council of Churches? 

Secretary Sharp. I have not received a copy of it. I only know 
of it from what I read in the paper this morning, which the chairman 
just read from. < 

Mr. Johaxsek. I direct the Secretary's attention to this paragraph 
S of the resolution as quoted in the press this morning : 

Resolved : Tbat the General Board of the National Council of Churches : 

(3) Insists that the material contained in Air Force Manual 205 — 5 "Guide 
to Security Indoctrination" dated 1955, which is considered equally objection- 
able, be deleted and that a full explanation of all matters incidental to the 
appearance of such material in these manuals be made public at the earliest 
possible moment' * * *• 

I think that is a clear notice to you that this General Board ex- 
pects to exercise censorship control over what appears in this manual, 
and I think the department ought to be on clear notice that that 
is the intent of this General Board. 

And it is my personal judgment that that ought to be resisted, and 
resisted completely, and that the Secretary of Defense and the Sec- 
retary of Air Force and all other parties concerned ought to be aware 
of the pressures and of the apparent end purpose that they have in 
mind, and, without meaning to be critical, at least not to be naive as to 
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what their intention is* That intention, as I see it, is to control and 
censor the facts about Communist activity in this country, whether it 
is in general terms, that you say is proper, or in specific terms, the 
expediency of which you question. 

Secretary Sbgarp. I read that quoted minute, I guess they were 

called, of this meeting this organization had in Oklahoma recently, 

[ and I was disturbed, too, by the implications that appeared there. 

I feel very strongly that we have a right and duty to educate our 
people as to the dangers of communism so that they can be on guard 
against it all the time. 

Mr. Johansen, Wherever manifest; wherever those dangers are 
manifest. 

Secretary Shakp. Apparently there is some difference of opinion as 
to how far it is appropriate for the Air Force to go in this area. 

Mr. Jobcansen. I do not think there is any difference of opinion on 
the part of the authors of this resolution. Any mention of communism 
or Communist infiltration or attempts in the religious field is, by this 
dictum,* to be taboo completely. 

Secretary Sbcaep. If that is a correct statement it would indicate 
that ; yes, sir. 

Mr. Jacksok. Mr. Secretary, in the revised edition of this particular 
manual, is it contemplated that the material relative to communism 
in religion is going to come out of the revised manual ? Is any men- 
tion at all going to be in the new manual with respect to the efforts of 
the Communist Party to infiltrate into church institutions? 

Secretary Sbcahf. I would hope so ; yes, sir. 

Mr. Jackson. I would think it would be a dismal retreat from the 
facts of life if it is not pointed out that these efforts are going on. 

The Communist Party is not stupid and, obviously, would not 
neglect as important a field in our national life as churches. 

Within the last month, here in the city of Washington, in a Method- 
ist church, a former president of the National Council of Churches sat 
in a forum discussion with an identified agent of the Communist Party, 
one who was convicted of contempt of Congress, whose appeal was 
recently turned down, ancL who is probably going to jail. This was 
not a matter in which the church individuals involved had no knowl-. 
edge of the nature of the meeting, because for weeks it had been dis- 
cussed in the press. 

m One Baptist church in the District — and I hope Heaven will look 
kindly on the minister of that church — refused to let the group use 
his church for that purpose when the nature of the meeting became 
apparent and when it was made known that an identified, convicted 
Communist was going to be on the platform with high church officials. 

I would hope that m this revised manual it will again be pointed out 
very clearly that there is a continuing effort to infiltrate the churches 
of this country. 

Secretary Sbcakf. I would say that if it were not in the manual, we 
would be very derelict in our duty to inform our people. 

Mr. Jackso3st. I would look forward to seeing the manual when it 
comes out because the same thing that pertains to churches pertains to 
some of the schools of this country. 

Secretary Sttakp. That is correct. 

The Cbcairm^jn". Mr. Arens, do you have any more % 
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Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, may I inquire, as the chairman knows, 
in your discussion with me, there is another item on which we could 
interrogate the Secretary. It is not gercftane to the manual as such. 
May I inquire, whether or not the chairman wants to get into it now ? 

The CiiAiRBrAN. On the security field? 

Mr. Ajxens. Yes, sir. It is a question for your own determination if 
you want to get into that now. 

The Chtairman. This is off the record. 

(Discussion off the record. ) 

Mr. DoxiiE. I would suggest that the new manual should direct the 
attention of the Air Force personnel further than to churches and 
schools. m m 

Mr/ Jackson. I did not mean to so limit it. 

Mr. DoxiiE. Directed to all and any organizations, such as labor 
unions or others. Do not limit it to churches and schools. That is my 
suggestion. m # . 

I call your attention to the statement by our chairman in his pre- 
liminary statement with reference to the Department of Defense 
seminar. 

I had the privilege of being there at least a few hours as a guest of 
one of my distinguished reserve officers from California. I saw the 
manual used there. It may be that our library has that manual. I do 
not know. But if it does not, Mr; Chairman, our library ought to* 
have a copy of that Department of Defense manual which goes ex- 
haustively into this very subject of the Communist attack. 

It seems to me that with the Department of Defense bringing 
some 200 more or less reserve officers from all over the Nation to at- 
tend that seminar there in order to indoctrinate them with the danger 
of communism and to emphasize that the Department of Defense per- 
sonnel must be aware of that as another battlefront, it just seems 
too bad that this incident would come up after you speixt thous^nds.of 
dollars to bring men from all over the Nation to, indoctrinate your 
very personnel to the danger of communism, then to be caught in 
ttiis situation where the authoritative sources in this field on the 
Hill and the FBI and the Attorney General's list are more or less 
ridiculed. 

I want to call to your attention, Mr. Secretary, an item that ap- 
peared in the morning paper, to show you one reason why^ I make 
the statement about the effect of this incident on this function with 
this particular committee, and I want to ask you one question : 

Here it is, referring to the fact of your appearance and being, 
scheduled to tell the House Un-American Activities Committee w;hy 
you withdrew the training manual and ordered the security guide 
revised. m 

Notice this, and this news item goes all over our Nation, by the- 
Associated Press : > , 

Muck of the material in both publications — 
that is both your publications that we are discussing — 

was based upon information compiled by the House Un-American Activities,, 
Committee. , 

So nationwide this committee is getting a kick and a cussin' from 
its enemies and from those who don't know the facts. - 
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Now, one thing more- 



# The Chairman. We do not object to that, but we do not like it com- 
ing from people we think are on the same team. That is the thing we 
object to. 

Mr. Doyle. One thing more. 

T noticed you several times referred to the Attorney General's list 
as an accredited list in your judgment. Is that correct? 

Are you willing to take the appraisal of the Attorney General's list 
for your authority in the new manual, for instance, as to their 
publication? 

Secretary Sharp. I always thought that that was an accredited list 

of organizations in which 

Mr. Doyle. I am not inferring it is not. I noticed you relied upon 
it, apparently inf erentially, at least, and you are willing to rely upon it. 
Secretary Sharp. I would think that any organization that might 
not be on that list, it might be such a controversial issue that it would 
not be wise for the Air Force to enter into a criticism of that 
organization. 

^ Mr. Doyle. Then you are not willing to rely on any Government 
list or conclusion if you are not willing to rely on that. 

Secretary Sharp. Yes, sir. I am .willing to rely on that. I think 
we would point at that list as being pretty conclusive evidence or quite 
conclusive evidence that these organizations are subversive. 
Mr. Doyle. All right. Thank you. 

Mr. Willis. Mr. Secretary, I would like to make this statement and 
ask you a question : 

When we look into defense contracts we are accused of investigating 
labor unions, and when we find some Communists in colleges we are 
investigating schools. Recently we looked into the youth movement 
and we were accused of investigating youth. But at the same time on 
the basis of your advice, because we rely on the military, and we spend 
between $40 billion and $50 billion a year for defending somebody 
against someone. I am under the impression that is the Communists. 
We are in a bad fix, aren't we, both you and we. 

Secretary Sharp. We have a battle on our hands, if that is what 
you mean. 

The Chairman. Governor Tuck? 
Mr. Tuck. I have no questions. 

Mr. Jacksoist. Just to summarize the position and get this abso- 
lutely clear on the record : in the repudiation of the material in ques- 
tion,- the Air Force was taking the position that they should not desig- 
nate by name, organizations or individuals who might be subversive 
in nature. 

It was not, however, the intent of the Department of the Air Force 
to bring into question in any way the sources upon which the writer 
of the pamphlet drew. I think this is very important in order to cor- 
rect a widespread impression that, by repudiation and apology, the 
Department of the Air Force was saying in effect that this is a lot of 
tommyrot. 

This was not the position that you took, Mr. Secretary, in your 
action respecting this manual. 

Secretary Sharp. It was not, and I agree with your statement, and 
in all probability we should do 'something in the way of a statement 
to clarify this position. 
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Mr, Jackson. I think it would be very helpful to all concerned. 
It would clear the atmosphere a great deal if something along this 
line could be done* 9 - * - 

Mr* Willis* Mr. Jackson, may I say that is exactly what I meant 
to convey a while ago, that his letter stopped in such an abrupt 
fashion that, unfortunately, a wrong impression was left. 

Mr. Jackson. Now an excellent opportunity to do this might be 
upon receipt of the resolution from the National Council of Churches 
when it comes to your attention. 

Secretary Seearp. Surely. 

Mr. Jackson. One more brief question. ^ % 

Is any action contemplated, disciplinary or in reprisal, against Mr. 
Hyde who was responsible, so I understand, for writing this material ? 

Secretary Sharp. This matter has not been finally decided yet. I 
think that people who do not follow their instructions — and it might 
appear that Mr. Hyde had not — should be certainly reprimanded, 
if that is the case. 

Now it is my understanding — we are investigating this matter- 
that certain outlines were sent from the Continental Air Command 
to the Air Training Command on which to write this manual, and 
thatjt appears that the outlines were -not followed.* And it appears, 
in my. opinion, that certain bad judgment was used in what was put 
into the manual. . - 

Mr. Jackson- I think this points up another important aspect of 
this matter. Tt certainly does to me. / - 1 ■ 

I would like to see what guidelines were laid down to the man 
or men who authored this manual* # * ' - 

The Chairman. Where are the guidelines ? 

Secretary Sharp. I would think that I can produce them. 

The Chairman. I would like to have them right away. 

Let me tell you something : If you so, much as say "Naughty boy" 
to this group of people who are far more expert- than you are, it will 
blow that up out of all proportion. They will have him shot at sun- 
rise, figuratively speaking, for telling the truth. 

Mr. Jackson. Furthermore, some ^ort of ruckus will break loose on 
the floor of the House of Representatives. This I can assure you, Mr. 
Secretary, unless there has been a violation of direct and explicit in- 
structions — that is an entirely different matter ^ 

Secretary Sharp. These are the things we are deciding now and try- 
ing to get the facts. 

Mr. Jackson. If there were enough flexibility in these general di- 
rectives which conceivably could have led the man or the men respon- 
sible for this material to exercise their judgment as to what should 
go in, that puts an entirely different face on the matter, regardless 
of how definitive these instructions were as to what was to be put 
in and what was- to be omitted, as I see it* 

Mr. Scherer. Mr. Secretary, do I understand the import of your 
testimony this morning to be that this manual was not withdrawn be- 
cause any of the statements contained therein were not true? 

Secretary Sharp. It was not withdrawn because we interpreted 
thepi to be not true. We did not investigate whether or not the state- 
ments were true. We did not consider it to be appropriate tq put 
those statements in. s 

Mr. Scherer. Can't you give me a Yes or No to my question ?^ 
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Isn't that the import of your testimony here this morning, that 
this manual^ was not withdrawn because any of the material con- 
tained therein, about which complaint was made,- was untrue? The 
truth or falsity of these statements had nothing to do with the with- 
drawal of this manual 

Secretary Sharp. That is correct. The truth or falsity of these 
statements had nothing to do with the withdrawal of the manual. 

Mr. Soberer. When I made the statement that the import of your 
testimony is that the manual was not withdrawn because any of the 
statements contained therein were not true, that is an accurate sum- 
marization of your testimony, is it not? 

Secretary Sbcarf. Except that I would like to put it this way, that 
whether they were true or not had nothing to do with withdrawing the 
manual. 

Mr. Scherer.. Mr. Chairman, I would like to make just one more 
observation. I have been a member of this Committee on Un-Ameri- 
can Activities for the past 8 years. Every time we have inquired into 
the attempts of Communists or Communist-fronters to worm their 
way into the churches, the committee has been bitterly attacked and 
charged with investigating religion — with opposing churches — with 
interfering with religious freedom in violation of the Constitution. 

In connection with this current inquiry, these same charges are again 
being made by some people. I feel, therefore, it is necessary and 
timely that I point out a few facts which show conclusively that these 
accusations are completely false and that just the opposite is the truth. 

In 1953 and 1954 this committee conducted some rather lengthy 
hearings, as I recall* Among others, we heard evidence from indi- 
viduals who had been in the Soviet Union in the early days when the 
Communists began their unremitting assault upon the church. The 
testimony showed conclusively that the Communist apparatus early 
came to the conclusion that if communism was to succeed throughout 
the world, it would be necessary to destroy or neutralize the great re- 
ligions of the world. 

The Communists knew, and so stated, that it was the church that 
was one of the greatest obstacles to the eventual -take-over of the 
peoples of the earth by the Communists. The Communists concluded 
that before people would or could accept the ideology of communism, 
religion, which they called the opiate of the people and which they 
said controlled the mass mind, had to be eliminated or neutralized. 

The Communists first attempted a frontal assault on the church; 
they harassed, persecuted, and imprisoned the clergy. Church prop- 
erties were confiscated and destroyed* The Communist hierarchy, 
however, soon learned that the frontal assault had failed ; that religion 
and morality were- so embedded' in the minds and, souls .of men that 
this outward assault on the church would not accomplish the objective. 

They then realized that they must begin the long and tedious proc- 
ess of infiltration and gradually neutralize the religious doctrines of 
the churches from within by subtle propaganda and other devices. - 

Since the Communists understood that religion was the greatest 
obstacle to the success of the Communist cause, this committee conse- 
quently has always recognized and pointed out that our religious in- 
stitutions are the free world's greatest bulwark against atheistic, god- 
less communism. We have, therefore, urged the growth and strength- 
ening of our religious institutions. All that the committee, by its 
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work in this field has ever tried to do, is to point out so all may know, 
and understand this basic Communist policy. The committee has 
tried to. show why /the church and religion are the focal point of as- 
sault by the Communists* 

The Committee on Un-American Activities has uncovered the tech- 
niques used by the Communist apparatus to infiltrate and destroy the 
church. It has done this so that the church itself could be fully aware 
of the Communist offensive against it; so that church leaders could 
understand that our religious institutions were in the front line of this 
battle ; so that with this knowledge the church would be better enabled 
to foresee and combat this indirect, subtle, and diabolical attack 
upon it. 

It should be obvious to all from the testimony before our committee 
that some people in our church organizations, whose loyalty both to 
this country and the church is unquestioned, have not, and still do not, 
understand the nature and objective of the Communists, as I have just 

Eointed out. It is unfortunate that some of these good people have 
een taken in. It is deplorable that many of this group bitterly resent 
and interpret as an attack upon the church any efforts by .this com- 
mittee to bring, to light the nature and techniques of the Communist 
attempt to infiltrate the church. 

If what I have, said is true, and I assure you it is, instead of bitterly 
resenting this committee, these good people should join hand in hand 
with us in what I believe is, and should be, a mutual objective, namely, 
to better understand the nature of the Communist techniques and ob- 
jectives* in. so far as religion , and the church are concerned and to 
strengthen bur oreligious institutions so that they can become an even 
greater bulwark against the most deadly enemy, not only of free men, 
but also of the church itself. . 

Mr. Johansen. I just wanted to repeat one statement very briefly 
and very quickly, and that is that I think that the Air Force, and the 
Defense Department still face their most crucial test in this^ ^vrhole 
matter and that a great deal caxi be done to offset any mistakes that 
were made if that test is met. That test is in "paragraph 3 of this 
resolution, which is an announcement to you that you have got to 
go farther in any compilation and absolutely ban any reference, to 
Communist efforts to infiltrate religious groups. 

I just want, to say as a reverse of .what my colleague from Cali- 
fornia said, if that effort is persisted in by them for whatever it is 
.worth, you will have my support in resisting that effort, and it will 
be given on the floor of the House. 

Secretary Sbcakp. I am sure we will resist any such effort ; yes, sir. 

Mr. Ttxck. Did I understand you to say that this publication was 
suppressed on account of the letter of Mr. Wine alone, or were there 
other complaints? 

Secretary Sharp. No, sir. It was investigated. This training 
manual had never been edited at the Headquarters, United States 
Air Force, and as soon as attention was called to the fact that there 
were some features in it that were objectionable to the group of people, 
we investigated the manual, and we recalled it for review at the time 
because of what we thought were objectionable statements in it which 
could be misinterpreted and get the Air Force into difficulty. 
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Mr. Tuck. Then did I understand you to say that you suppressed 
the manual and withdrew it without investigating to determine 
whether or not the statements made in that manual were true? 

Secretary Shakp. Xes, sir. We were only interested in the fact 
that we do not feel in the Air Force that in a training manual it is 
our ]ob to point at specific groups and organizations, that we should 
point out the danger of communism infiltrating the churches, but we 
should not point our finger at certain individuals who are suspect or 
otherwise^ being connected with Communist organizations. I think 
that this is the duty of this committee, which it certainly carries out 
remarkably well, and the duty of the FBI and others. 

I think we should point out to our people, however, that there is 
danger of Communist infiltration even in the churches and schools 
and the labor unions and almost every other kind of organization of 
importance in the United States. 

Mr. Tuck. But if those statements are true and if the dangers do 
exist, do you not conceive it to be your duty as head of ttie Air 
Force to point out these dangers to the men whom you are training. 

Secretary Sharp. I think as I mentioned before, that the matter 
of getting into testimony before this committee, whether it was accu- 
rately transcribed in our records, and so on, is an area that we 
should not get into in the Air Force. We should point out that 
there are dangers in the schools, in the churches, in the military 
organizations of Communist infiltration. But I think for us to 
point a finger at a particular group is the duty of this committee 
and other organizations set up for that purpose, rather than the Air 
Force. 

Mr. Tuck, I am not very skilled in the art of warfare and combat, 
but my understanding from my limited knowledge of the subject is 
that the first object of successful combat is to identify your enemy. 
Is that not correct ? 

Secretary Secakp. You certainly have to do that. 

Mr. Tuck. Do you not as head of the Air Force recognize the danger 
of infiltration on the part of these Communist forces as one of the most 
serious problems confronting the Defense Department and the people 
of America today ? 

Secretary Sharp. There is no question. It is an extremely danger- 
ous area. ^ Of course, our primary area is military defense, and the 
responsibility of this committee and of the FBI and others involved is 
with the actual routing out of the Communist movement throughout 
the country. As far as Communists within the Air Force,' this is 
definitely our job to point them out. 

Mr. Tuck. Who were some of the other people who have complained 
about this publication prior to the time it was suppressed ? 

■Secretary Sbcakp. Do you know of any, General Hopwood ? 

General Hopwood. None. 

Mr. Tuck. Then this sole letter from Mr. Wine was the only com- 
plaint? . J 

General Hopwood, I withdrew the manual before I ever heard of a 
man named Wine. 

The Cbtairman. Why did you apologize to the National Council if 
you had already withdrawn it? Why didn't you say, "We have with- 
drawn this document" ? 
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Are thete any further questions ? 

Mr f Jackson*. Again going to the point of giving definite proof of a 
categorical statement, you do it in the manual in one instance where 
* the manual mentions Reverend Claude C. "Williams. 

The Reverend Claude C. Williams, on May 17, 1946, in the First 
Baptist Church, Denver, Colorado, said, and I quote : 

'^Denominationally I am a Presbyterian, religiously a Unitarian, 
and politically I am a Communist. I am not preaching to make people 
good or anything of the sort, I'm in the church because I can reach 
people easier that way and get them organized for communism." 

I think you might very well pick up that statement, which is a 
documented statement, and put it in the manual to give the noncom- 
missioned officers under instruction some idea what your opening 
statement with respect to infiltration by Communists into the churches 
means. 9 9 : 

Mr. Doymj. Ma£ I ask how many thousands were distributed be- 
fore you withdrew it ? 

General Hopwood. Sir, approximately 3,200 were distributed to the 
training center. 

Mr. DoinoE. In the United States ? 

General Hofwood. In the United States exclusively, 

Mr. Doyijb. You cannot possibly get all those back, can you? 

General Hopwood. No, sh\ 

We have recovered approximately 80 percent. 

Mr. Doxle. 80 percent* 

Mr. Tuck. Mr. Chairman, while these gentlemen are here I would 
personally like to have a copy of this document and study to see if 
there is anything in it untruthful. ' 

I cannot see any objection to a member of the Congress, parties 
larly a member of this committee, having a few of those documents. 

The Chairman". We have a few. 

Do you think you could probably dig up about a dozen ? 

General Hofwood. Usually manuals are furnished that are re- 
quested through liaison, that are requested by members of the Con- 
gress. The request is acted on quickly. 

Mr, Sobcbrek. Send us nine of them for the members on the com- 
mittee* 

Mr. JoHCA^SEisr. Send both manuals. . 

The Cbcairmaw. I think you, Mr. Sharp, and Mr. Gates apologized 
for the manuals telling the truth about Communist mfiltration of 
the National Council of Churches. 

What was the apology based on? It was based on Mr. Wines 
desire to suppress the truth about the organization which pays his 
salary. I cannot help but reach that conclusion. 

Secretary Sharp. No, sir. 

I would like to say we did not suppress the manual because o± the 
truth or falsity of any of those statements. It was the propriety of 
the Air Force to enter into this area in detail, as I have discussed 
many times before. This is the reason for withdrawing the manual, 

Mr. Tuck. Mr. Chairman, at the risk of making a curt remark, 
I think, in the light of the Secretary's apology to Mr. Wine, it is in 
prder now for him or the Defense Department to apologize to the 
; American people for having made the first apology. 
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Secretary Sharp. I think we should make it very clear what our 
position is and why we withdrew the manual. And we have not in 
the Air Force apologized to Mr. Wine that I know of. We simply 
stated we withdrew it because it did not represent the opinions of the 
Aar Force. 

Mr. Doxde. I presume your statement will come out rather promptly 
now. 

Secretary Sharp. I guess it will unless you have objection, of the 
committee, of making it. 

The Chairman. We have no objection at all. 

Gentlemen, will the members of the committee remain just a min- 
ute.

Prior to 1946, the Southern Conference Educa- 
tional Fund operated as a part of the Southern 
Conference for Human Welfare, which was 
formed in 1938 to seek the way toward economic 
and social progress for 'the South, The SCHW ' 
turned its energies and its work toward many 
crucial problems facing the region. Operating as 
an independent agency since 1946, SCEF has 
applied itself to only one of these — the elimina- 
tion of segregation; we believe that herein lies 
the key to every other problem the South faces.

We firmly believe 
that segregation destroys the white people in the 
South as much as it does the Negroes, corrupting 
them in subtle ways.

We have felt that the struggle for equal rights 
must not be carried on by the Negro people alone.

My husband and I have long been concerned about communist 
infiltration into our National Council of Churches and our own 
denomination (United Church of Christ). I have had som e cor- 
respondence on the subject w&th | b f the 
Council for Social Action of our denomination. He writes fre- 
quent articles in our magazine, United Church Herald, usually 
with a slant to the left. 

Yesterday I received from him the news reprint mentioned 
above, which reports on your address in Cincinnati in early 
March before the U.S. Citizens 1 Committee of Cincinnati, and 
says in part} 

"A Federal Bareau of Investigation official paid tribute 
to the opposition maintained by the American clergy 
against efforts of the Communist Party to infiltrate 
churches and church iorganizat ions. 

"William C. S&llivan, FBI chief inspector, also labeled 
as 'a patent falsehood 1 what he described as *the im- 
pression among many Americans that the Protestant denom- 
inations in particular have been subjected to alarming 
infiltration and influence 1 by Communists*. /jLuJ 

This part, I imagine is accurately reported. It also went 
on to say that certain misled persons (clergy) did join "fronts" 
but it said nothing about the few real communists who must still 
be at work in our churches as reported by Herbert Philbrick 
and others before the House Committee on Un-American Activities. 

I am of the impression that the FBI realizes the actual 
infiltration of a few real comnunists; and their alarming success 
in getting} their ideology adopted by "liberal" church leaders — 
a thing which disturbs us grass-roots, down-to-earth, loyal 
church workers. Did you not also bring out this angle, not men- 
tioned in the write-up? Do you think such a report is accurate? 
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The report- of yotir ispeech said nothing about how 
churches have "been led to adopt pro-communist resolutions 
re Red China (in direct opposition to stated U.S.iflaai pol- 
icy) for example, how the National Council of Churches has
